IN placing this third volume of the Register of Man- 
chester School in the liands of the members of the 
Chetham society, and of others interested in the school, in 
whose favour the council of the society kindly relaxed the 
rule which, usually, limits its publications to its members, I 
have to express my regret that so many names should 
appear unnoted.

Still, regard- 
ing the three volumes as one work, something has been 
done towards giving a history of the school, in these notices 
of the scholars, during the space of more than one hundred 
years. Sufficient, certainly, has been done to show how far 
from correct was the ungracious remark ventured upon by 
the master of Balliol college, Oxford, on a recent public 
occasion,* when he said, that " Manchester school was com- 
paratively unknown twenty years ago." If Dr. Jowett had 
possessed any knowledge of the names of gentlemen who

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were educated at the school, he might have easily called 
mind (to take instances from one profession alone), 
of three scholars occupying, in the earlier part of the pre- 
sent century, and simidtaneousty, as heads of colleges, the 
same position which he himself now holds in the imiversity 
of Oxford, whose characters, attainments and usefulness 
gained for them more than an ephemeral reputation.* 
Manchester school is, I believe, doing exceedingly well 
under its present greatly enlarged system, and with its many 
additional advantages; but it remains yet to be proved 
whether it will do comparatively more than the old school 
did, with its limited numbers, either in distinction gained at 
the universities by its scholars, or in their conscientious and 
successful discharge of duty in the various callings of after- 
life. All who love the old school, and are grateful for what 
they themselves owe to it, will heartily unite in the sincerest 
wish for its future and permanent success. One toast at 
the anniversary meetings of gentlemen educated there — 
pleasurable meetings which now no longer exist — always 
was "Floreat Scliola Mancuniensis." 

In the introduction to the first volume, the non-existence 
of any register previous to 1730 was referred to. In Mr, 
Whatton's History of the School, p. 34, it is said, on the 
authority of Holliaworth's Mancuniensis, that the lists of

those ^ 
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Scholars, trienniaily delivered to the warden of Manchester 
college, and deposited in the vestry, were seized in the time 
of the Coraraonwealth and probably destroyed. But what 
'has become of the register of names for the seventy years 
betweea the Restoration and the year 1730? Is it not desi- 
rable that careful search should be made for it among any 
old docaments in the custody of the warden and fellows, 
or in any other likely quarter ? Possibly, it may be found. 
In the same introduction the discontinuance of the list of 
exhibitioners from the school from 1758 to 1776 was re- 
marked upon. It may be that the list has not been lost, 
but that the exhibitions were discontinued, in order to pro- 
vide for the cost of building the new school, though the 
amount reserved would seem to be much beyond what was 
required. The list is resumed from 1777, when the new 
school was completed. 

Once more, I have to thank all who have so kindly 
assisted me with information wherever it was in their 
power to do so, and especially, as before, the President and 
Vice-President of the Chetham Society. If the amount 
of corre-spondence has been rather oppressive, it has also 
brought with it an ample reward in the kind interest shown 
in the success of the undertaking, in the oft repeated testi- 
mony of lasting affection for the memory of my father, and 
in the happy renewal, in so many instances, of acquaintance 
b^un in early days, interrupted for years, but never for- 
gotten. Tlie friendships of boyhood will often outlive the 
changes and chances of a lengthened life. In addition to 
the notes which are marked by the initials of the coatri- 
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butors, I am bound gratefully to acknowledge the willing 
assistance given to me with the Preston names in all the 
three volumes by a valued and attached pupil of my father, 
Richard Newsham, Esq. 

If health and time permit, I am not without hope that I 
may be able, at some future day, to put forth, under the 
auspices of the Chetham society, some similar notices of 
distinguished men educated at the school previously to the 
commencement of these volumes, as well as of the masters 
of the school from its foundation. In the present volume 
will be found notices more or less complete, of all the 
masters connected with the school from 1807 to 1837. 

Any additions to the present volume, and any corrections, 
will be very acceptable. T F S

On the i.'tb of May the newlv-elected maxtcr took the oath pre- 
Fcribi'd before the rev. C. \Y. Elliulstoue. as vice-warden of the Collc- 
pialc church, and was licensed bv the bishop of Cheater (Dr. 11, W. 
Majendic) on the ittth Ali,^mat fo'llowiu-;. 

The old half-timbered residential house of the hi^^li master, with ita 
poudcrona door studded with ^mat nails, was taken down in 1835-6, 
when the new boUDe was built, — soon, alas! to be alienated to other 
purposes, — and the new wchools erected on its site. Among a series 
of lilhoi;raphie views of iiimilnr old building's in tho town and neigh- 
bourhood of jUanchestcr, publixhed by H- V- James, cirea 1815, there 
is one (print Xo. ro) of this old house. A letter of my father, written 
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soon after his entering into residence there, dated 21st July 1807, 
wliich happens to have been preserved, togetlier with a ground plan of 
the premises, si \ owing that considerable alterations and improvements 
were c^ct'ieil^hy the trustees on the death of Mr. Lawson, contains the 
foil owinj;^' passage : "it is now an admirable hoTise, and never did I 
expect to ue the occupier of one so good. Observe, I say now, for it 
WAS a}i Augean stable as to filtlK through which I thought, when I first 
.aa\V it, that it would be necessary to turn the neighbouring river Irke, 
ifi order to cleanse it. It was, too, in its plan so uncouth, that it 
seemed a labyrinth ; in its inconveniences so unaccountable, that I 
shall never cease to wonder how any feeling and rational creature 
should have so long acquiesced in them. Jiut an entire revolution, 
and that in a great measure ])lanned by myself, has taken place." 

It is refreshing to think of that ancient stream, even in my early 
days none of the brightest or swiftest in its course, as once capable of 
cleansing or sweetening any thing ! 

jEREMfAir Smitu, SOU of Jeremiah and Ann Smith, w^as born at 
the small town of Brewood, in Stalfordshire, on the 22nd July 1771, 
and baptized at the ])ari8h church on the 23rd August following. Ilis 
progenitors, leading tradesmen in the town, had been for many gene- 
rations small proprietors under the GiHards of Chillington, and hia 
grandfather was the owner of a good freeliold house and land, where 
he resided. Jlis great-grandfather occupied a large half-timbered 
house, still called the liookery, which was his own freehold property. 
The head mastership of Brewood school, a Nourishing school where 
many of the principal gentry of Stalfordshire sent their sons, was 
held from 1780 to 1791 by George Croft, D.l)., formerly fellow of 
University college, Oxford, vicar of Arnclill'e in Yorkshire, and Bamp- 
t(m lecturer for the year 1786, a good classical scholar and linguist, 
under whom Mr. Smith received his education, previously to entering 
in 1790 Hertford college, Oxford (now merged in Magdalen hall), 
whence he ix?moved, on gaining one of the exhibitions, to Corpus 
Christi college, then under the presidency of Dr. John Cooke. At 
Oxford be was on terms of intimate acquaintance \\\t\\ his contem- 
poraries the late bisho])8 Phillpotts, Coplestone and Mant, and his 
friendship with the two former w\is continued in after life. Mr. 
Smith passed his university examinatiims before the first list of 
honours was published, graduating B.A. on the 4th March 1794, 
and M.A. on the 26th May 1797. He w\is ordained deacon by l)r. 
Jcames Cornwallis, bishop of Lichfield and Coventry, at Ecdeshall 
church on T5th June 1794, and priest by Dr. liichard Jlurd, bishop of 
AVorcestiT, himself a native of the pariah of Brewood and there edu- 
cated, at llartlebury cliapel on S. j\[atthew*s day 1795. ^^^^ ^^^^ 
curacy was that of Edgbaston, near liirmingham, and his first scho- 
lastic appointment wjis as assistant to the second master of king Ed-

warcVs school in that town. Neither of these he retained ]()n<jr. The 
former ho soon cxehanp;cd for that of S. Mary's chapel, Moseley (of 
which chapel Dr. W. F. Hook, now dean of Chichester, was subse- 
quently incumbent), and on the promotion of the second master, tlie 
ri'v. Jolin Cooke, M.A.. to the head mastership of kini» Edward's 
■jchool, Mr. Smith was in 1798 appointed second master. This ollico he 
filled until his nomination to Manchester. On the 7th .luly 1810 ho 
graduated B.D., and on the 15th of January in the following year 
took the degree of doctor in divinity. Dr. Smith lilled the high master's 
chair for thirty years, and during the same j)eriod held, successively, 
the curacy of S. Mark's chapel, Cheetham Hill, S. George's chapel, 
Carrington, and Holy Trinity, Salford. He was presented by the trus- 
tees to the incumbeni.'Y of S. Peter's church, IManchester, in 18 13, and 
by Dr. G. H. Law, bisfiop of Chester, to the rectory of S. Ann's in 1822. 
The former he resigned in 1825, when he was succeeded by the rev. 
N. Gerinon, M.A., then his assistant master, and afterwards the high 
master of the hc1kk)1. J^ishop Bl<nn field appointed him to one of the 
four pn^achers' places in the county of Lancaster (called king's prea- 
chersliips), vacant by the death of the rev. Nicholas Higbyc Baldwin, 
]\[.A., his nomination bearing date the 22nd December 1824. To this 
oifice, founded and endowed by queen Elizabeth and abolished by the 
AVhig government in 1845, was attached an annual stipend of fifty 
pounds, and the right to ** preach at any place within and throughout 
the county of Lancaster, and especially in those churches and chapels 
where for preaching it may not be othenvise [provided." The office, I 
believe, was regarded Jis a sinecure. Dr. Smith resigned the high 
mastership of the school in October 1837, and at the same time also 
the rectory of S. Ann's church ; and, except that he hehl the small 
vicarage of Great Wilbraham, near Cambridge (of which his wife's 
relatives were patrons, and to which he had been presented in 1832), 
until 1847, lived to the time of his death in private life, partly at Lea- 
mington, and partly at his native place, Brewood. He was the means 
of a good vicarage liouse being built at Great Wilbraham, and one of 
the latest objects in which he took a lively interest was the building of 
an additional church at Bishopswood, in the extensive parish of Bre- 
wood. towards which he gave the liberal oU'ering of 500/. He lived to 
sec the church consecrated in 1851, but was too ill to be present at 
the ceremony. During his last four years the once clear and vigorous 
intellect which had so distinguished him through life was in some de- 
gree overclouded, and the bodily infirmities of old ago crept upon him. 
jNIinistcred to in his declining years with alfectionate and unceasing 
attention, often recurring in thought to the days passed at Manchester 
and in the school, always interested in the success of his former pupils, 
and especially happy in the high honours recently gained by his two 
youngest sons at Oxford, he died at Brewood on 8. Thomas's day, 1854^ 
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a^cd 84 years, and was buri(?(l in the family vault in Brcwood oliurch- 
yard ou tlio 27th December. On his grave is a monument of correct 
ecclesiastical desijjn. 

Dr. Smith's character as hitjh mnster of the school, and as a clergy- 
man, stoo<l very high. The following ])ai;es will show his success as a 
teacher in the higli hcmours gained by his pupils in the Tiuivcrsitica, 
and in various posts of distinction occupied by them in after life. 80 
numerous and so varied are tfieir literary productions, that he was 
fond, in after years, of referriug to them as forminfj a litile library in 
themselves. In him were combined, in an unusual degree, souud 
Bchohirshij), refined iaste, and amenily of manners. Prompt and de- 
cisive in all cases where promptness and decision were caUed for, he 
was withal so gentle and courteous, that the mr)st timid boy felt he was 
sure to have a friend in '* the Doctor," if he took pains to deserve it. 
On his resignation of the high mastership a splendid present of plate 
was made to him by his former ])upi]s, "anxious to record their grate- 
ful sense of his abiliti(»s as a scholar, and his kindness a*» a friend," 
at the anniversary fe.^^tival on the 4th October 1837, and his precep- 
torial character was referred to by the rev. J. II. ^Marsden, B.D., late 
Disney professor of Classical Aiilicpiities in the University of Cam- 
bridge, and now canon of ]\ranchester, one of his most distinguished 
and attached scholars, in the following terms : 

If liti>* boiMi often rnnarkrd, :uid is j^ciicnilly ht-lievcd, tliat Ihe «eTcre and continued 
applicalion wliii-li i.** ncocssarv to form the soholar, is apt to gtMicrntc an austerity 
and repulsirencss of manner, — that in the same per.^'on the ehanietersi of the seliolar 
and the gentleman arc sehloni to he found uiiileil. I3nt tlie seholars of Manehestcr 
seliool hare had the c;ood fortune to know that this rule is not witliout it-; exreption. 
They have had (hiily prej*eiited to their eyes a proof tlmt cle^anee and erudition may 
sometimes go tojrether, an<l that even the sclioolniustrT may be distinjruished among 
otlier gentlemen by an irresisi ilde court eousness of manner. And tliis is by no means 
iill ; for neither tlie ornumeTital nor the useful parts of edueation are worth mueli 
unless built upon a sure foundation, and the only sure foundation is that of jnety 
and virtue. Ujmn this foundation we were always taught to build. We wore care- 
fully trained to emulate those bright examples whieh caM a lustiv over the annals of 
our school. We were taught to fear God and honour the king. 

From among many testimoiu'es borne to their late master's worth, 
called forth bv the announcement of his death, 1 venture to extract 
the following ])ortion of a letter from the late rev. Edward (ireswell, 
B.D., vice-prt»sident of Corpus Christi college, O.vford, so well known 
as a classical scholar and theologian of high repute : 

In sj>eaking of me as one of the mo.st attachwl of your late father's pupils. I know 
that you have only done justice to ray feeluigs. I have no doubt that among his 
numerous pupils few, very few, with their jnirsonal experience of such a mast<'r, and 
of the many claims which he had ou their attachment, can have been wanting in 
their feeling towards him whilst living, or will c«nise to cherish an aImo8t lilial reve- 
rence and respet't for hia m«fmory uow that he is dead. lUit there was something 
peculiar in my own case, which has always made me eonseiousi (%f a greater weight of 
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oblipition towanls liim thoii jiiiy of the rest, coiuiiipj not incroly from the substantial 
and hiiitin^ adranta^c.'i dc'rivcd in coninion with in:my nion* from onr tuition undor 
him at thi? G rnmu] a r .school, ManchcsttT, hut from my aHiT roursc in lifo. in shnping 
and marking out wliich your hit«> falhiT, next to tho Divine Provith-nco. was the 
jirinci]).*!! agent. I am bound to jieknowledce (and I do so willi gratitude) tluit I 
owe to him my present plaee in ()\fc»nl, and whatsomer means and opjiorl unities of 
uAei'ul employment it has afforded me; for ho was the por^(m who dirt^eted mc to 
i'oi'}ius, ami without whom I may truly say I .»houlil never haivc been here at present. 
1 have evrry n-.ison, therefr^re, to be grateful to him, and to blc?9 GoD that 1 ever 
became acquainted with him. 

At tlie time of my fatlicr's tippoiutmciit to the oificc of high master, 
and for some years after, the Saints' days of the (.Imrch were kept as 
holvdays. I do not know the exiu't date when this old custom was 
broken through. The school began, all the year tlirough, at seven 
oVlock in Hie mornin«]j; and so remarkable was his pinictnality, that 
people livinif in the same street used to say they always knew what 
tlie exact time was by seeing him pass by on his way to the school. I 
have often heard him say that he con.sidered the hour and a halfs work 
before breakfast, besides training the boys in habits of early rising, 
worth dtmble the time in any other pan of the day. Munis arnica 
Aurura. This assembling of the scholars belbro breakfast was, 1 
believe, discontinued iujmediately aftiT my father's resignation of his 
oiiice. 

As a clerffvman Dr. Smith would be classed with those who arc now 
known as moderate high-churchmen, preaching to his congregation the 
distinctive doctrines of the English church, administering the Sacrament.s 
and other rites of Ihe Church with due revenmce, and in later years often 
ex|)ressing his regret that closer attention had not been more generally 
paid to the plain directions of the Prayer Book. He sympathized with 
the revival consequent upon tlie Oxford movement of 1833, but not 
without fear lest vounc: and enthusiastic minds shoidd exceed the 
limits prescribed by the English church. In his days c]u)ral service 
su(di as mav now be found even in mnnv a well-ordered village church 
was not the fashion, but, with a full, rich, and well modulated voice, he 
was not unadmired as a preacher, and his clear, distinct, unaffected, 
and intelligent reading of the j)rayers and other offices of the Church 
did not fail to kindle devotion in the hearts of the worshippers. Con- 
scientious in his convictions both upon theologiiMil and political sub- 
jects, he ever entertained charitable feelings towards those who di tiered 
from him, and could give others credit for conscientiousness and zeal. 
Some of his most intimate actjuaintances in private life were found in 
the oldest of the nonconformist families in the town and neighbourhood 
of Manchester. 

From the congregation of S. Ann's church he received a costly 
present of plate when he resigned the rectory. 

Dr. Smilh was for mauv vears one of the? seven clerical trustees »»f 
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Bury pframmar scliool, and Iroiii the trustees of Bolton grammar seliool 
he received iu 1S33 a present of two silver salvers, with this inscription : 

To 
The Rev* Jkremiah Smitu, D.D., 

from the 

Truitcea of tlie Grammar School 

in Bolton, 

In remembrance of his kind services, 

and as a testimony of their regard 

for his high character and worth. 

A.n. 1S33. 

The services rendered were, I believe, those of examiner of candidates 
for the mastership of the school, on luore than one occasion. 

In i)olitics ho was an adherent, throui^h life, of the tory l)artY, and, 
of course, a member of the ^lanchester Pitt club. Soon after coming 
to Manchester, ho was elected a member of the then very exclusive 
club, meeting at the ^EoHley-street assembly rooms. In 1812 lie acted 
as chaplain to the high sheriff of the county, who, on the expiration of 
his year of oliice, presented his cha])hiin with a very elegant silver cup, 
bearing this inscription :

In the tumultuous years 18 19 and 1831 he took a prominent part 
on the side of law and order; in the former year giving evidence at 
York, when IL ]Iunt was tried on the charge of high trca^son: in the 
hitter ioining some few of the leading inhabitants of the town in 
petitioning against the Eeform bill, dreading, amcmg other evils, the 
recurrence of agitation and riot as likely to attend upon elections in a 
largo town like Manchester. He was also a strong opponent of the 
Eoman Catholic Emancipation Act. On this much disputed question 
a series of letters, adtlressed to him, and dated from Smedlev hall, in 
18 1 3, were published by his friend Mr. William David Evans, the 
stipendiary magistrate of Manchester (afterwards knighted as the re- 
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corder of Bombay), who was as BtroDs; an advocate for the removal 
of the legal disal>iHtics aflcoting the Roman catholics and Protostant 
diasenten*. On these 8ul)je(^t8, in aft^r years, he rejoiced to find his 
expectations unfulfilled. 

J)r. Smith published nothing except a sermon preached before the 
North Worcester volunteers, to whom he was chaplain, at Tewkesbury, 
on 12th May 1805. The title is A Vindication of Defensive War, and 
of the Militart/ Profession. 8vo. Birmingham. 

Tie married at King's Norton church, Worcestershire, on the 27th 
July 181 1, Felicia, third daughter of William Anderton, esq., of Mose- 
lev Wake Green, in that parish, by whom ho had eiglit children, one of 
wfiom died in infancy in 1814. His sons are: i. Jeremiah P'inch Smith, 
M.A., rector of Aldridge, SlaifordHhire, and rural dean, born ist July 
1815, married 8th May 1847, Elizabeth Anne, only daughter of the 
late Clement Ingleby, esq., of King's Heatli house, Moscley, near Bir- 
mingham. 2. William Anderton Smith, A.]VI., born 5th September 1816, 
married loth July 1845, Mary, youngest daughter of the late sir Thomas 
Bouldon Thompson, bart., Ilartsboume manor place, Herts. 3. James 
Hicks Smith, born nth June 1822, barrister-at-law, of Lincoln's Tnn. 
4. Isaac Gregory Smith, ^f.A., rector of Tedstone Delamere, Hereford- 
shire, formerly fellow of Brasenose college, Oxford, Hertford scholar 
1846, Ireland scholar 1847, born 21st November 1826, married 27th 
January 1859, Agnes Augusta, eldest daughter of the rev. G. W. 
IMurray, M.A., rector of Tlandsworth, near Birminghiim, and grand- 
daughter of major-general sir William Douglas, K.C.B. 5. John 
George Smith, jSLA., barrister-at-law, of the Inner Temple, bom i6th 
March 1829, married 12th August 1869, Amelia Sophia, youngest 
daughter of Charles F. Darwall, esq., of Walsall. All his sons were 
admitted to Manchester school, but the three elder alone educated 
there ; the two younger being aftenvards sent to Rugby, under Dr. 
Arnold. Of his two daughtere, the younger, Felicia, born 18th June 
18 18, married 30th September 1845, the rev. George Benjamin Sand- 
ford. M.A., incumbent of Church Minshull, Cheshire, who died at 
Southport on the loth December 1852. The elder, Rebecca, born 7th 
June 1812, is unmarried. Dr. Smith's widow died at Brcwood on the 
26th AugTist 186 1, aged 77, and is there buried. 

A nf)tice of Dr. Smith appeared in the Manchester Courier at the 
time of his death, and in the Otntlemans Magazine of the following 
year. 

There is an engra\'ing of the portrait of Dr. Smith in the History of 
the Foundations of Manchester, vol. ii. p. 288, 4to, 1831. It is dedi- 
cated to John (Treaves, esq., " a liberal patron of the fine arts," and is 
engraved by Woolnoth from a miniatui-e by G. Hargreaves; and in 
possession of the family is a large oil painting by Colman, of Bir- 
mingham, an excellent likeness. 
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The rkv. John Darbev, who had for upwards of forty years been 
Mr. Law son's colleague, us second master, eontinned to hoKl lliat ofHco 
until his death on tlie 3i8t Auj^ust 1808. For the first time in twenty- 
five years his name is missed in the records of the aniiiversar\' meetin*^ 
of tlio year preceding;, l)ein^ the year of Mr. Lawson's deatli. lie 
resided in a house wliich stood on tlio norlli-eastern «ide of the tO]) of 
IMill brow, which was appropriated by the trustees as a residence for 
the second master, where ^Ir. Elsdale lived for some years, and after- 
wards one of the assi^tant masters, the rev. John Joinison, who died 
there fnuii cliolera in 1834 ; and lie is still remembered as ridin;^ in, on 
a stout bhick j)ony, from (Jorton, of which he was incumbent, in long 
blue worsted luisc reachin*:: up to his thij^hs, with spurs and a lari;e wij^. 
[Mr. Darbey was of Corpus C'hristi collci^e, Oxford, B.A. 1760, M.A. 
1762, and was appointed usher of the school on the? recommendation of 
Dr. Kandolph in 1764. On ihe death of ^Ir. Laws(ui Mr. Darbey 
de«'lined the office of head ma.stcT, owini:,' to his advauced ai^e aud the 
precarious slate of his health. ITe died on the 31st ^Vlay in the year 
followiu}^ the death of his old friend and colleague. Mr. JJarbev wa« 
at onetime incumberit of Hollinwood. ami the rev. R. W. Ilav, vicar

of Rochdale, ami ehairman of the Sallbrd cpiarter sessions, was his cu- 
rate, and. notuithstiindinir his eccentricities, always entertained a high 
rei^ard for the li'arniujj: and merits of his old incunjbent. In Novem- 
ber 1832 31 r. Hay travelled from AcKwi»rth, of v.hich parish he was 
rector, to j'.-iy a liiark of respect to the memory of Mr. Darbey, by 
attendiuLT tlie funeral of his dau^^hter, Mrs. Cotes, of Liver])ool, in 
Manchester culle.i<iate church, /i*. ' The president of Corpus Christi 
collep.\ Oxford, nominated as his successor the rev. 3?obin.*<on Elsdale, 
Lincolnshire scholar of that colleije. whose decree of B.A. bears date 
i2th June 1805, andof IVL.A. ist February 1809. 

7?oni\so\ Elsdalk, born 26th -AEarch J 783, was the sectmd son of 
TJobinson Elsdale of Surfleet, co. IJiicoln, and his wife Ann Gibbins 
of the same place, whom he married on 31st March 1779. ^^^^ father, 
after some ser>ice in the royal uavy. entt^red the merchant service, and 
commanded an East Indiaman. Jle died in October 1783, shortly 
after the birth of his second son. Both sons were brouGjht up by their 
mother, and educated at Uppinj^ham school. The elder, tSamuel 
Elsdale, graduating at Lincoln college, Oxford, and taking holy orders, 
became vicar of ^loidton. in Lincolnshire, for whose son see Begister 
anno 1826. 

3[r. Elsdale held the ofiice of second master during the period of 
Dr. Smith's high mastership, and, on the resignation of the latter, was 
nominated by Dr. Brydges, the patron, as his successor; whereupon 
he proreeded to take his degrees of B.D. and D.l) on the 7th July 
1838. lie did not preside long over the school, failing health necessi- 
tating his retirement in 1840. Like the high mastcT he combined with 
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a acholMtic dtitiei those of the pariah prieot ; and, after holding cura- 
loiea at Cheetham Uill and Cliorlton, was preseated to the incunibcncj 
( of Stretford, near Mancheater, in i8ig. Thia he resigned shortly after 
bis cooQectioD with the echool ceaaed. Uo died at Wrington in 
SomerBet on the 8th August 1850, aged 67, and is buried in the 
churchyard, near to the chancel door. The simple inacriptiou on his 
tombBtoue, with three teita from Holy Scripture, was written out by 
himself shortly before his decease. 

As second master R£r. Elsdale had under his charge the younger 
boys of the school (for the ecbolsjg forming the third and fourth 
clasBes were then under the charge of the high master '« aaaistout), and 
if those who passed under his care in their eourse through the school 
found that the art of caning had not quite disappeared with the death 
of Mr. Lawson, tbey also found it master kind and encourai>ing to the 
iudustrious, and who retained a lively interest In the wcl&re of his 
sohoiars. long after their school-boy days hod passed away. 

Mr. Klsd^e married, on the 24th July 1810, Marioune, eldest 
daughter of the ro». William I-eeves, rector for more than fifty jea.n 
of Wriugtou, in Somerset, lie left surviving hiui the following issue, 
four other children having died in infancy. 1. Anna Hilaria, married 
to William Moon, e8(|., of Brighton. 2. Catharine, who died on 3rd 
Martih 1857. 3, Bobuuon Tunstall, formerly a solicitor in Loudon, 
but now retired from practice. 4. Houry Eiwyn, late of Burlington 
gu-ilens, London, sub-agent to the Western Branch of the Bank of 
England, who died 17th October 1865, 5, Lucy, married to Frederick 
Hewson, esq., solicitor, of Lincoln's Inn fields, London, and Brentford, 
Middlesex, who died 6th May 1859. 6. Sophia, married to general 
Henry Nott, of the Indian army, now commanding a brigade in British 
Bunnah. 7. Elizabeth Leeves. 8. Samuel George, who is a civil 
engineer. 9. Daniel Thomas William, Somerset acholar of Brasenoee 
college, Oiford, M.A., hitt-iy chaplain of Cuddesdon theological college, 
and now missionary curate iu the newly formed district of S. John's

^^^^^^ His widow is still living, and resident in Bath. 

^^^^B^ [Captain Robinson Elsdale, the father of Dr. Smith's successor, is 
^^^^Btho hero, and partlv the author, of Captain Marryat'a well-known 
^^^^^KPricatcertman. whic'h originally appeared in the Neat Monthly Maga- 
^^^^Kbnnt. Aju autobiographic^ sketch, written by his father, was placed at

[The engraved portrait in the Foundations of Manchester, taken from 
the miniature by (1. Harfi^roaves, affords a faithful likeness of T>\\ Smith. 
He po3.?essod in a very hiu;h degree t^^o mo.st important qualifications 
for a preceptor — refiued chis.-^ical taste and that unerring instinct with 
regard to tluj ca])acilics of boys which, like the old divining rod, has 
frequently tlie elfet-t of bringing treasures to light which, but for that 
faculty, might have remained entirely latent and unproductive. He 
was too — and boys are all the i)etter ibr seeing such an example before 
them — a finished gentleman in maimers and appearance: who that 
ever conversed with liim can forget his bland courtesy, his pleasant 
smile, and hi.s mild yet penetrating and intellectual glance? The follow- 
ing sketch by the very distinguished pupil, whose communication pre- 
cedes this, of the school and its high and second master when Dr. Smith 
and Mr. Els(hile, who appear in it as Dr. Lonsdale and Mr. Cane, held 
those situations, though [)erhaps it will not be new to many of our 
readers, is too spiriti^d and lifelike a delineation to be omitted in such 
a work as the present : 

T cannot say mueh in prai^3e of the architectural beauty of the school; for, if truth 
niu«t bo Hpokcn, it "\va^ exceedingly ugly ; and, though a very old fomulation, the 
building was eomimnitively modern, and did not date bacrk, from tlie period of which 
I write, inort* tlian twentv or thirtv vears. It was raised on a hi^jh Aandstoue bank 
overlooking the little river Ink, not far from its confluence with the Ater ; and viewed 
on this side, in connexion with the old and embrowned walls adjoining it, its appear- 
nuco was not unpicturesque, — certainly more pleasing than when seen from the 
crowded and noisy thon)ughfare by which it was approached. It was a large, dingy, 
and t«moke-begrimed brick building, with copings of stone, and had so many windows 
that it looked like a lantern. In front, between the angles of the pointed roof, was 
placed a i»tono elligy of the bird of wisdom, which seemed to gaze down at us with 
its great gOK*jle eyes as we passed by, as if muttering, "Enter this academic abode 
over which 1 preside, and welcome, but you'll lu^ver come out as clever as 1." What 
tlie school wanted in antiquity was supplied by a venerable pile contiguous to it, 
which, in remote times, had been part of the collegiate establishment of tho Old 
church of Cottonborough ; but, iu the reign of James I., falling into the hands of a 
wealthy and muniHcent merchant of the plac«', it was by him devoted to tho founda- 
tion of a hospital for the maintenance and education of a certain number of poor lads, 
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and to the creation, for public use and benefit, of n large and admirable library within 
its walls. This was the Blue*Coat hospital and library, for which Cottonborough has 
reason to be grateful. 

Adjoining; our modern iron rails was a Tonerable stone gateway, with an arched 
entrance opening upuu the broad playground of the Blue-Coat hospital, which as far 
surpassed anything we possessed, as its college-like halls and refectories exceeded our 
formal school in bi>auty ; while the blank black walls of another part of the structure, 
comix>^crl of a stone so soft and friable that it seemed to absorb every particle of 
{•moke thut approached it, formed a little court in front of our door of entrance, and 
tlie llight of stone steps conducting to it. The scIkk)! was divided into two rooms, 
each occupying a whole floor, and the lower school, in those days a reiy confined, 
dirty-looking place, utterly unworthy of such an estahliiiliment, was reached by a 
tliglit of steps descending from the little court I have described. But happily I knew 
nothing, from personal experience, of this dark and dismal hole, being introduced at 
once to the upper school, which, if it had no other mtrrit, was airy and spacious 
enough. There wen' four fireplaces and four tables those at either extremity being 
assigned to the head master and the second master, and the others to the two ushers. 
Each master liad two classes, so that there were eight in all. The walls were white- 
washed, and, like the flat roof, without any decoration whatever, unless the oak 
wainscoting at the back of the boys* benches, which surrounded the whole school- 
roc^m, can be so (X>u^idered. These benches, the desks in front of them, and the pan- 
els behind, were of the hardest oak; and it was well thoy were so, for they had to 
resist the ravages of a thousand knives. In some places they were further secured 
with clamps of iron. Everybody cut his name on the desks or wain.'^cot, like the 
captives in stute prisons in the olden time, and amongst these mementoes I suppose 
I havu somewhere lefl mine. I know that while once earvins it on the leads of the 
Collegiate church I nearly carved off my forefinger. The place was not so light aa 
might be conceived from the multitude of windows, for they were never cleaned, and 
the panes of gla^s were yellow and almost tawny from the reeky atmosphere. 

On entering; the school, the buzz of so many tongues was prodigious, and almost 
took awuy the power of thought or study ; but after a while one got used to it, and 
the noise did not affect you in the least. When the din rose to too high a pitch, 
loud cries of " Silcnci\ you boys ! '* would be heard, accompanied by the rapping of a 
cane on the table, or the dreadful sounds of a punishment would produce a partial 
lull ; and then might be heard the deep sonorous voice of the archi-dUiatnulus, Dr. 
Lonsdale, mouthing out a passage from JKechylus or Aristophanes, rumbling away 
like distant thunder, or the sharp high-pitched voice of the hifpo-didasculus^ Mr. 
Cane. We began the day's work betimes, and prayers were read both at morn and 
at eventide. On winter evenings, when the school was lighted up by tapers, the 
twinkling light of which fell upon the boys as they knelt at prayer, wiiile no sound 
was heard but that proceeding from the reader of the devotional exercises, I used to 
think the scene striking enough. But it was gone in a moment. No sooner were 
prayers over, than ever}body seized his hat and books; boxes were hastily clapped-to; 
tapers extinguished; the hurried trampling of departed footsteps succeeded — and all 
vanished like a dri*am. 

The rev. Abel Cane, under whose care I was first placed, was a sound, classical 
scholar, but a severe disciplinarian. He was one of those who believe that a know- 
ledge of Latin and Greek can be driven into a boy, and that his capacity m:iy bo 
sharpened by frequent punishment. Under this impression ho was constantly thrash- 
ing us. In bis drawer he hud several canes of various lengths, and of various d<^«rroe3 
of thickness, tied with taching-end to prevent ihem from splitting, and lor all tlicse 
he found employment. While calling us round for punishment ho got as reil in the 
gill.« as a turkey-cock, and occasionally rose up to give greater eflect to the blows. 
Some boys were so frightened that they couldn't leani their tasks at all, and others 
so reckless of the punishment which they knew must ensue, whether or not, that they 
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intentionally neplectcd them. I haro seen boys with ** blood blisters," as they called 
thoni, on their hands, and others with weals on their harks, but I do not recollect 
that the castigation did thein any good, hut the very reverse. But our preceptor lind 
other ingenious modes of tortnn\ Ho would make us stand in the middle of the 
school for a whole day, and even longer — sometimes on one leg — and the effect of 
balancing in this posture, with a heavy dictionary in hand, and a Virgil under the 
arm, was ludicrous enough, though rather perplexing. It must not bo imagined that 
I escaped the (*ane. I liad enough of it, and to spare, botli on shoulders and hands. 
Notwithstanding our dread of him, we Ui*ed to X)lay Mr. Cane a great many tricks. 
We notched his canes so that they split when he used them; put gravel into the key- 
hole of his drawer ; mingled soot with his ink; tlirew fulminating balls under his 
feet ; and even meditate<l l)lowing him up with guni)OW(ler. An adventurous youth 
essayed the etlbct of a buming-glnss on his ear, hut was instantly detected, and called 
round for punishment. Another tried to throw the rays from a bit of looking-glass 
into his eye, and shared the same fate. With all his discipline, if our dreaded master 
were called out of school for a few minutes, the greatest row would commence. The 
boys sitting at either end of the form would place their feet against the edge of the 
desks, and squeeze up thos(^ between them so unmercifully that they roared again. 
Books, volleys of peas from tin cases, and other missiles, were discharged at the occu- 
pants of the opposite fonns ; and the miserable fellows in the middle of the school 
became marks for their comrades, and returned the aggression in the best way they 
could. These disturbances were, of courbc, witnessed by the ushers, but they rarely 
mentioned them ; and Dr. Lonsdale was too far off to hear what was going on, and I 
don't think he altogether approved of the second master's severity. To a new boy, it 
was dreadful to hear Mr. Cane cry out to some offender, " Co}iw rofnd^you tttew-eiv 
pid ass-s-s .'" hissing like a serjHJut as he uttered the final word of scorn ; dreadful 
to witness the \^Tithings of the victim as he underwent castigation ; still more dread- 
ful to hear the words addres.sed to himself, intensified as they were by the furious 
looks that accompanied them. In some cases, Mr. Cane drove all the capacity the 
boys |X)sse8sed out of their he:ids. There was one poor little fellow, Devereux Frogg, 
whose wits could never be stimulated. Poor Devereux! how I pitied him and tried 
to help him, and crammed him — but it was of no use. When we went up he was so 
frightened that all went out of his head, and the d.'iily drubbing ensued. And there 
wen^ others like him. Mr. Cane w;vs a fresh-complcxioned nuni, with good features, 
and a handsome aquiline nose ; he was scrupulously neat in his attire, and wore a 
long gold watch-chain, with hirge seals, which he twirled about when walking, or when 
excited ; and he had a habit of thinking aloud. What strange contradictions of cha- 
racter some persons offer! Out of school, Mr. Cane was very amiable and good- 
tempered, fond of music, and cultivated a taste for poetry. I hated him cordially 
then; but I learnt to like him afterwards, and now I lament in him the lost friend. 

Dr. Lonsdale's plan of tuition was very ditferent from that of Mr. Cane. His was 
the suavUt'r in Modoj rjither than the fort iftr in re. He aspired to make his pupils 
gentlemen as well as good scholars, lie never used the cane, but his rebuke was 
greatly drea<.led, and his quiet, sarcastic remarks on a mispronunciation or a vulgarism 
effectually prevented their repetition. Dignified in manner and deportment, and ever 
preserving an air of grave courtesy, it would have been impossible to take a liberty 
with him, and it was never attempted. Dr. Ix)nsdale was a spare man, with largo 
thoughtful features, and a fine expansive forehead, powdered at the top. Uo looked 
like a bisho]), and ought to have becru one. Ilis voice was peculiarly solemn, and it 
was quite a treat to hear him read prayers. Under him tlio hoys lu'gan to give them- 
selves the airs of young men, wore well-cut coats and well-fitting boots, were rerj 
particular about their neck-cloths and about the fashion of their hair, and, above aU, 
wore gloves — refinements never dreamed of in the lower forms, where, sooth to say, 
we were sad slovens. — (Life and Adventures of Mercian Clitheroe^ by W. HaxriEon 
Ainswortb, 1851, 8vo.) C.J 
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During the high mastership of Dr. Smith the names of the scholars 
were entered in a separate book, entitled " A Register of the Scholars 
of the Free Grammar School in Manchester." The same book contains 
also a list of the senior scholars who took part in the public speeches 
from i8i I to 1830, and a list of the boys in the several classes of the 
school, annually, from 181 1 to 1837. There is a pencil-note on the 
first pa^e, in my father's handwriting, to this effect: "The number 
Dr. S. found in the upper and middle schools together was 53/'

John Jolnuon Boutflower, the father of theBc brothers, of whom the younger is 
still liring, was one of the sons of the rer. John Boutflower, vicar of Seamer near 
Scarhorough (sereral of whose sons were educated for the medical profession), 
and married a Miss Crewe, he himself settling in Salford, and succeeding Dr. 
John Drinkwater, for whose two distinguished sons see Regitter, toL i. pp. 182, 
200, and Tol. ii. p. 2S3. 

Ilenry Crewe Boutflower, the elder of these brothers, was bom on the 25th Octo- 
ber 1796. Whilst at the school he distinguished himself especially as a Latin 
scholar, and manj of his exercises were preserred by my father, showing much 
facility in composition, and correctness and elegance of style. He took part 
in the public speeches from 181 2 to 18 15. Nominated to a school exhibition, 
he entered S. John's college, Cambridge, in 18 15, and in the following year 
gained the Hulscan theological prize, open to any member of the university 
under the degree of A.M. He passed the examination for the A.B. degree 
in 1819, gaining the sixth place among the senior optimcs, and proceeded A.M. 
in 1822. He was ordained deacon as curate to archdeacon Spooner, rector 
of Elmdon, near Birmingham, on the 15th April 1821, and priest on the 3i8t 
March 1822. It is remarkable tliat he should have succeeded to this rectory in 
1857, which he held untU his death. He had been, on leaving Cambridge, tutor 
to the sons of Mr. Lillingston of £lmdon hall, a relative of archdeacon Spooner, 
and though he received, through their influence and that of lord Calthor^)c, one 
or two offers of good preferment whilst at Bury, he declined them, on account 
of a constitutional malady from which he suffered much at times wlien in the 
country, the asthma ; but knowing Elmdon well from his former connection with 
the place, and having had good health there, he accepted it when the offer was 
urged upon him. On the 6th May 1823 he was elected to the head mastorsliip 
of Bury school, Lancashire, and in 1832 was presented by the rector to the 
perpetual curacy of S. John's church in that town. He held also the oflico 
of chaplain to viscount Strathallan. He died on the 4th June 1S63, aged 
66, whilst on a visit to his old pupU and friend the rev. William Burbury, 
at West Felton vicange, Salop, after a very short illnese, and wns buried at 
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Elmdoii. There is in tlie churcbjanl a headstone oyer his grare of Tery 
correct ccclesiasticsil design. Mr. U. C. Boutflower was much beloved at 
Bury, during his long and official connection with that town, both in public 
and private life, and is gratefully remembered as an able and conscientious 
elerg^Tnan, as a good preacher, and as a firm nnil sincere friend. From earlj 
boyhood the tone of his mind was deeply n^ligious, and little passages in 
Latin written in diaries wliicli he has left, and dating from schoolboy days, which 
I hare been permitted to .see, bear testimony to habits of strict self-examinatiou 
and to gn»at watehfubiess over himself, with an ever increasing desire to do Ilia 
work more elliciently, and to become in all the relations of life, whether as scholar, 
sunilay -school teaelier, echoolmastcr, clergyman, or father, both in life and 
conversation, an example of faithfulness in the path of Christian duty. Ecs/jice 
Jincm was a motto which he seems never to have foruotteu from childhood to his 
lat4*st dav. It was no lij'ht or thou^htles'S mind which could write down words 
like these : 

" Through the kindness of my best and dearest fricntls I am enabled, if CfoD be 
willing, to follow that calling which I have ev»»r anxiously desired. AMiilst I no«r 
enjoy the advantages of a liberal education, and possess so many opportunities of 
improvement, and perceive the advantages and experience the j)lea.-ui'cs resulting 
from literary pursuits, C) may I, by the :is!>i>tance of the Author of all knowledi^e, 
so apply my ear unto wisd<.»m ami my heart unto under^tanding, that I may fullj 
prepare nnself in youth for the solemn undertaking of instructing others in age, 
and that I may now sow in th«) spring of life seeds which shall bring forth fruit 
a hundredfold." (28th Octc.hcr 1812.) 

Mr. ir. C. Boutflower, who was an occasional attomlant at the anniversary meetings 
of the old scholars between the years 18 19 and 1S37, was the senior steward in 
1829, and alao took that place in 1827 as locum (encut for Joseph Ablett, esq. 
(for whom see Eei/isfery vol. ii. p. 122). lie mirri;?d, at Asliburne in Derbyshire, 
on the 2i.st June 1823, his cousin llan'iet, daughter of Henri Johnson Bout- 
flower, of the hon. East India company's senice. by whom he had two sons and 
four daughters. His elder son, William Henry, was surgeon in the hon. East 
India company's service, and died of sunstroke on the maivh to join his regiment 
at Hyderabad. His other son, John, wa.-* surgeon in the Cape mounted rifles, 
and died suddenly of disease of the heart whilst travelling. His daughters are, 
(i) Harriet, who married Mr. Ivobert Walsh, now resident near Cardiff ; (2) Kate, 
married to Mr. Halsall Segar, a Liverpool merchaiit ; (3) Marianne, who died on 
the voyage to join her husband, Mr. David Macrorie, in Australia ; and (4) Sophy, 
wife of Mr. Frederick Kimball, and resident in New Zealand. 

Tlie title of the essay referred to above, which gained the Hulsean prize in 1817, is 
Thfi t/och'ine of the Afouf-mmi aifmaUe to Jtvason^ and it was published at 
Cambriilge, 8vo, 1817. Mr. Boutflower published by request, a S^rmtya preached 
in S. Johns Chapel^ Bun/, on the <)th Juh/ 1837, hei»(f the ihitf of the burial of 
King William IV., 8vo. He also, I believe, published other sennons. 

[The rev. 11. C. Boutflowcr's leisni'e time had been employed during several years 
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in collect inp^ materials for a hiHlorr of the parish of Bury, and these were left 
bv him in MS. His coUertionf* were of » miscellanous ami tliscursive character, 
and en»bra<vd the history of the niodorii rather than of the ancient ])arish, and 
would j)rohahly liavc bivn con^idorably ahridj^ed or eundeuiied had the amiable 
writer reri.M.Hl them for the pre-*-«. i?.] 
Mr. John Uoutllower, the TOun{»er of the two scholars liere entered, was born on 
the 1st Xovemt»or 1797. [He jMirsned liis later studies in the seience of medicine 
at the Mauchestor iuHrmary, S. George's hospital, London, £dinl)urgh university, 
a!id Paris. In the year i S 16 he became a member of t he Rt)yal college of surgeons, 
and in the same year wa.n ailmitted a lici-ntiate of the Society of apothecaries, l)eing 
one of the first men who passed the examination required by that body. In 1843 
he was appointed an himorary fellow of the Colle<re of surgeons. Sine<> his ad- 
mission as a surgeon he has held the appointments of huuse surgeon to the Koyal 
infirmary, surgeon to tlie Salford union, to the I'ufdic school, and to the Salford . 
and Pcudleton royal hospital and dis}>cnsary. T. C] Ho i-« now the senior 
Burueon to th(> latter institution, and is id»o surgeon to the Strangcways school 
for orphms. Very reeontly a jiuhlie meetiu}» has been held for the purpose of 
providing a suitable testimonial to Mr. John Boutilower, in acknowledgment of 
his Inu'^ public .-crviees, and as a murk of the high esteem in which he is held by 
his fellow townsmen. His portrait, painted by Mr. Mea&ham, a local artist of 
merit, is to be placird in one of the public institutions of the town, accompanied 
with a pre-sent of plate to himself. He frctpicntly attended the anni?ersary meet- 
ings, and served the ollieo of junior steward in 1S30. He is a widower, with 
two daughters and three sons. Of the hitter two have entered into the same 
profession as their father. 

George, son of Thomas Smitli, cottou merchant, Manchester, Lane. .August 1. 
John, son of John Ash worth, deceased, maltster, Halifax. ,a. 

Charles Birch, James Henry, and Josepli, sons of James WooUey, scptcmb.s. 
banker, Birmingham. 

These scholars, with the live immediately followinir in the Jit'f/isier, accompanied 
my father when he resigned the second mastership of Jiirmiugham ichool, ou 
his apix)intment to Manchester. 

These three brothers were sons of James Woolley, esq., of Icknield liouse, Bir- 
min>;ham, who was a partner in the banking house of Coales, Woolley and 
Gordon, in Bartholomew square, Birmingham, and also in the firm of Woolley 
and Sargant, sword manufacturers to the board of Ordnance and to the lion. East 
India company, and who tilled the oOiiv of high sheritf of Warwickshire in 1815. 
He was twice married, his first wife, a daughter, I believe, of Joseph White, M.D., 
an oeidist of some fame in Birmingham, dying in 18 14. For his second wife ho 
married, on the 14th March 1816, Mary Anne, daughter of J. Iddins, esq., timber 
merchant, of Summerfield house, Birmintrhiim. Mr. Woolley died at Summerfield 
hou.'<e, at the age of S3, ou the i ith September 1835, having outlived all his ch.il- 
dren. lie was an ultimate friend of my father, and a very beautiful miniature 
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of the latter, painted by D. C. Englelioart in 1 806, now in my possedsioD, 
taken at tbo cxpenHC of Mr. Woolley. Tlie bank in which ho was partner 
subsequently known under the names of Woolley, Gordon and Moilliet ; MoU- 
liet, Smith and Pearson ; and Moilliet and sous ; and was recently transferred 
to Lloyds' banking company, Birmingham. 

In the Gentleman's Magazine I find the following notices of members of this family : 
"1814, February 2. Died at leknield house, in his 26th year, Richard Woolley, 
esq., eldest eon of James Woolley, esq., banker, Birmingham." 

"18 16, June. Died at Falmouth, just after landing from Gibraltar, James 
Henry Woolley, esq., second son of James Woolley, esq., of leknield house, 
near Binnmgham." 

Charles Birch Woolley was of Oriel college, Oxford, graduating B.A. on tho 17th 
Jiuie 1813 ; ^[.A. on the 25th May 18 15. 

ScptciJb. 8. George, son of William Auderton, factor, Moseley Wake Green, 

AVorcestershirc. 

George Anderton was the youngest of the ten children of William Anderton and 
his wife Rebecca, second daughter of Gregory Hicks, esq., high bailiif of Bir- 
mingham in 1768, and sister to William Ilieks, esq., of Munuel hall, in the county 
of Worcester, high bailifl' in 1781 and justice of the peace for the counties of 
Worcester and Warwick, and great-granddaughter of William Hicks (a branch 
of the Hicks' of Campden in the county of Gloucester), the first of the fiuiiily, 
I believe, who settled in Birmingham in tho early part of the seventeenth 
eenturv. His father was the head of the firm of William Anderton and sons, 
merchants and factors, engaged in the Birmingham brass trade, and resided at 
Moseley Wake green near that town, at an ex(^ellent house which he built on an 
estate of which he was the purchaser. 

This scholar, born on tho 4th June 1792, on leaying school entered into a 
merchant's office at Lirerpool, and afterwards became partner in the firm of 
Dixon and Anderton of that port. He was not pro9]>erous as a merchant, but 
succeeded on the death of his eldest brother, Isaac Anderton, esq. (who died on 
the 6th January 1852), as joint heir with two surriving sisters, to the Wake 
Green estate, where he died unmarried on the i ith March 1854, aged 62. His 
sister Felicia, the third daughter of William Anderton, was the wife of Dr. 
Jeremiah Smith. All the brothers of this scholar are dead, s.p., and the two 
surriving sisters, Rebecca and Anne, are now resident ut Wake green, and hare 
recently, at tlicir own cost, erected a beautiful spire to the church at King's 
Heath in the parish of Moseley, to the building and endowment of which they 
had previously been very liberal contributors. There is in Moseley church a 
handsome mural monument to the father of this scholar, who died on the 5th 
November 1833, his wife having predeceased him in 18 15, and his own name 
appears on another monument, on which are recorded the names of the deceased 
members of the family. One brother of this scholar, the rev. John Anderton, 
who was M.A of Wadham college, Oxford, and placed in the second class of 
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classical honors in Michaelmas 1810, was for some time second master of 
MacclesHeld school, and afterwards head master of the Grammar school, New- 
cast le-iindcr- Lyme. He died in lA)nd()n on the 4tli June 1838, aged 49, and is 
buried at 8. James's church, Piccadilly, London. 

Tht'n* is an amusing incident in which the father and mother of this scholar, who 
won* of the high Tory party, arc introduced, conneetetl with the Birmingham 
riots of 179 1, in the R^maiHS of the late Thoniaa W, IlUl, esq., F.R.A.S.^ pritatcly 
printed, London, 1859, p. 118, edited by his son, M. D. Hill, esq., recorder of 
Dinningham. 

For tho rev. James Hicks, A.M., cousin to this schohir, see Rrgiater^ toI. i. p. 95, 
suh nomine R. G. Townlcy. 

Hyla, son of Hyla Iloldcn^ gun maker^ Wednesbury Forge, Staf- septemb. s. 
fordsliirc. 

Hyla Willets Ilolden, eldest son of Hyla Holden of Wednesbury, was born in 1795, 
and married in 1820 Anne, daughter of Mr. James Richards of Camp hill, Bir- 
mingham. Having graduated at Pembroke college, Oxford, B.A. on the 24th 
N'ovember 1814 and M.A. on tho 2nd December 18 19, he took holy orders, and 
was appointed in 1824 first incumbent of Erdington in the old parish of Aston- 
juxta-Birmingliam, having been previously curate of Aldridge near Walsall, and 
of Deritend in Aston. He passed a quiet, uneventful life, dying in August 1849, 
and wsis buried in the family vault at Wednesbury. Ho left one daughter, Anna 
Maria, who was born and baptised at Aldridgc, and four sons. His eldest son, 
Hubert Ashton, M.A. and LL.D., formerly fellow and tutor of Trinity college, 
Cambridge, who was the senior classic in 1845, is i^^w the hetid master of Ipswich 
Grammar school, the learned editor of Aristophanes and of other works. His 
second son, Hyla Ashton, is a solicitor in Birmingham ; and his youngest son, 
Alfred Ashton, A.B. of Trinity hall, Cambridge, and a senior optime, died in 
1859. Then* are some notices of the Holden family in The History of Wed- 
netbuiry,Svo, Wolverhampton, W. Parke, 1854. 

Adam Yates, son of George Ryder Bird, wharfinger, Birmingham. s 

The father was a wharfinger and carrier, living at the Crescent, Birmingham. He 
was twice married, and had thirty children by liis two wives! This, tho eldest, 
son became an attorney, live<l at Kidderminster, was also twice married, and 
dying in London in Sept^'Uiber 1847, from the effects of sea sickness in crossing 
from Ostend, was buried at S. George's, Kidderminster. His eldest son, George 
Adam Bird, is a solicitor in Worcester. A younger brother of this scholar 
is partner in the firm of Bird and Moore, solicitors, Gray*8 inn square, London. 

Alfred, son of John Jukes, merchant, Birmiqgham. 8. 

Alfred Jukes, bom on the 24th September 1792, the eighth son of Mp. John 
Jukes, merchant, of Bordesley house near Birmingham (a sufferer in the Church 
and King riots in that town in 1791), became fellow of the Royal college of sur-

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geons, and n distinguished surgeon in his native town. On leaving school he 
attended the practice of the General hospital, Binningham, and of the West- 
minster hospital, London, continuing his studies under Joshua Brookes, the 
great anatomist, John Hunter and others, was admitted a member of the Rojal 
rollege of surgeons, and on the 15th June 181 3 was elected house surgeon to 
the first-uamed institution. In September 1820 he resigned the office, and the 
degree to which his services were appreciated will be best understood when it 
is recorded tliat the governors of the hospital voted 30?. to be expended iu a 
piece of plate presented to him "in testimony of their sense of his meritorious 
and exemplary discharge of the arduous duties of house surgeon during seren 
years.'* In March 1823 Mr. Jukes was elected one of the surgeons of the hos- 
])ital, on tlie occasion of a vacancy, and retained the office imtil 1843, a period 
of twenty years, when impaired Jiealth, and the onerous duties of private practice 
compelled him to retire from it. He died on the 9th October in the following 
year, at the age of 52, afler a long and painful illness, aggmvated if not caused 
by injury received whilst dressing a very bad case of a patient at the hospital. 
He was buried at the Birmingham general cemetery, where there is a monument 
with an inscription referrir.g to him in terms of praise, both as regards his 
professional and private life. At the time of his death a short notice of his 
career appeared in I lie Birmingham paj^ers. He deservedly enjoyed a high place 
in the Cbtimation of his professional brethren as a sound master iu surgery, and 
few ever possessed in a larger degree the eoufldenco of their patients. He occa- 
sionally contributed papers to medical periodicals, and published in 1842, with 
illustrations, A Case of Carciuomatons Stnctnre of the Ttectum. As an operator 
he was most successful, especially in cases of stnmgulattxl hernia, and lithotomy. 

Mr. Jukes married on the 7tli April 1825 Sarah, only daughter of Mr. James 
Meredith of Birmingham, and left two sons and one daughter. His elder son, 
Alfred Meredith, is a solicitor at Australia ; the younger, Joseph Hordem, M.A. 
of Wadham college, Oxford, is in holy orders. His daughter, Sarah, married 
]Mr. Charles H. Allen of Stoke Newington, F.R.G.S., and author of A Visit to 
Queensland and her OoldfieldSy very recently published, London, Chapman and 
Hall. 

This scholar was uncle to the late J. Beete Jukes, esq., A.M., F.R.S., &c., professor 
of geology in the Royal college of science, and author of several valuable works 
on geology, and director of the Geographical survey department in Ireland, who 
died in Hublin on the 29th July 1869. 

The father of this scholar died on the loth October 1822, aged 66, and his widow 
Elizabeth, daughter of William Mansfield, of Biishbury hill, StafTordshire, to 
whom he was married in February 1782, lived to the age of 80, dying on the 9th 

June 1839.

The eldest son of the rev. Thomas ^fadiloek. ])relH.Mulary of Chc:*ter (fur whom see jff* 
///.v/o', Tol. ii. i»i>. 23, 24), and hi> wife Kinniu Ann, dauirhter of Kokeby Seot<,e9q, 
and descended maternally fnmi sir Thomaa Herbert, hart., the faithfid Httciidan 
on king Charles 1. at his execution. He was born in 1792. His nnrao occur 
among the exhibitioners of the .-elioul at IJrn-euose college, Oxfitnl, in 18 10 am 
181 1, but he left the university in the followini; year, ha\ing received an appoint 
'rnent as writer in the sji-rvii-e of the huTi. Kast India company, on the 141!: 
February 1812. Whilst stmleiit at Haih'vbury ('.»Uei;e he hiirldy distiiiguislunl 
hini.<elf, rceciviiii: prizes of book-j in bis iir-t and second terms for his attainments 
in classics, in law, in liistory. in IVr-ian. an«l in Eni!li.<ih conipo>ition : jmssing 
Ills cxamiualion with great cn-tlit in other d«p:n"tmcnj.n: and in his fourth terin 
gaining medals tor composition, clas^it"*, political cc<.»noniy and law, toi;rtlier with 
a prize for mathematics. On tlii' 17th J>ecember 1813 lie was lbu«* reported by 
the committee of the collejje : 

*'I^Ir. Madtbu'k, one of the M-nior stu-lciit-'. read an c-^say in English, of liis 
own composition, (m the rei;:n and character of queen Eli/.alM'th, in whicli that 
g«»ntleman di-jilaycd talents and ac([uircnu'nts of a superior description, and 'which 
obtaineil for him the decided commcnilation of the committee." 

He landed in India in 1814, and in 1S17 recei\ed his h'rst appointment as as5istant 
to the ma^i.stnite at nundelcund, and to the supirintenib'ut of political alTuirH at 
that station. After serv in -^ in various political capacities from 1S22 to 1831 in 
the Nerbudda territories, he became Re>i<lent at Lucknow in 1831. Oude, of 
which Lucknow was the cnpital, was then an independent king(U)m, and the 
Kesidj'iit was ambassa<lor to the king of OuJc. From jtrcsenth an»l i>enpiisite3 
thi< a])])ointment was con>i<li'red one of tin* most lucrative in the uift of the East 
India com})any. Mr. Maildock was in England during 1834-5, returned to India 
in 1836, was special conmiis-siomr for MtH>rshedabad in 1837, his duties, jiulicial 
mid financial, being to try appeal** against the decii»ions of deputy collectors, and 
was a]ipointed secretary to the Indian government in the legi.>.lativc, judicial and 
revenue departments, from 1838 to 1843. Having K'en knighted in 1844, he was, 
in 1845, promoted to the very im])ortant and responsible otlicc of deputy-goremor 
of Bengal, and proident of tlie council of India, which he Iield till 1 849, occupying 
tlie government house's at Cah'utta and IJarrackpore during the absence of the 
governor-general, lord Hardinge, in the Upper provin(M?s. Shortly afterwards 
he returned to England \yi\\\ a civil service pen.-ion, and was elected in Julj 
1852 an a conservative burj»ess in parliament for the city of Rochester. He 
took part in the debates wliich attended the passing of the India bill through 
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tha house of wmmon* in iSj], f)bJiN:tiiig to it in somo mprots. but not tontot* 
ing tbe third reading, tie adTocstpd Iho admiuioa of natiiia into the proposed 
Irgiilstira council. Wlicn lord Fslmi-rston diasolrwl |iBrliiouait on tlio ChJaBao 
qiicition, in March lis^, l>v retire<l from tbe reprcuaCction of Itocheater, knd 
from public Ufa, and ■• now reeidrnt in tbe Doigbbourhood of IioodoD. Sir T. 
II. Uoddock nu preeent at tba anniTeriftry moDling of tbe old tcliolan in tS}4.

The family oi Calrert is of the Roman catbolio fuitb, and cbiinie descent from 
a younger brother of Charles Cilrert, Griit lord Baltimore, and goiemor of 
Murylaud in Ameriea. Two brotheri of this ichotar were uimitted to the school, 
whine Diunes oeeur in tol. ii. of the Sfgiilrr, Fredrrick and George, of the latter 
of wboni there is a short notiiv. see pp. 136^7. For the farmer see Addenda to 
this folume. The eldest brother, Charteo. bom on the 13rd September 1785, 
WIS not at the eehool, bnt was sent lo a boarding school at Prescot, kept by iXt. 
Tatlook, and after to Mr, Raw's school in Princess street, Hanobester. In early 
life be was partner, as a cotton merchant, in the firm of Oibeon and Calfert, in 
Cromford court, but was unfortunate. The remainder of hi» life was deroted 
to a study of the Bne arts, and bo acquired some prorincisl celebrity as ■ land- 
scape painter, and reecired the Heyirood gold modal at tbe Manchester Royal 
inatitutiou for tbe beat landscape painted within forty miles of the town, and 
sabs«qi)cntly the eilter medal for a water-colour drawing nliibiled at Ibe same 
place. In tbe decline of tifu he retired to Bowness in WcHmorlaod, where be 
died on the ijth Febniiry iEi4. aged 69, aud is buried in the ehurehjard.

The rev. Daniel Birkett was presented by lord Lilfonl, in 1800, to the Ticariige of 
I^igh, tlu>n a pleasant rural parish, but now with a population not far short of 
10,000. lie married, in 1790, Elizabeth Arrowsmith, widow of Henry Arrow* 
smith, e^q., of Peel hall, Astlev, in the parish of Leigh, and only daughter of 
Thomas Smith, esq., of Chaddock hall, an opulent manufacturer, and in the 
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anuouncement of the marriage in the Ocntler.ian's Magazine, she is described as 
having "a fortune of 20,000^" Of her flret marriage there were two surviring 
children, Samuel, one of the corps of vohintecr cavalry of that day, and Alicci 
who married Elias Chiidwick, esq., of Swinton, by whom she had a family of 
five children. The rev. Daniel Birkett died on the 31st October 1821, and his 
widow on the 4th April 1840, at the age of 85. They were both buried at Leigh. 

Thomas Birkett, his elder son, bom on the 14th February 1792, on leaving school 
went into the well-known ofBec of Stanistrcet and Eden, solicitors, of Liverpool. 
Having no great liking for law, he, with the help of his brother, changed his 
studies, with a view to entering into holy orders, and was ordained as a literate 
at Chester. By reference to the Regisier, vol. i. p. 173, it will be seen that he 
became incumbent of Astley chupel, but his nomination met with such opposition 
from the inhabitants, who claimed to elect their own minister, that he needed 
the protection of the military in the dischai^c of his duties. Tliis was a source 
of much unlia])pine8s and expensive litigation to him, and, though he established 
his right to the boncGcc by decisions of the highest courts of law, he found it 
necessar)' to resign for the peace of the place, encouraged too by hopes of pre- 
ferment held out by the bishop of Chester (Dr. J. B. Sumner), which, however, 
were never realised. He subsequently held the perpetual curacy of Penwortham, 
and wus, in 1831, presented by the dean and chapter of Windsor to the vicarage 
of South Tawton (in both instances succeeding his brother William), whero 
he died on the 24th October 1856, s.p., greatly lieloved by his parishioners. 
There is a headstone over his grave in the churchyard. He married Margaret, 
daughter of the rev. William Muuton, rector of Dunkerton, near Bath, whose 
maternal uncle was the rev. W. Darnell, B.D. (a cotcmporary and friend of my 
fistther at Corpus college, Oxford), who succeeded the late bbhop Phillpotts in 
the rich rectory of Stanhope. 

Thomas Birkett was a clever amateur artist, and many portraits taken by him in 
oils are to be found both in the North and West of England. A remarkable 
instance occurred of his imitative faculty whilst in the oiTice at Liverpool before 
referred to. A copy was wanted of an old discoloured Russian document. 
Though ignorant of the language, he so exactly imitated the letters, that by 
discolouring the paper he passed his copy for the original, and when he disclosed 
the fact, Mr. Stauistreot remarked that it was a dangerous gift. He was a man 
of some poetical talent and of cultivated t^ste, with good command of the English 
language, and great facility in composition, especially epistolary. He was, too, 
well acquainted with the stylo of the great masters of painting, ancient and 
modem. 

William Birkett, bom on the 27 th November 1793, who took part in the public 
speeches in 181 1, was nominated to a school exliibition in that year, and ad- 
mitted to Brasenose college, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. on the 14th 
November 18 14, having gained a second class t» LUerh Humanioribut at the 
preceding Micharlnia^ examination, and M.A. on the 28th May 1817. He 
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succeeded to nu ITuImian exlii])itioii in 1815. He stood for a followjiliip at 
IJrasciiose, but was unsuccessful, liis schoolfellow W. "\V. Hull, who hnd gained 
till" honours of a (irtit cla«9 at the >ame examiimtion, heini» ehnited. Dr. F. 
Hodson, the principal of the college, afterwards sent for Mr. William Dirkett, 
at the time of his leaving Oxford in 181S, and oiforcd him, from lord Gren- 
Tille. a West Indian archdcaconrr, which was to pave the waj to a bishopric, 
with a salary of Soo/. a year and a passive by one of the kin<T*s ships for 
visitations, in testimony of his hitjh opini»»n of his academical career. The 
ollt-r was declined, and Mr. William Hirkett wns shortly afterwards presented 
to the perpetual curacy of Penwortham by colonel Rawstorne. In 1824 he 
became viear of .South Tawton in Devon, and su>»9equcntly curate, at Wantage, 
to the hon. and rvr. U. L. llobart, dean of WiiuUor and Wolverhampton, one 
of the «:rcal plurali>t.s of that (hiy, wlu) luld also the valuable rectory of 
Gn*ijt Ua«eley, near Tet&woith, in Oxfordshire. From Wantage Mr. Birkett 
removed to the »piieter cure of the agrieidliiral pari.-h oi' Hascley, to the 
rei'lory of whieh he suicecded. us pi-ovided by ai-t of parliament, on the death 
of dean Ilobarl in 1S46. The dean, in 1S2S. had presented him to one of the 
prclxMids of the old eolb'giale church of Wolverhampton, and made him also 
viear-genrral and ollieial principal of tlmt roval peculiar, which latter olllce 
he resii»ned inl«) the hands of the bishop of the dioci-sc so soon as the death of 
the dean enabled him to do so, convine«'d bow important it was that so largo 
a district sboidd be under cpiseoj)al jurisdiction. The trustees of the Hnlmc's 
cMates presented Mr. Uirkcit to the rectory of Smctheote in 1837, a very retired 
and romantic parish on the hills called the Long Mynd, near to Clinrcb Strct- 
ton. Here he never resiibnl, and rcsign»d the beneilce in 1842, having In^en the 
means of a good viearaj^e house bi'ini; built. 1 was curate to Mr. Birkett here 
in iS3'y and ])art of 1840, living in the old vicaraije, whieh was not much better 
than many a labourer's cotta;j:e is now-a tlay< ; ami >o rough and almost im- 
passable were the roads in the ]>ari9h, when you once left the turnpike road 
between Shivwsbury and Church Stn-tton, that the (ly in which I made my first 
entrv into the parish, in January 1839, stuck fa^t in the snow about two miles 
from my future home; and there was a traditi»»n that nothing in the shajM) of 
an archdeacon or bishoj) had ever been near the church but once, and that was 
whtMi an-hdeacon ll.ilher brought bishop Butler there in his carriage, and, in so 
doing, broke two sjirings of the vehicle. 

Mr. William Birkett, who is domestic chaplain to the earl of Buckinghamshire, 
during his rectorship of the parish of Great llaseley, has restored the church, 
under the auspices of the Oxford arehiteetural society, enlarged the existing 
schools, and built an additional school. All the windows of the beautiful chan- 
cel have been filled with stained glass. 

He married, on the 4th November 1S24, Mary, fourth daughter of Samuel Horrocks, 

c.M|., of Lark hill, justice of the peace ami deputy-lieutenant of the county of 

Liucastcr, and for eight successive parliaments M.P. for Preston. Of three sons. 
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the HcoDd. WiUum TftKnen, died at Rasenll scboot of st^urlat forer in 1845, 
&nd tbc joungeil, Ocorgo OQbert, died >t Huele; in 1S4;. Ilia cldcet bdd, 
Angustua Henrj, U.A. of Oxford, tutirried Frcderica. daugbtcr of Edvard Bush- 
worth, oq., ono of the oDmmiuioacn of inland revcnuD, aiid ia now rmident in 
Bith. Two dnDgbten, Ma/j Elizabeth and Fmnoet, are unmarried.

■ priie in Beugalesc, and being otherwiso bonouiabl; dialinguitbed. Eu aailod 
for India on the ijth Februnr; iSiG, and hod an eori; oppurtUDitjf of ikowitig 
his judicial capscit; at Chitlagong. In 1817 he bratnic judge nt Juonpore, 
where ha riercited his difficult oSice with itrict impartialit;. Be was a man of 
eultiTatcd tastes, and of a remarkabl; kind and gentle spirit. Being out (if

the climate of India bad mud(.> such inroads upon liis constitution that ho died 
in London, a victim to fever, on the 28th of July 1835. llo was buriccl at Waj-- 
rington, in the family vault. 

John, the second son, who was born on the 17th Mjiy 1797, took part in tlie public 
speeches in 181 1- 12, and having received in January 181 3 an appointment as* 
writer to the hon. East India company, went from the school to the college at 
Haileyhiiry, where he gained two i>rizt'S in llindostanee, and H'a«> otherwise di»- 
tini^uishtrd by his industry and talents. Ke saiU-d to India on the 3rd April 
1 8 15, and landed at Madras on the 27th August. In 1819 he wu.h made as^^istant 
to the magistrate and collector at Tanjnrt-, w;is afterwards for some time un- 
attached, but became in 1833 the a<rting roident at Tanjore, and in the next year 
collector and magistrate at GuntcHir. From 1834 to 1847 he held the .same olllces 
at Madura. This place was gi-catly indchtcd to his energy and vigilance, and 
higher praise cannot be given than the fad lli:it ho wjis designated by the inhabi- 
tants of that district as "the just," and " the father of the people." llo returned 
to England in 1847, and died in London on the 17th June 1850, and Wiis buried 
at Kensal green C(?metery. 

In the Mathas Spt'clntor of the 8th Aj)ril 1847 there appeared a letter from a 
I^Iadura correspond«*ut, describing the great regret cau-^ed by his departure from 
the scene of so many years' labours, during whieli he had proved himself a real 
frieiul and father to the people, ami to the govcnnnent a most upriglit, zealous 
and talented s<'rvant. The peopL* of that place erected ]>y ]>iiblie subscription 
to his memoiy a handsomely ornamented lamp post, having four lights, and 
raised on a granite platform and base, and bearing on its faces the following 
inscription in Tamil and English : 

To 

John Blackburne, csf}., 

Principal Collector and Magistrate of Madura 

From 1834 to 1847, 

by 

A griUeful people. 

In the Madras Spicfator of the 27th April of the same year, a leading article 
referring to an address which had been pre.*.ented to ^Ir. John Blackburne by 
the inhabitants of Madura, on his leaving for England, speaks of him in the 
following terms : 

"We have not for a long time perused any document which has given us 
greater pleasure, or in the tenor of >\hich we more cordially agree, than the 
translation elsewhere furni.'»hed by our l^ladura correspondent of an address pre- 
sented to John Blackburne, esq., on the oetiasion of his prospective retirement 
from that collectorate, by the native inhabitants of its capital. It is highly 
gratifying to observe that one of the public servants has done so much to win for 
himself respi'ct and gratitude among the people, and that they again are so warm 
in their appreciation and acknowledgment of his merits. !Mr. Blackburne is so 
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wi'il known as one of the vcrv best and most valuable and con^cicutiouji civilians 
in tlio service of Leadonhall street, that it would \ni superfluous in us to enlarge 
upon his worth. He lin>, like many other g4X)d men and useful servants, had 
the misfortune to meet with unworthy returns for his devotion to the cause of 
benevolence, and the interests of the public, but he enjoys the consolation of 
knowing that the conduct of the authorities here, and of the court of directors, 
has been viewed witli disgust and anger by all whose good opinion is worth having. 

We wish that more of the public servants left behind in this country a 

remembrance similar to that which will long outlive Mr. Blackbume." 
In 1829-30, Mr. John Blackbume returned to India, from his furlough, overland. 
This was then an adventurous choice to make, surrounded with difilculties, and 
by no means free from risk of personal safety. At that time there was no Pen- 
insular and Oriental company, — no transit company through Egypt. Travellers 
had to hire their own servants and camels, and to charter a vessel from Suez to 
Bombay. A letter of Mr. John Black burne to his family at home has been pre- 
served, describing hi^ travel.^ back to India, and I wish tliat it bad been possible 
to tran>fcr to these ]Mii;es the whole of this long and excellently-written letter, 
more especially on account of an expedition which he made, when in Eg^'pt, to 
the Tyrant ids, delineated by a master hand, llie following extract, showing 
how an Englishman's conragcttus presence of mind saved him and his companion 
from slavery, if not from destruction, will be read with interest : 

"At Cosseir" — a seaport on the west side of the Red sea — '* wo fouud two 
Arab vesiicb with large let tine sails (dhows) laden with the pasha's grain, ready 
for sea. We engaged a passage, and on the ist of September actually found our- 
selves under si\i\. We crossed to the eastern side of the Red sea, and ancheiriug 
each night we reached Djedda on the 9th. No square-rigged vessels here, and 
none had there l>een for some time ; but they buoyed us up with false hopes of 
finding them at Mocha. Fool that: I was for not turning back into Egypt ! I 
knew their hopes were without foundation, and I suffered myself to bo persuaded 
by my companion s ignorance and impatience. We hired a muchwa (open 
undecked boat) with ten men, and sailed at day -break on the 12th, as quickly 
as those slow people could provide food, firing and water. Our captain did his 
duty, keeping bis course against baffling wind^ and never anchoring except 
where even pn?sumption and impatience would admit the necesbity. The dows 
were most deadly, and a mat was but a poor protection, and I did not escape a 
severe attack of fever, and it was the 19th before we reached Mocha. The ln:«t 
vessel bound for the East had sailed fifteen days previously. I was now too far 
advanced to go back into Egypt. The idea of a four months' detention at Mocha, 
among people famed for their liatred of the Christian, was horrible. Wo accord- 
ingly hired the largest vessel remaining in the port to carry us to Bombay. It 
was a bhugulow with fifteen men, and, as I afterwards found from experience, 
but little fit for such a voyage at such a season. She was forty years old ; hur 
captau), a good religious man but feeble, was absolutely incapable of niana^'in;; 
his ve&sel. and, what was much worse, had not the courage to mann::i' hi* civw. 
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who were iDsoleut, mutinous and cowarilly, cquallj timid in time of danger, and 
impatient under privation and suflering. We .-'ailod on the 23rd of September, 
and, almost on the verv outset of our voyage, were favoured with a specimen of 
their subsequent conduet ; for, on rcacliiug the isfraicLto of Bab^el-Mandeb — bj 
interpretation the gates of death, — they suddenly eanie to anehor. and ppite of 
my remonstrances and ri'vilings, they would not make up their minds to proceed for 
full t weuty-fuur hours : and then a wave dashing over 1 he ve*«el, two of the principal 
nie!j of the erew fell on tlieir knees and began to mutter prayers. Having passed 
the dreaded gateway, without a .-hadow of diilieulty, they congratulated us upon 
our safety, an<l shook hands with caeh olher. Afti-r a tedious, cowardly, coast- 
ing vtiyagj'. going into every port they could, we at length made a proj>er latitude 
to lejive the <*oa.«!t for Bombay. The tliaholical cowardie** and ii^norance of the 
captain proved our bane. When within four or five days' sail of the Indian 
shore, the crew got it into their hea«ls that we were drifting into the Pacific 
ocean, thouj^h the sailing master wa-* of a ditTTCut opinion. The crew were mu- 
tinous ; insisted upon putting hack fur tlic Arabian shore, and at last succeeded 
in intimidating the sailing nui'-ter. Then we put back. ITiey got new fears 
into their heads, and wantc<l to steer for Soeotra on the coast of Africa. Here 
the business became serious. — quite a matter of lite and death. I remonstrated 
forcibly; obtained no rcdn-ss; rushed into the cabin for my pistols, and was 
followed by my coinijauion. and was running forwaril that I might not miss 
ni3' man, — the most powt-rful in the shii», and tlie ringleader, — when the man 
at the helm got me fast by the leg, and the «'aptain's son, a young lad, pointed 
to the conipas.'^ that wo were again in our course for Arabia. "When we at last 
niajle the coast the crew had only one day's provisions left, and that of dates 
nlone, on wliieli they had now sub«ii<ied for many days. At last we reached 
this port'' --Muscat, from whence the letter wa? written. — "Wo got a boat 
and went ashore; engaged a passage in another bhugulow to Bombay, and re- 
turning slept on board. The ne\t m» truing we not a boat, and putting our things 
into it by help of the sailors, the cowaiilly nmtiueer forbade the men to assist, 
and said he would not allow us to quit the ve-sel till the captain, who was 
ashore. canu« back. I dre.-sed as quick as I eould ; put my pistols quietly iuto 
my pocket, and, taking a^*luth bag in my hand, I put it myself into the canoe, 
the Hailors standing by, not daring to as.«-iat aud equally unwilling to opiX)se. 
My companion brought another box, and, assisting each other, we now got our 
handful of goods iuto the canoe, whilst the nnitinec*r stood on the poop calling out 
to the sailing master to prevent our tleparture. The sailing master, however, had 
tlu' good sense to stay below, and he dared not oi>pose us himself. Will you credit 
it ? When wo were in the canoe, pu^hing otT, the erew had the impudence to 
ask {i)V a present, which they considered themselves entitled to for the sufferings 
they liad endured in our cause! 1 am writing to you from on board the new 
bhugulow, in expectation of sailing every hour ; but it is blowing a gale of wind 

outside the harbour, and I shall not be sorry to stay till to-morrow. accused 

njc of selfiBlincss in enjoying the pleasures of tmvclling by myself. Tell her that

*!rbe fatber of tbis scbolar was tha second son of Vincent .lohn Biscoe, esq., of Uook- 
wood, Surrey, by bii ^pcond wife, Bcnigna. sister of Uenry Shiffncr, ceq., U.P..

This scholar, bom on the 8th Juno 1793, wfts iiomiiuitcd io a school exhibition in 
iSi I, ill wliich rear he look part on the public spcoch-day, and proceeded to S. 
f7c»hrrs college, Crnnbridge, whcTC ho gradual od A. R. 1 815, being mx tec ath £icnior 
opiinic, and A.M. 1S18, and was elected fellow of the colloge. Having held fop 
a short time the post- of assistant master of the Grammar schools at Runtingford 
and Bnvy S. Edmund's, he was appointed, in 1818, to the head mastersliip of 
tho Shclfield school, where ho was Jii<;hly upprociated as a tutor. Owing to the 
illness of his predecessor the school was in a neglected state, but he Boon rai.«ed 
its character and inerca?<ed the number of its scholars, some of whom distin- 
gni^shcd themselves at Cambridge, and ppeak gratefully of his attention and 
kindness. Tlie smalhic-^s of the head master's stipend, combined with some 
false charges of severity, are said to have induced him to seek another post, nnd 
in September 1830 he was ehcled to Ihc headship of Wolverhampton grammar 
school, wliich he held until his death. His second school does not seem to have 
pro-pered so wi-ll as his lirst, and the number of his scholars was small. A story 
is current that one of his ]>upils, si ill resident in that town, when questioned as 
a hoy as to his place in his class, was wont to reply that ho was the second boy, 
but the honor of this position quickly disjippcared when further <piestioncd as to 
th(^ number in tho cla^>s, and he was obliged to confess that then; were oidy two. 
The school is situaled, like that of ^ranehestcr, in the worst part of the town. 

He marrir'd on the 24th June 182-^ Eliza, youngest daughti'r of tho rev. Samuel 
Dewc, ^r.A., master of Buntiugfurd grammar school, in Cambridgshire, by 
\\hom he had several childrcji. Of six Mins, two hold the rank of major in the 
Indian anny, and three are in Holy orders. His eldest son, William Ameers 
While, formerly head master of the l*elcrborough cathedral grammar school, is 
now rector of Northborougli near ^larket Deeping, Northamptonshire. 

]\rr. While, who did not hold uiiy clorit'al olliee bcMdes his school, cither at Shef- 
lii.'ld or Wvdverhampton, died (»n the 23rd February 1855, in his 62nd year, and 
is buried in AVolvcrhan'.ptou <'eriietery, where thciv is a monument, simply 
rcconling th:it he held ihe master>hip of the school during twenty-four years, 
with a Icxt from Holy Scripture, Gal. vi. 14. His wife died in 1867. 

30 Jonathan and Edmund, sons of Edmund Iloworth, Bury, Lane. 

Tho father of these brothers, born in 1764, married Elizabeth, daughter of Edmund 
IVcl. esq., eldest brother of sir Kobcrt Peel, bart., and was the junior partner in 
the house of IVcl (the lirst sir liobert Peel, barl.), Yates, Halliwell and Hawortb, 
of liury. He ^ubscqucully lived at Sale lodge, Cheshire, where he died in 1855, 
at the great age of 91. Jlo was the eldest son of Jonathan Haworth of Man- 
chester, merchanl, whose sister Eli/abelh married Robert Peel, father of the 
lir>t baronet. 
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Joiinthnn Jlai^ortli, who wcut out oh n merchant to Tx'ghom, died in 1825, iinniar- 
ried, at hia futhcr's house, at Smcdley near Manchrster, and was buried in tlio 
funiily vault at S. John's church, ^^a1lcho!*tcr. 

Edmund ITuworth, l>orn in 1797, is still li?in!T. re?*idcnt at Churchdah* hou-ie, Bake- 
woll, and ju.-«tioi.' of the peace for the county of Che^itiT. lij his first wifo, whom 
he marriod in 1S22, Kliza, daughter of captain Wallace, K.N., ho had an only 
child, Edmund Wallace Haworth. who died young. His second wife, to whom 
he was married in 1868, is Harriet Dorothea, widow of the rev. John Charnock, 
and daughter of the hite viee-adniiral sir B. T. Kieketts, bart. f Hi** youngest 
brother, Robert Pe«»l, mariicd and had issue. li.] 

[ Of the sisters of these M.*holar8, (i) Mary, married William Goodlad of ^fanchester, 
surgeon; (2) Husanna, married the roT. Frederick l*eel, M.A., rector of Willing- 
ham, in the county of Lincoln, brother of Henry William l*eel, esij., of Aylesmere 
house, in the county of Gloucester; (3) £lizal)eth, dietl unmarried; (4) Char- 
lotte, died unmarried ; (5) Alice, married the rev.

Richard, son of the rev. Richard Hood, Bury, Lane. A;.r:i v) 

The father of thin scholar, who U drseribed in the Manchester Dii'tctory of 1822 
n^ A.B. and head master of Bur}* grammar school, was also perpetual curate of 
Heywood in that parish, from 1803 to 1822. He was by birth an Irishman. [He 
was presented on the 24th October 1823 to the deanery of Kilmacduac;h, in tho 
diocese of Kilala, which is one of the minor Irish sei^s now united to the un;hi- 
episeo])al see of Tuam. Ho died on the 20th November 1836, aged 67, and was 
buritMl at Gort, in tho county of Galway. He was distinguished by his high 
scientific attainments, but not residing at Heywood, was not very popular with 
the people there. jK.] 

Richard, his eldest son, born on tho 7th May 1794, tho scholar hero re<x)rded, is 
rememben^d as a quiet, studious boy, and died of consumption on the i6th De- 
cember 1809, and is buried at S. John's, Bury. There is a stone in tho church- 
yard to his mcmiTy, recording his ** abilities and extraordinary attainment.'*, his 
piety and aifeetion to his parents, his patience and meek resignation." 

Two brothers of this schohir, but not educated at the school, were distingiiislied as 
naval officers, and cut oil' in early life. Their history may be learnt from the fol- 
lowing inscription taken from a monument in S. John's church. Bury :

This scholar, the third t*on of George Corser, esq., of Whitchurch, and his wife 
Martha, dauj^hter and coheiress of Randall Phythian, gent., of the Higher hall, 
Edj;c, Clieshire, was born at Whitchurch, and received the early part of his edu- 
cation at the grammar school of his native place, of which his father was a feoffee, 
and for many years the much respected treasurer. 

The family of Corser, as appears from the registers of Frees and other documents, 
were long scate<l in Darla«ton in that parish on their patrimonial property, being 
resident there so far back as the reign of queen Elizabeth. From Wliitchurch 
school Thomas Corser was removed to Manchester, and resided for four years in 
the high master's house, whence ho was admitted a commoner of Balliol college, 
Oxford, in May 1812, taking with him one of the school exhibitions. Balliol col- 
lege was at that lime under the mastership of Dr. John Parsons, afterwards bishop 
of Pj'terborough, and under the able tutorship of Dr. Richard Jenkyns, after- 
wards master, and dean of Wells, whose long tutorial labours contributed so 
much to the high standing and reputation of the college. Mr. Corser graduated 
B.A. on the 3rd May 1S15, and M.A. on the 28th May 18 18. It was daring hia 
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reiideaoe at Oiford, ftnd through bit intimacj with Dr. H. Cotton, aroLdeaoon 
of Cwbol, at that lime BUb-Ubntriaii of ths Bodleian under Dr. Bandincl, and hja 
frequBQt Tisita to that library with him. that hii Ioto of our eurlj English poetry 
aod Elizabethan literature id general was formed and cherished, and liis biblio- 
graphical tailea were encouraged uud usisted. Sueh carl; taites would, daubtteu, 
he furl her atiniulaled bj ■ummer eroniug ramblea amid theclassio soenea of Oed* 
Btow, CuiDDor, Stanton Harcourt, Woodetouk, and other wcU-VnOwn spots in the 
neighbourhood of Oxford. 

In the early part of 1816 Mr. Corser was ordained deacon bj Dr. ComwnUis, bishop 
of iJcblield and CoTontry, to the ouracy ot CondoTer Dear Shrewsbury, of which 
Dr. L. Gardner, rector of St. Phitip's. Birmingham, wan Ihe non-reiident TJcar, one 
of Ihe many great plurallata of that day. In Che following year ha waa ordaiaed 
prieat, boldiog also the chsphuucy of Che ACcham union at Berringfon. From 
TS19 to iSii he held the curacy of the eileDBiTe parish of Stone in Slaffordahiro, 
aoder the ror. R. Buckcridge : and fur the next year and a half was cnrate of 
Monmouth, which he had to resign on the death of the aged Ticar. Here, whilst 
meditating Ihe actvptanoa of the English chaplaiai^ at Autwerp, he rerpived the 
offer of the curoey of Frcstwlch near Mancheiter, which proTed the turning point 
of his life: for, whilst curate of the hut named pariah, ho accepted, in 1816, the 
ineumheooy of All Saints' cbnrch, Stand (comprising a large portion of Chat 
ancieot and eitensiTe pariah), where ho has continued for nearly fifty yean, dc- 
Toting himself, so long as health permitted, to the Tarioui and toilsome duties of 
a populous district. By his care and eiertions Che parish was early supplied nich 
largo and flourishing schools. Id 1S18 he succeeded to the Ticaruge of Norton 
by Darenlry, id Nortbampt^nshire, but chore being no residence he continued 
to remain at Stand, He was appointed in 18^3 to the office of rural dean for 
the deanery of Prestwioh, which office he reaigned in iSti8 from incroaBing age 
and infirm itiea. 

Mr. Corscr married on the 14th Notember 1818, Ellen, eldest daughter of the rer. 
Jamea Lyon, M.A,, reetor of Frestwicfa, by Uory, daughter of Edmund Rod- 
clilTe, eaq., of Uoncheslcr, a desoendant of the ancient family of that name of 
RadclilTe tower. His wife died on the ijth April iSj9, and was buried at Stand, 
leaTing two sons and one daughter. His eldeat son, the rcT. George Jamea Cor- 
ser, M.A., is at present ricar of Burrington near Ludlow, 

On the reriial of the puhlio speeches in the aobool in iSii, Mr. Corscr led the 
way by reciting the celebrated passage from Cicero's Oration, pro Archia pootS, 
in praise of literature. He was for many years a regular attendant at the anni- 
Tcnary meetiDgs of the old scholars, sorting the office of president in 1814; 
and again in 1815 as focun ffnnj for Ihe rar. William Birkett. M.A. The last 
occasion on which ho was present was in 1K58. in compliiaenl to the late Tone- 
rable bishop of Chichester, wlio attended the meeting Chat year. 

Mr. Corser's recollections of the achool datA from an early period when many of Mr. 
LawBOn's pupiia yet romiined in the wbool, and while tbe memory of his arrerity

onlj time during Mr. Coreor'a four Jears' residence at tbo school wbeii Dr. Smith 
was erer known to baie used the cane, was one Bolitar; instance, Khea it l*aa 
eridcot to all that it oecasioned more pain to the mailer than to the pupil ; sad 
the startling etfect of the puuishmont upon the school was long afterwards re- 
membered. 

As one of the onginal projectors of Che Cbelbnm society, present at the meeting in 
1843 when it was first established, and one of tbc council down to this daj, Mr. 
Coraer boa taken a irarm interest in its. publications, and the socict; is indebted 
to bini for seTeral of its Tolumcs. 

Among otber improreiucnts lu the Church which have been made of late jesr*! 
Mr. Coraer remarka with tbaukfulncas, that bishops now hare the conadenoe t^Jt 
ordain candidates for the ministrj in their own dioceses. When railwaya werft H 
j-et unknown, he was called up from the narthem part of the couatf of Salop M ^ 
Birmingham, where he bed to etaj in order to attend the eiamination of Dr. B. 
Outran! (boo Segialer, toL ii. pp. B1-K5), the bishop's chaplain, and from thenee 
to trarel on to London Tor his ordination, which took place in the chapel near ta 
TTill street, Berkolc; square, where the bifhop was then residing. All this wae 
attended with great expense and much iuconreniancc to tlio candidatea, and bad 
to be gone through again in the following jear in the same waj when the time 
■rriTed for ordination to the priesthood. Later dajs than those of Hr. Corser'a 
Drdiaation bear witness to tbo same abuse, and one might almost saj cruelt;. 
The late bishop Sitmner, of Chester, held a canonrj at Durham, and obliged hi* 
candidatea to go to thut city, where thej lired for scTCral dojs at hotels whilrt 
under examination, and then ordained them ut tlie cathedral there inatead of at 
Chester. So lute as i £39 tbo editor had to trarel from an extreme part of Sbrop- ■ 
sbire to London, and etiiy manj dajs at on hotel, in order tj be eiamiued aiMt:fl 
ordained priest b; Dr. J. Bowstoad, bishop of LiebSeld. The eipcn 
Tcrj heavj tax on a curate's stipend of those dajs.

The fint is 
curious and intereating account bj Richard Jamea the scholar and poet, is 
of hia Tisit to LantMahire in 16 j6, elcellently illustrated by the editor'a n 
end diligence 1 and (he second, which has extended to four Tolumes alreadf^4 
a Qftb being in prepamtion, ia an alphabetical account, with eitroots bom,^ 
each author and biogmphical aud bibliographicai notices, of the editor's 
ourioua, rare and valuable collection of early Enghsh poetry. It must e^ 
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a matter of regret that, u the fillh Tolume will scarcely finigh tha letter D, 
and u the eicellent oditor'e adranced age and iofirmitics will probabl; iutorfcra 
with his Further progresa, tho^e Tolumes, which a Tciy compelant judgr, the rev. 
A. Orosart, bu pronounced (Introduction to Joseph Flolchi-r's Worii) to bo « 
modul for works of tlicir kind, and whicli aaiU the utile with the diilet in so 
eminent a degree, will remaio onlj as a specimen of what might, had tima 
and opportunitj boen allowed, have been aeeomplished under other ciroum- 
BtanoM bj the editor. Could the work haTo been completed on the scale on 
which it has been begun, it would undoubtedly have taken the lead in English 
poetical bibliography. The Terj Sue collection which has formed the boaia of 
this work, and which was the result of the untiring perseroraDce, combined with 
excellent taste and judgment, of half a century, has already been partly disposed 
of at Messrs. Sotheby's auction rooms in London, Mr. Corser, though his mental 
facullius, lo the great satisfaction of bis friends, are as rigaroua as ever, being 
unable, in consequence of his bodily infirmities, to aiail himself of his library aa 
in prcviout years. Fife portions of this collection, rich in an eitraonlinarj 
degree in works printed by Carton and hia immediate aacceators, in emblem 
literature, in bocks on angling and in early Bnglish poetry, unique hooka and 
manuscripts, were sold in July rSeS, in March and August 1S69, and in Feb- 
ruary and July 1870, The tales occupied twenty days, nnd, were sulEcient spaoa 
aSbrded, many curious aneodota* might be giron of the profits which haie been 
realiscil, in numerous instances, from articles purchased by Mr. Corser at the 
wail-known sales of the Freeling, Heber, Maiowaring, Jollej, Bright and other 
famous oollectiona. or which wore secured for him from more obscure dcposi' 
tories by hia intelligent Loudon caterers and, among them in particular, by 
one whose name can nerer be mentioned without honor, who had no equal and 
has left no sucoeaior, Thomaa Rodd. Two more portions of Mr. Coraer'i 
library bare yet to be disposed of, and when the entire oollection has been 
dispersed it appeara probable that it will, altogether, hare taken up close 
upon thirty days in selling, and will have produced a larger sum than any 
single library has realised ia this country for a long series of years. No 
book collector, therefore, nor lorer of books, can pass by the quiet and 
unpreteading parsonage house at Stand, in which tills noble coUcctioa haa 
been deposited, without looking at it with peculiar interest, and if he hare been 
fortunate euough to haie been present at one of those most pleasant symposia, 
when the worthy host has entertained the council of the Chetham society or any 
party of literary friends, and in which some of his rarities hare been exhibited, 
he will rivw it with all the additional halo derired from assooiations of the 
most gratifyiug kind, Nor con it be forgottea that the praprletor's unstinting 
liberality has always placed at the senrioe of hii friends and the literary public 
the choicest and most laluable of the treasures id hia posBeasioii, and that, in 
accordance with the good old motto of Qrolier, that of Cornrii at amieomm 
might, with erarj justice, be iaicribed upon his books. Mr. Coraar haa likewiaa 
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been rt member of the council of the Spenser societj since 

bis aitvice and assistunct', with the free communication of tho rariticB in hb col- 
lecliou, iiBTS bwn of the grcstijit use in the reprinte which hare been hUbcrlo 
iuued. To one of them, Zejikerin, a curious collection of sonnets, the author of 
which hu not je( been discoTenid, origiaalt; publishml in IJ94, he has prefixed 
an introduction. It remains to add that Mr. Coraer became a feilow of tba 
Socielj of antiquaries in iSjo, and is • member of the Camden and Surtoes, 
aa he was also of the Pero; and Shakespeare BOeicties during their continuance, 
and is non one of tho oldest, if not the oldest, member of the Monclieeler 
clerical book club, a valuable local sooicty, to which rofcronco has been made 
ill the notice of iho rer. Joshua Lingsrd, see Remitter, toI. ii. p. 106. C]

Dr. John Hull, tho father of this scholar, bora joth September 176 [, was Ihe eldest 
of the three sons of John Hull, surgeon, of Poultoii-ls'Fj Ido, who married Grsoe, 
widow of Roger Freckleton, Ticar of Biapham near Lancaster, ond was educated 
at the Grammar school of his natiTo place. After sorying an apprenticeship 
with Mr. Ltincast«r, surgeon, at Blackburn, he went to London in March 17S1, 
and haling worked bis waj through the usual course of medical education, re- 
turned to Btackburn and entered into partnership with Hi. Lancaster, whom ha 
eTonlually succeeded, and held tho chief practice in Blackburn and ila neighbour- 
liood. He left that place in 1796, taking up his residence in Manchester. Not 
long afterwards he look, at Lejden, tho degree of doctor in phjsic, and in 1S19 
was made a licentiate of the College of pli^'sicians. London. He was for manj 
jcars physician to tho Lyiug-in hoepital, and consulting phrsician to the Eye 
hospital, Manchester, and at the time when his son, here recorded, entered the 
school, resided in Brazennose street, and afterwards iu Mosley street. He retired 
from his profession to his native town in iSjS. He was a very distinguished 
botanist, F.L.S., and author of Elemenls of Butang, in 2 vols., iimo, H. and 
W. Dean, Manchester, iSoo, with engravings, which, though the paper is bad, 
are very clear, minute, and occuratei and of The Britith Flora; or a Sgite- 
maiie Arrangement of Briluk Pianla, 1 vols., small Eto, 3. Russell, Manchester ; 
a. second edition of which was published in 1808, Dr. Hull wni also ono of tho 
secretaries of tho Manchester Literary and Philosophical society. Ho married in 
mber 1791 Sarab, second daughter of William Winstaoley, esq., of Wood- 
ooek lioJI, bj whom he had two sous aud two daughters. His daughters died 
young. Dr. Hull died at the house of his elder son, in London, on the I7tli 
March 1843, aged 81. In the churchyard of Poulton-Io-Fytde arc three tomb- 
on Ihe wall of Ihe south aisle of the church are three tablets, to the 
Hull family. Dt, Hull and his wife (who died on the 9th March 1 841, aged 76) 
are both buried there. On the tablet to the memory of Dr. Hull it is recorded 
that "his punctuality, kiiidnesi, anil ohoerful confidence, his ready Judgment in 
detecting the cansM of disease, and his practical skill in ramoring tbem, together 
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irith Ilia Turiooa mnliol and botiniral publications, broU);kt liitn ireaJtli and 
honor, and pularged llie sphero of bis uwfnlnesa, while aa iocreftaing fnith in tbs 
lore oud potcer of his Sariour cherished imd matured bis baprs of a better world 
to come." [A few words mny he added, m. when the icholBr has niiide himself 
known as an author, a natural curioiit; Ja felt as tn bis father, and, by the lapse 
of time, names whirh nere once household words are rapidly passing to oblirioD. 
Dr. IIuU Bcqitired a large fortune hj the eierciee of tha medical profoiion in 
Manchester, at a lime n-hen ho had aa competitors some Terj able and emiocnt 
men. In addition to the worlls referred to, be was engaged in a controTersy 
with Ur. Simmons, surgeon of Manehealer, aa to the CiesariaD operation, and 
the tracts published are elill worth examining, even without referenM to ths 
main point in dispute, on acoount of the wit and carious reading which they 
display. Dr. Hull bad collected an eitensiTe library in natural history, medi- 
cine and general literature, whieb was disposed of by auction in Manchester in 
iljS. C] 

Biseldost son, William Winslanley. was born on the i;th March 1794, and entered 
Brasenoae college, Oxford, with a school eihibition in iSi i. faaving taken part in 
the public speeches of that year. Ho gained a place in the first clasa in Literii 
HvnumiiiTibsii at the Mietmelmas term eiamiiiation in 1H14, and waa afterwards 
elected a fellow of Brasenoso college. His degrees hear datp, B.A. gtb June 
1815 ; U.A. loth Octobrr 1S17. On learing Oxford he applied himself to the 
study of the law, and was called to the chancery bar, as a member of Lincoln's 
inn, in iSio, hut retired from profeesional hfe in 1846 ; since which time ho has 
resided in the country, and is now liTing at the Enowle near Bolper, Derbyshire. 

Mr. W. W. Hull took an actiTe part, as a layman, in the discussion of qncatiooa 
aOboting the Bnglish church which were so miicii debated about forty years ago, 
OS is evidanoed by the following publications: (t) An enqairg coiKvming Ike 
vieam and exptJiewg of proponng and making anf changrt in (*• Canom, Ar-

He arrired at 
Madras in iSio, having on the voyage suffcrod shipwreck, losbg hia library and 
oatSt. After eight years' resideuoe in lodia his health began to fail, and bo 
returned to England, and nas for seForsl years suporintondcnt of schoohi iu Iro- 
land. Subseqaeutly he became assistant secretary to the Wesleyan missions in 
London; and holds at the present time tho appointment of general secretary to 
the Wealeyan missionary society, to whieh ho was nomiuatod in 1836. Elijah 
Hoole baa the degico of U.D. from Victoria college, Cohourg, Canada, and is 
also M.R.A.S. 

He married in 1835 Elizabeth, third daughter of Mr, Charles Chubb, patent lock 
and safe manufacturer, of London. His eldest son, Cbarlea Holland Hoole, 
K,A., is a aeuior student of Christ ohnrch, Oiford ; luid hia aecond sou, Elijah 
Hoole, is an arohiteat and civil engineer id London.

After bis ordinotioa Uo 
serred as curate id the pnrisli of Didsburj, nt S. Mary's Dbnrcb, Mincbcster, 
sod liuallf Bb All Suinti' cburcb, Loumiugton. He retired from public dutj 
about 1837, still residing at Loamington, where bo died on tbs I4tb Septem- 
ber iSj9, leiriog one only child, irbo married tbe roT. J. Hnmiltoa DsTies, 
for many years past, and at tbc present time, curate of Leamington.

He practised as an 
Bttomej in Lirerpool, and was a niau of reGued taste, collectinj with skill and 
judgment many raluabte paintings and rare engracings, and a liberal patron of 
artists and eculptors. Always of a feeble oonstitution, and oflen sulTering from 
the attacks of disease, he died on the tst October 1S44, and was buried in 
Kirkbj ohurehyard, aged 48 years. 

The fatbor of this scholar was bom at Arkholme, near Lancaster, and entered on 
his duties as njinistor of Kirkby, in tbe parish of Walton -on -tbe-bill, near Lirer- 
pool, on tho 12th December 1793. He is spokeu of as a good obusic, of high 
mental power, and as a well*known and esteemed tntor during many years. He 
held tho pastoral charge of Kirkby for Ibo long period of Gfty-sit years, calecbising 
the children publicly in church, and sboviug a!l good (idehty as a parish priest, 
uid was much aud n-orlbily respected by his parishioners and neighbours. 
Hinistering at the burial of a parishioner in January iSjo, he caught cold, and 
in a few days his illuess proTed fatal, and ho was buried in Eirkby churchyard 
on the 13rd January, in the 8Sth year of his ago. Tboro is a marble tablet to 
bis memory in tho new church erected there. Bis memory is stiU fragnot in 
Lirerpool and its neigbbourbood, as a pleasing specimen of the piow, laboriooa 
and faithful clergyniikn iu an age now passed away. 
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The iiucriptioe on ihe tablet eimplj records his muue, age anA death ; aod tlie like 
particulura relating to hU sDd John. 

William, son of Robert Blackmore, cotton merchant, Jfanchester. 
Berkeley Buckingham Smytlie, son of the late colonel Smythe 

Stafford, Wigtown, Scotland. 
Holland Hoole, son of Holland Hoole, shoemaker, Manchester. 

Balland IIooli!, eldest eon of HoUuad and Sarah Hoole, vaa bom in Ancoatd lane, 
Mani'hcHlcr, on the jtli Unrch 1796. Hia father, an almost self-educated man, 
wag B Wealejui local preacher and claaa leuder. Hia son waa of a delicate con- 
alitotion and nerrous aenaibility, and unable to cope with the rougbnfis of the 
bojt in the loner departments of the school, and his lather id iSii remoTed him 
Irom the sclloal, at his own urgent request. He then entered into the cmploj 
of Messrs. Philips in their counting-house in Bridge street, where be distinguished 
himself bj bis panctualitj and careful attention to hia dutira. Pleased with his 
promising abilities, Messrs. Philips trausfemid iitm, after the eipitatian of two 
years, to the counting- house of tbe Salford cotton mills, nnder the Grm of Philips 
and Lee, b; whom he was treated with unfiuling Lindness, and hia merit full/ 
appreciated. He retained a full share of their ooaQdence and respcet after Ur. 
Lee's death in 1S16, and when, in 1S31, sir Qaorge Philips (afterwards of Wes- 
ton, in the oountj of Warwick) retired from tbe business of the mill, Mr. Hoole 
with three other gentlemen carried it on till 1S41, when the continued depres- 
sion of the cotton trade led to tbe closure of the mill and a dissolution of {ha 
Arm, with an entire loss of the propcrtj accumulated during thirty jeara of 
aotire business life. Throughout those happj and succeesfiU years Mr. Hoole'a 
time and talents were liberall; used for the bcncGt of his fellow townsmen. In 
early life he was a staunch tory. Wo End him in iBjj acting as oyereeor ottho 
poor, and opposing the measures of hetor; amendment then agitated, and on 
Mvoral occasions appearing before parliamentary committees on the queation up 
to the year iEj6. Bcliering that lord Ashley's hill, then brought forward, was 
unjust to cODSDienlious and eonaiderate maatera, ho wrote s pamphlet on tha 
subject whicli diaplaya considerable ability, and tended to defeat lord Aahlej's 
neuure, which oreotuaUy tjccamo a clauae in another bill brought forward by 
the gOTemment. As a tory he took an active part in the exciting contest far 
the borough of Salford in 1 837, when Mr. William Garnott was defeated by two 
TOtea ; Mr. BrothertoD, although petitioned against, retaining his scat after a 
parliamentary iuTCatigation. 

The rapid spread of free trade opioions on matters connected with commerce ap- 
pears at this time to have brought about a complete change in Mr. Hoolo's con- 
Tictione, and we find liim henceforth acting heartily with those whom ho had 
prcrioualy opposed, and contending for the shorteuing of the hours of factory 
labour, for the better payment of tlio operatiTes, and I'or the repeal of the dutica 
on raw cotton and on corn. In 1838 hs was Tio«-chairmsn of the Manchester 
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chamber of commerce, »flsociBting witli MesBra. Gporga 'Wilson, KitliBrd Cobden, 
Ihomat Bazle; and othcn, in the promotion of mcnauros nbicb tliey bslinTod to

Boron ghrMres, uolike majors, not being 
nutfistrates ex officio, were burdened with responsibility without authority 1 but 
by kindness and sympathy with the poor, nod flrmncaB in the mainteotince of 
tbe law, be preserrod tolerable Ordrr. 

In teligions profession ho was a, Westeysn Methodist, aad preaohed occasionally; 
but free from any boatilily to the Church of Eugliunl, and ofUn alteoding 
bar aerricef, more particulnrly during the year of his olHce as boroughresTe of 
Solford. In businfas Ufe lio was an example of uprightness, diligeneo and good 
breeding ; and in the relatioDS of priTStc life remarliablB for usefulnesd and good 

He married iu 1817 CathariDe, fourth dnugbtcr of Mr. Thomas Ireland of Sewton 
Heath. The loss of his property Bcriously ofleetod his health, and his delicate 
constitution, sustained by a buoyant spirit to the last, sank with seeming end- 
denuBsa, and be died on the 3rd December 1844, in bis forty-ninth year, leoTing 
a widow and nine ehildren totally nnprorided for. He was buried at the ceme- 
tery adjoining the Wcslcyan meeting house, Cheetham Hill. His friends and 
fellow townsmen, in respect for his character, raised by subscription a snm of 
nearly looof. for their benefit, in addition to many prirste gids and kindnesses. 
His only son, a promising youth, is supposed to hare perished at sen, as the pas- 
senger ship, in which he took his dcpirture from England to Australia in tS$6, 
haa not since been heard of. 

To Miss Catharine Hoole, daughter of this scholar, and piincipnl of the ladiee' 
college, Brampton graie, Smedley lane, I am indebted for many of the facta 
comprised in this notice of her father. 
loha, son of Joseph Lee, land surveyor, Redbrook, Flintshire. 

Mr. Joseph Lee, the fulhor of this scholar, was a land agent, and a magistrate of 
the county of Flint, and married Theodosia ParHOus, a granddaughter o( Matthew 
Heniy, tlie commentator on the Holy Scriptures. 

John, tbe second son of twelve children, bom on the loth April 1796, recited at 
the publio speech day of 1811, a passage from The Boarn'oU Ornlilhommt of 
Uoti&rc. After leaving school he spent all his days in Whitchurch, where he 
practised as an attorney, being the senior partner in the firm at Lee and Brookes, 
and enjoying in a high degree the respect of bis fellow townsmeD. More espe- 
cially is he remembered for tbe deep interest which he took in matters relating to 
the Church, and for his liberal gifts to religious and charitable objects, uniformly 
deroting a large portion of bis income, Cor the hut fort; year* of his life, to the 
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boilding mod Kttoratioti of churche*, aod to cliaritalile iniUttltioiu fbi the leliaf of 

the pooTBnd>II!icted,u vellu lo the more slrictljreligioiu Soeietiei. Id i notice 
which appeared in a prOTincial paper at the time of hii death, it ii recorded that 
"during the daj of hi* burial all biuiiiciia premise* were partlallj dosed. Tba 
nmme of Joho Lee haa for uesirlj half a oenluiy been a household word among 
lu in eoDDection with all good works and laboiiri of Lore, both in parochial 
duties and the more citeoded sphere of the Lord's Tinejard. We deepl; feel 
that anj ouloginm here would scareclj do Justice to the meinory of one so be- 
loved and rercred in this pariah. The cammunit; at Urge will mi» a supporter 
■tid beucfaetor of all that was IotcIv nud of good report, that was estimable in 
otgect, or worthj and needful of hia kind and read; help." 

Mr. John Lee msrned in lEij Mary Aune, dnaghter of captain Ssnmel Moore 
I^wrcnce, by whom he had [«n children, of whom two died in in&nej. Bo diod 
on the 7tb Jul; iStiS, at the a^e of 71, and is buried in the quiet chapel-jard of 
Wbitewell near Whitchurch, in a fsmilj vault. At his own request, a ijinple 
headstone was placed al bis grare, recording only his name, age, and date of 
departure. Uis eldest son, the rer. John Lee, M.A., is now Ticar of Tilstock, 
near Whitchurch.

Jowph l^aaliy junior to his brother bj more than 20 years, went to India, towards 
the end of iSia, when aboat 16 jears of age, and joined the 2nd battalion of 
tbe 7tb regiment of natire infsntrj, and served the hon. East Indian govern- 
ment for the long period of 57 years. Ho retired from active Bcrvice, when 
hrigadier-geneFal commanding at Agra, in 1856, previously to the Indian 
mutinj. 

n&e Ibllowing extract from the Delhi Gazette of January 8th, 1870, furnishes a 
minate account of the serrioes of this gaUant officer during the long period of 
43 years. 

** The late General Nash had served some years beyond half a century in India; 
and what changes the period in which his career was run has wrought in India 
we need not set down here. Entering the service of the East India Company 
■o iar hack as 181 a, in 1869 he attained the rank of Lieutenant General. On 
landing in India he was posted to the 2nd Battalion of the 7th Regiment of the 
Sengal Native Infiuitry, and shortly after joined the Army proceeding agninut 
the Nepaolese under command of Sir David Ochterlony, G.C.B., tiiking part 
at the capture of the Fort of Maloun and other strongholds. In 18 15 ho was 
trmnsierred to the ist Battalion of the 22nd N. I., tlicn proceeding to join the 
li^agpore subsidiary force under Major General Sir J. W. Adams, G.C.B., and 
was present at the storm and capture of 3 Batteries on the I7t1i, and the storm 
and capture of the city of Nagpore on the 24th of December in that year. lie 
was appointed to the Pioneer regiment for his services on this occasion. In 
1819 he commanded a company of Pioneers at tlie siege and capture of Asscer- 
ghur in the Deccan, under the command of Major General Sir John Malcolm, 
G-.C.B., and received special mention in the Division orders promulgated on 
the breaking up of tbe force. In 1823 he was present under the command of 
Major Gteneral Sir Alexander Knox, E.C.B., at the siege and capture of Lumba 
in Bajpootana. 

"General Nash obtained his Captaincy in 1829 in the 43rd N. I., into which 
corps the ist Battalion of the 22nd N. I., had previously merged. Ten years later, 
iu 1839, he entered with his corps upon those stirring events whieh form in part 
the brightest and in part the blackest pages in the history of British India. Ho 
joined the Army of the Indus as Baggage Master of the Bengal Division of the 
Army in succession to Captain Colin Troup ; was present on tlie 3rd July at 
the first assault and capture of Ghuzueo under Lord Ecane ; from Ghuznee he 
p roce ed ed with the force to Cabul, and was appointed Commander of the King*s 
Guar J and Superintendent of prisoners. Promoted to his Majority in 1841, wo 
find that in that and the following evcntfid year his services were great and 
constant. In conmiand of the 43rd N. I. he took part in various alfairs under 
Qeoitnl Sir William Nott at Candahar, iucluding the attack upon and repulse 
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from Ihe British cUDtoniDent. rtud tlio Kcoad 
formct buiineas ho ws» wDuniied alightlj. In 8i 
N. I. under bis command, assisted by B Detncb 
of BnoB, whilo fonning tha Rear Guard to Oe 
acediiig from Benee Bu^'dcm to Msidao, mot & 
Borere loss a forco of 8000 men, horse and foot.

"In 1S43, thB4jrdN.L. I., still commanded by Major Nuah, »iu present imdcr 
Lord Ootigb at Mahorajporc in the Gwalior Territory, and added the Brouio 
star to its deooration; — its comtnsiider recoiling a Lieutenant ColoneEcy by 
bretet. Two years later, in 1845, tho Corps joined the Army of the Siitledge 
under Lord Qough ; was present at Sobraon, where it lost in killed and wounded 
106 man, including ofBecra. Major Nash, who had a oharger shot under him, 
received the order of tlia Bnth. Subsequently the 43rd N. L, I. under Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Nash, C.B., garrisoned Lahore, In 1848 Lieutenant Ooluncl Nash 
was nominated la tho command of the 7ind S, I, then sen-ing before Moeltan. 
He commanded the Left Centre Column of attack on the l^lti December of 
that year and was severely wounded. The lost the public know of the subject 
of our notice waa as Brigadier Qcneral Commanding at Agra just prciious to 
the mutiny. 

" Oeneral Nash was decorated with tho Intignia of the Bath, the India Medal 
(Nepaal, Nagpore, Aseergurh), and Medals for Qhuinee, AQ'glianiKton (Cauda- 
hor, Ghuinee, Cabul) Mabarojpore, (Gwalior) tho Sutledga Campaign and 
MooltoD. The Dnrranoe order of the jrd Class had boon CDnferrcd upon him, 
but Ras not received owing to tbe assossiuatton of tbe King." 
In recognition of |i;eneTal Nash'a long and distinguished services, Ihe duke of Cam- 
bridge presented him with a commiBsiori for his oldeet eon in H.M. army j and 
Ihe hon. Court of directors of the East India oompany with two cadetahips in 
the Bengal army for hia two younger sous, Ilis four ijanghtera are married : 
one being the wife of m^or-genentl Bumpy, of the Bengal army. 
General Stuh lived, during the later years of bis life, on his estate at Dehrs, at tho 
foot of the Himalaya bills, where he died on new year's day, 1870, in his 7Jth

and left four aons and four daughters, all married, and now liring. The last 
named Joseph Buckley IJTod at the Creeoent, Sulford, and afterwardg at Ordeall 
hill, and WH» boroughreeTe in 1817. He ic!t Mancbestor at the close of 1S25, 
and spent the remainder of his tlajs in Devonshire, d/ing at Torquaj on the 
7th August i8jg.

James Furnival, whose name occurs at the meeting of the old scholars in 1S17, 
graduated of Queen's coliege, Cambridge, A. B. iKii, A.M. 1E26, and, alter taking 
holy orders, held suceesaiToly the curacies of Upton-ou-SuTem, Worceatcnhiro, 
and Darenham, Cheshire, and the perpetual curacy of 8. Helen's, Lancashire. 
In 1S4.] he became ricar of Rroadclyat, Devon, and in 1EJ5 perpetual curate of 
Esoat, in the pariah of Ottcry S. Mary, which he restgued in 1S69, and is now 
living at Torquay. His only son, James Furnival, M.A., Oion,, is now rector 
of Tookenhnm. Wilts. 

Mr Furnival has publialied some pamphlets nnd sermans on controversial subjeols, 
and among thorn one in 1845, Oi /Ae dangeroug lendrncg of Church Uniom, and 
auother in 18^9, with a preface, On Iht Elernit^ of Puaiihrnenl.

The father was it bookseller in S. Ann's square. After his death, his widow mar- 
ried a Mr. Lambert, and witii her son, James (see bmU p. 41), carried on the 
busineas. She is atill romemberod as a rather strtmg-minded woman, strenuous 
b (hs eipresajon of ber opinions. In those days, when newspapers were scarce 
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md erpensiTe, mi restaurants wel] supplied with the daily papers luilnuiwa 
luinriCT, Ihe bootKllprs' shops were the mntre of attraction for a littlo political 
gossip ; sad her cehemenC CQiiTeraation, uomodilied bj any concealmrnt of her 
Tory bias, must bara been highly amnaing ; her bod J»mp9, to her sad Teiation, 
being an oamest aupportt^r of tho Liberal aide. Shi' aflerwarda romored to 
■WhiU^harcn, where James Baaeks died at licr house, in April 1841, at the age 
of 44. He was a tall Sdo looking man, of generous disposition, fond of music, a 
good French scholar, and generally well read. 
The name of Thomas Bimcks often occurs as present at tho annirergary meetings 
of the old BclioUrs, but not later tlian 1830. He was also a bookseller, and, 
like others of the family, a man of some artistic taste in days when art traa leei 
known and Tutued than it is now. He had also some musical talent. He was 
twice married, and died, tvro years alter liia seci 
Higher Brougbton, on the 14th April 1814, and w

James Dibbert Wanklyn, the eldest sou, born on the 4th August 1797, was a Brazi- 
lian merchant, and in i8jo resided at tho Crescent, ISalford. He served theofBM 
of church warden of Manchester in 1S18, and took part in the mansgcmeut of the 
Manchester iDfirmary, and other public charities, and was one of the original 
trustees and patrons of S. Luke'a church, Chectham Hill, as well as a magi- 
itrate of tho county. He married, in 181 j or 4, Margaret Bradshaw, and left 
(orriTiDg issue, one son, Hibbert Wankljn, now yicar of Deopham, Norfolk. 
Mr. J. H. Wanklyn died on the iSth October 1S70, in his 74th year, haxing 
resided with his son during the last two years of his life. 

Edward, son of James Molineus, merchant, Manchester. 

John Bradshaw, son of ^Villiam Wanklyn, merchant, Manchester. 

Of this scholar the second son, the following notice, written by the president 
of the Chelham society, appeared in the MaiicAettifr Courier at tho time of bii 
death: 

"Mr. J. B. Wanklyn was tho son of Mr. William Wankljn, who with Mr. 
James Hibbert and Mr. Jobn Bradshaw, formed the original partners in the 
well-knawn commercial house of Hibbert, Wanktyn, and Bradihaw, and was 
born in i!oo. Of Mr. James Hibbert and the creation of tho Grm an account 
will bo found b the Mancheiler ScAaol Ecgitltr (Chctham series), toI. i. p. 199. 
Mr. J. B. Wankljn also reccired his education under Dr. Smith at the same 
school. On leaving it ho was placed in business, and was for many years a most 
actire aad energetic partner in th« firm referred to, at the Mtme time taking a 
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leading and olnn^a a decided port ia the political and municipal ufTairs of Uaii- 
ebiuler. He vat uppoiul^ one of the two coti«tablDB of tlie town in iSi6, 
borougbrecTO of 9iUford in 1S29, and Bcnior cliurehnirden of MiLnchcator in 
1S35. Being a tliorough ConaeiTntite, and an Bllaplied member of the Church 
of England, bo pugngni witb great spirit in tbe rarious coimtj and borough con- 
tests nbieb took plaeo «oon after tbe passing of tbe Reform bill, and parliculBrl}' 
in thoM in which Mr. VViUinm Oarnctt, Mr. John Tliomss Hope, and sir George 
Murraj were candidatea. Worm and rather impulsiTe in his feelings, fmnk and 
outspoken in his intercourse nith all, somewhat irritable, ;ct ever placable, there 
was always so much that was kind, benevolent, and genial in bis character, that 
when he retired from business, abont the jesr 1S47, taking np bis residenne, 
first at Halccat, in Witberslaek, and subseqneutlj at Boiimcmoulh, though he 
left behind him, along with many attacbcd friends, many also who had been 
plaL-ed in strong opposition, and aomctimca had even come into fierce collision 
with him on important subjects, yet moat assuredly among that number there 
ooiild not one ho found who cherished an unkind feeling towards him. His un- 
filing spirits, arch humour, and eitensiTB fund of information, united with Terj 
quick and accurate powers of observation, contributed to muke him a, delightful 
companion, and thoae who remember the pleasant bospitaliti™ of the Creacent 
uid Wcaste, well know how agreeably and with what unstinting liberality he 
could appear in the character of host. In oatnral scenery and the simple enjoy- 
ment of a garden few perhaps have ever eipcrienced more eiquisite pleasure. To 
trsTel witb him was at once a priTllege and a treat. Nothing that could be aeea 
escaped him, and the way was made short by a running oommenlary of the most 
agreeable kind. Ho was a leading member of the two societies which might be 
laid, when eiisting, to comprise the etUe of Manohcstsr — the billiard-room in 
Uoslej-street, and the Ilroughtou Archers' elub — and maintaining a very high 
social position in bis native town, he bad large influence, which he uniformly 
eicrted beneficially and well. Of the Chelhsm souiety he was one of the original 
promoters, and was present at the prival« dinner (at No. 6, Booth-street, Picca- 
dilly) when it was originally aet in motion in the early part of 1S43. Though 
removed from Manchester in the latter part of his life, he still took deep interest 
in every thing that was connoetod with its people or its progress, and when 
occasionally he come again amongst bis old friends bis appearance, as was aptly 
ohterved by one of them, was like a gleam of sunshine. It was truly amusing 
to see him in some public thoroughfare in tbe midst of the assoi-iutes of former 
days, strenuously endeavouring to keep up conversation with half a dozen of them 
at once. Time is now rapidly thinning those of the " old tamiliar faces " of his 
natite city who came in with tbe present century. Amongst tliem it may be 
said with truth and justice, and without overstepping the hmits of houest 
panegyric, lliat it will be very long before the grave will close over the remains 
of a worthier man or u better Christian than John Bradsbaw \\~Bnklyn." 
To the preceding sketch of life and character il niny be added, that this scholar 
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inu born on the i<j(h Mnrch i8oo, and that be married on the jcth May iSii, 
Jane, daughter of Jlr. Smith Wilaon of Eendnl, bj wham be had eleren obildraD, 
ail BODS and Gre daiii-hters, of irhom all. Bare quo boh, survited him. She died 
Terj suddentj on the ijlli August 1S44, aged 41, at liie then reaidonco in tba 
Crescent, Salford, and was baricd at 3. Joha't churcb, Mancbcater. Hei death 
ng a groat hloic to Mr. Wautlyn, and, though be aurriTed her for so manj 
jean, ho never reeoTered from it. In i8j* ho took up bis resideneo at Bourue- 
noulb, where his sceoad boo, the rcT. Janiaa Hibbcrt Waobljn, M.A., lisd 
•ettled, and died thfro on the [7th Sc-ptember 1870, in bis 7iBt Tear, and waa 
boried there. After bis death tlie bod; of his wife waa romored from Uaa- 
ohMler, at the wiah of Ibe famllj, and placed bj his aide in S. Petcr'a oburobjard, 
at Boarnemontli. A plain cross, with simplo iDecription, and an appropriate 
text from IIoIt Soripturo, marta each grare. 
Four of Mr. J. B. Wankljo'a eons were admitted to the school, but laler than the 
year 1837.

John Walker (whose elder brother, Richard, was the flrst M.P. for the borough of 
Bitrj), bom on the i4tb Jul; 1796, became a cotton apinner sod manufacturer in 
Burj, in which busineaa he is still engaged, and reaidea at Irwell house, near thai 
t«wii. lie has occasioDall; appeared among bis former seboolfcllows at their 
anniTcrsarj meetings. He married Catharine, daughter of Mr. Samuel Holker, 
irooUeu manufacturer, of Burj, and baa three aons and one daughter; hi* 
eldeat son, John Rusaell, M.A., of Oiford who obtained a place in the aeoond 
class in Lit. Hnm, iu 1839, being now incumbent of Rhiglcj, ouo of I ho rural 
deans of Manchester, and ciamining chaplain to the biabop of Chfcbcater. 

William Walker, bom on the 19th NoTemhor 1793, lived aa'a merchant at Mattk 
for aeien yeara, and afterwards for three jeurs at Pernambueo, in South America, 
and traTelled over the United States, oa well as through aeveral cduntrica of 
Europe. Eeturuing honie, he carried on the buauieas of a merobant, and married 
Jaditb, daughter of Mr. William Calrow of Walton lodge, near Prcelon, and 
htFt, at his decease on the i3th Jnituarj 1KG4, two daughter?, the jounger of 
whom, Eleanor, married major Wilkie of the 29th regiment of infantry, and on« 
Bon, William Ormerod Walker, now of Summerisads, uoar Bury. 

Thomas Makin, son of James Fisher, furrier, Mancheatei-. 
This name occura very freqncotly at the anniTereaiy meetinga of the old acbolart. 
He was a well-known and highly respectable auctioneer and Toluer. in Manches- 
ter, and auccesaful in liia profeBsion, bariag preTioosly faded aa a cottoa apinner. 
He died on the 9th July iSei, and woa buried at 8. Thomas's cbnrob, Heatdn 

John, son of John Kelaall, linen merchant, Manchester. 
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. Sidney, son of George Fletcher, cotton merchant, Manchester. 
. Samuel, son of Thomas Haslam, fustian manufacturer, Cheaham, 
Bury. 
Samu<<l Uolkor Haelaiti went out ni nuiidsliLpman under captain (aflcrairdn ndmiral 
>ir) PLipps Hombj, but HubsequeDtlj left the nary, and joined hia father in the 
cotton trade. On retiring from buainesa, soon sflar his fttber'a doith, he 
rcmOTed to Grcensido, near Milnthorpe, Westmoreland, where he rasidod mom 
than tvent; jrears, making himaelf useful as a magUtmte, and dying there ia 
hin 6oth josr, on the 13th April 1856, was buried in Hereraham ohurohjard, 
where fhcru is a tombstone ofer hia graye. Ho married Mias Mary HarrisOD, 
but lull no i-hildren. 
Mr. S. n. Hualam, who is said to hare been a fair linguiit, of «ome poeticaJ talent, 
a goad botanist, and fond of scientiGc pursuits, him prMident of the »nn'^nl 
meeting of tba old Bcbolara in 1830. 

. Willianij son of John Higgin, gent., Lancaster. 

Jobn Higgin, father of this scboUir, hold tho important post of governor of Lan- 
csaler castle for Gfti years, being appointed in 1733 and resigning in i8jj, and 
Buoeeeded bis father who held tlie aame olSee. In LsQcaster old pariah church 
there is a monument with tho following inscription : 

"9acr«d to the memory of Jolin Hijfgin of Woodhey, near Bury, gnntlaman, 
only son of Jamea Higgin of Tottington, and great grandaon of John Higgin tha 
lott of that name nt Etheraall Houao, Marsden, LniicaslurB, fourteen yeara gover- 
nor of Lancaster Cnatle. who died December igth 17SJ, aged 4S years. And of 
Mary, his wife, daughter of tlio Bev. Samuel Hoone, who died August lotii 1786, 
aged 51 yeara. Also of John Higgin, of OreenGeld, only son of the aboTe, jo 
years OoTemor of Lancaster Castle, Captain and Adjutant of Laucaater Volun- 
tBor Militia in 1798, who died January i ith 1S47, aged Sj jeara. Alao of Mary, 
hia wife, daughter of Robert Housman, of Luno Bank, Skerton, who died 
Koxember 5th 1K13, aged 66 years." 

This sehular, the fourth son, was bora on the 17th September 179], and baptized 
at t(iB parisli church of Lnneastcr on the I5tli May 1794. He took part in the 
public speech days of the school from iSi 1 to 1S13, and proceeded, with one of 
the exhibitions to Trinity college, Cambridge, graduating A.B. iu i3i7, when be 
gained tha 1 jth place among the wranglers at the public examination. 

Shortly afler taking his degree he became curate of Clifton, where he remained 
until 1S20, when he waa appointed by the goromment to the ohaplaincy of the 
Bichmimd General Fenitentiary, recently established in Dublin, and to his judi- 
cious and able discharge of bis duties as chaplain, during the eight years in which 
he held that office, may be attributed, in great measure, his subsequent pro- 
motions. The following letter, dated iith January i3io, in which he announoes 
this appointment to bis former master, bears pleasing testimony to his recoUeo- 
tioQs of Manchester school : 
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"In bflggiDg jour atweptftnre of llie icconipBnjing yoluDJOS, I am nwara bow 
Tcrr inideqiutelj thpj eipreai the liiel}' faelinga I shall ever entertuin of ths 
beoeSla received under ;our tuitioD. 

" Humble, honeicr, » is this teetiiuonj of gratitude anil eileaiu, it sfibrda me 
KD opportunitj of acknowledging the manj obligutionB under which jour kind- 
cess bu placed me. You will be glad to bear that I am nppoiiited cbsplaiu of 
the RicbmoDd Femtentiarj in Dublin, a situation of haodsome emolument, uid, 
I Lrust, of greKt nsefutuess." 
" The period of his appointment to thia chaplaincy " aaja the Londonderry Seu- 
tinet, ia a notioe which appeared in that paper at the time of his death, " was a 
remarkable one in tho social and religious condition of Ireland. Tbe great political 
■traggle, which ended in Roman Catholic emancipation, was daily inoi'ciuing in 
force, and the adTocstes and opponents of tbe morement were becoming con- 
tinuallj more embittered against each otber. WitLiQ tho CImcch itself there 
were three well defined parties : a liirge partj, oppoicd to any dcriutioa from 
tbe old lifeleas ronline of scanty obaeryunce ; a amall cbnrcb parly, ia tome 
leBpect* tbe predecessors of tbose who afterwards led tbe bigh-cliurch morement 
in EngUod, cousisting of a few able men, like Jebb, Elringtoc and Magce, who 
were bent on infosing life and rigour into the special system of the Church ; and 
•epsnted from these two by a wider iuterral than any which now dirides tbe 
Cburch in IreUnd, a third party, conaiating of tho earliest adherents of tho great 
Eraogelical moTement in this country." With so much sound practical J udg- 
tnenl was his conduct, as chaplain, maried, that be at once "On the approval of 
Mr. O'Connell, who publicly complimented him on bis candour and fairness, and 
of archbishop Uagee, a strong opponent of the Homan Catbolie claiuis. In i SiE 
he was appointed rector of Roacren, and vicar-general of Killaloo, and took tha 
decree of M.A., as a member of Triuily college, Dubllu, in 1835- He bccamo 
dean of Limerick in 1S44, and fire years later was consecrated bishop of that 
sM, on the death of Dr. Kdmond Enoi, when he took tbe degree of D.D., and 
WW translated to Derry in 1853, where he died suddenly on tbe iith July 1867, 
aged 73. He was appointed a commissioner of national cducaliou iu 1833, and 
an ecclesiastical commissioner for Ireland in 1 866. 
A> a bishop Dr. Higgin carried with bim the good opinion and esteem of men of 
widely different convictions on political and raligious subjects. Ho was a liberal 
in politics, and a warm aupporter of the national education system, and eon- 
■equently opposed, in both respects, to many of the elergy and laity of his 
diocese ; but bis consistent maintenance of his opinions aud eridont sincerity of 
purpose, joined to much kindness and warmth of heart, preiented that opposition 
from erer assuming any feature of hostility. In all the pnblic newipapera of 
Deny — organs of the Roman Catholic and Presbyterian bodies as well as of the 
Irish Church — there appeared, at the announcement of bia death, an eatimata of 
his character and episeo|>al labours, and all, without exception, speak in the 
highest terms of praise of bis lioneaty of purpuHi, derotedness to tbe duties of big 
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U^ oSee, and kind and «

nuui who, nhile ha inrariablj aaerted his own riews wiib vi^ur and indfpen- 
denM, appreciated the lamp hooeilj of purpose in a political and, we migbt 
add, a religjona opponent. Of few can it be taid, tbat tbrj (pent more time in 
tbe tcnice of God and for the good of their fellow ereatum than the prplala 
who ha« been ao anddenl; called awaj Irom amoDg*t as to the regret of >U 
who admire Chriitisn excelleneo and mornl rirtue-" To tlieM tettimoniea may 
ba added that of the Pmbylaiam Journal: "He WB9 geiieroiu, and almost 
chiralroui, but withnl itudiotulj UDOttcntatious, in hi» charitiee. We haie 
\o twIicTB tbttt be leeretlj paid Inanrancea upon Life Annuities for manj 
and frequeatl; aulhoriied professional men, in whom he had con- 
iw upon liim for anj amount which they might think necewarj for 
the relief of real diitreM among the deserring classes. He was known to bbj, 
that be regarded his Ecelesiaatiral Income as a Trust Fund Mmmitted to him bj 
Ood, and tbot, uftcr supplying persooal and domo«lio necessities, he felt bound 
to dedicate the siailable surplus \o obj»:ta of Christian philnulrophy." 

JO, at tbe Collegiats chnreh of Manuhcslfr, Mary, youngest 
danglil«r of Tlioiuaa Chippendall, esq., of BUpkburn, by n-hom he has left, 
luntiTing him, three eons aod three daughters, tik. : SantU Jane, married to the 
re». T. Walker, rector of Tambight O'Crillyi WUliam, married to Miss Dind; 
Hary, nuuried to the ror. M, Bodirell, rector of High Later, Essex ; Anna, 
married to tlio re*. W. Edwards, rector of Clonleigh, in tbe county of Donegal i 
Thomna Chippendall i and Walter, late captain of the iSth royal Irish regiment 
of foot. Another daughter, Isabella, who married the rer. Arthur W. Edwards. 
now dean of Cork, died in 1B49. 
Tbe bishop is buried in a fault in the cathedral yard near the eastern end. On a 
larcopbagus of polished Aberdeen marble is the following inscription :

A bcautirul staincd-glaia window hu been placed ia the ahamwl of the cathedral 
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of Derrj to hia memorj bj tbe clergj aad laity of the dlocess; the aubject ia 
Ibe npper compartaient being the Asceusion, and is tlie lover the Apostolic com- 
wisjion. Another window (which ia bv Forrest of Lircrpool) hiu been oreot*d 
bj hit familj ia tlie pariah cborch o{ Lancoitcr, repruBonting the miraouloiu 
draught of fiahee. On a brasa nDderueatb ia lbs folloiiiiig aubaeriptioo ^ 

" Id memory of the SX. Rev, William Iliggia, D.D., fourtb bod of John Higgin 
of Orecniiold, esq., educated at tbs Qntmmar School of thia Town, and at Iriultj 
CoUege, Cambridge. He naa appointed Dean of Limerieli in 1844; oonaecratad 
Biihop of that Seeia 184^ ; and tranalated to the Biahoprio of Derrjand Raphoe 
in iSj3. Ho died Julj nth 1S67 in the 74tb jear of bis age, Hia rcmaina 
are interred in a rault at the East end of the Cathedral of Dcrrj. Thia window 
waa erected by liia widow Marjr Higgin, and hia three aona, AVillialD, Thomoa, 
and Walltr. Blesaed ia llie memorj of tbo Just." 

It ii remarkable that no meulion ia made of hia education having been partljr car- 
ried on at MaDchcBler. Ho was, as already atated, at the aohool, and in the high 
maatcr'a houae, for four yeara previously to entering the univeraity of Cnmbridge. 
In WilaoD'i MiieellaBiet (Clietbam sociutj's publioitions, vol. ilv. p. liiii. notr) 
Dr. Higgin ia said to have been a pupil of tbat clever and witty scholar, whan 
master of Clitheroe achool. 

The bishop's widow is now resident iu Dnblin ; and her brother, John Obippen- 
dail, esq., who married the biahop's aister, Mar; (who died in 1854}, ii aow 
living at Lancaster at the ripe Bgo of S7,

In thia last Charge to his clergy be speaka of the neglect, in many pariahea, of the 
proper observance of aomo of Ibe greatest festivals of the Church, and iirgoa the 
roatonttion of Aicension-day to ita proper place, aud also more freijueot and 
early colebraliona of holy communion. The Church revival iu Ireland baa ap- 
parently been of very alow growth. Had it been more rapid, might it not atill 
hare been the eslabliibed Cburoh to that country ?

iworth, sialor to these scholars, married the rev. Hugh aiowelt, M.A., 
formerly rector of Christ ohurch, Salford. and houornry canoQ of Chester cathe- 
dral. 

T. Close, son of John Close, merchant, Manchester. 

The father of this scholar wns the second son of John Close, who carried on 
citensi»e manufaoturbg and dye works at Leeds. To the elder eon, Thomas, 
there is a monumental tablet in the parish church of Leeds, recording bis ser- 
TicoB as adjutant ia the Xieeda regiment of volunteers. John Close settled in 
Uanehester as a merchant, siid resided at this dale in King street. Ha also 
took part in the volunteer moToment of his day, being captain of the grenadier 
company of colonel Ackers' regiment of Uanehester Tolunteers. His name occurs 
in Mr. Harlsnd's very interesting aceonnt of the rise and fall of the Manchester 
assembly rooms and billiard olub (see Clietham society's publications, vol, lixii.), 
as one of the lirst twenty original members. He main-iod Mary, daughter and 
sole heir of Mr. Mattheir Rylance, merchant, of Liverpool and WIgan. 

Thomas Close, horn on the nth February 1796, the scholar bure recorded, received 
his early education at the private school of the rev. J. Hodgson, at Formby, 
Lancashire, and, on leaving Uanehester school, was placed in the counting house 
of Uesars. James finlay and oomptui;, merehanta at Olasgow, and subseqaently 
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in hU fiitber'B butineu at MaccbMUr, in canyiog on which, however, he wu 
Dot sud^euTul, la iSio, iSii and 1814, ho wu prosent at tlis ftimiTSTsary 
metrtiag of the old scholars. 
He married, m 1S17, Ellen, daughter and sole heir of James Smith, esq., of Aber- 
deenihire, *ho settled in IfattiiigbBm as an Bgent and mBTchsiit. Mr. T. Close 
)ua since resided ia that town, uncoTiiiectod with imj merrantilo biieinees, but 
tahing an acLlTe part both in local and gencrul politics ou the hbpral side. Be 
was eleclMl u member of the reformed town couneil of Sotlingham, at its first 
Usemblj, and at onco placed in the magistrae; of the borough and lubMqlientlj, 
bj the duke of Newcnsllo, then lord-lieutenant, in tbe commiiiiioD of the peaca 
for the oonntj. He was also one of llic original members of the London reform 
clnb. Betiriug from public political life when, what be considered, the Tital 
tutJDDid questions had been settled, he has since dcTOted himBeU to tbe mors 
tnmquil eiijojmetits of literary study, his leisure hours being occupied bj 
archsulogica] reienrehes, more cspcciillj in tho departments of heraldry and 
fiimil; history. He became a member of several local nutiquariuu societies, 
■nd wM subeeqoently elected F.S.A. of London. In addition to mnny illnmi- 
nated pedigrees of rojiU, noble and illnstrioui honaei, he drew up ehiborate 
pedigree* of the TallOTBhall and Wake families, with haraldio iliustratbns, that 
of the laller famil; being hoautifull; illuminated in chromo- lithograph;. These 
two pedigrees are published in the JuarnaU of Ihe Lincoln Dioceian Arehilee- 
turai Socitig, Tol». W. and 71., which eontaio also archdeacon TroMope'a histories 
of these familici. He also printed, in 1S66, a small pamphlet (pp. lE) entitled 
S. Marg't Church, Notliiigham, ilt probable Architect and Benefaclora, con- 
taining an account of the church, giving his reasons for (he conjecture that 
William of Wykebam was the architect of its beautiful nave and transepts, and 
proving the date of their erection by the corrected description of the heratdio 
window mentioned in Thoroton's Jliatorg of Soiiinghamihire. Apprcpriatfl 
ormuneDtatiou has been supplied by him to many architectural works, both in 
tbe town and county. Uore recently he has designed a series of coats of arms, 
which are now in course of eieoution, for the new bridge over the Trent at Not- 
tingham, illustrative of some of the principal historical events which connect the 
tuwQ and bridge with the general history of the country. Mr. T. Close has also 
endeavoured to aid the taste for music in the town where ho has so long resided 
by private concerts, and has taken an active part in the management of local 
charities. 
Mr. T. Close was auditor for many years of the South Western railway, and 
afterwards a director of several foreign railways. As member of the now board 
of the Qrcat Laiembourg company, ho aided in its eitncation from its early 
difficulties i and the "Historical Account of the Qrent Laiembourg Capital," 
given in 1854, in ihe first report of the now board, was written by him. When 
the lino was opened to Arlon, the late king Leopold conferred upon him and his 
colleagocB his order of Leopold, as a mark of his approbation of the great ser- 
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TJM irhioh hnd been rendered to the kingdam of Belgfuio by the canttnictioE] of 
the railway. 
It may be addetl thitt his younger brother Jamea, nho was not educated at the 
Grammar school, settled aa a merchant at Naples, and died at Antibes, in the 
Boatb of Fnuice, ou tbe igth December 1865, nt the ago of 66, Mr. Jamm Close, 
aJl«r taking up hi> rcaidence at Naples, bcrame the banker nnd privatfl friend 
of king Ferdinand II., vho bestowed upon biui the koighll; order of Ferdinand. 
After that maaarcli'B fall, ha bought on estate at the town of Anlibes, where ho 
built a largp villa, and thpnceforlh made tliat place bis homo. During the 
remainder of his life he occupied bis time in forwarding the tntcrosla of aoienoe, 
art and literature, iii hie newlj-adopled home, and grcatlj endeared himself to 
its inhabll«iitB, who owed much in the waj of local improTement to his energy 
and ability. 
James Cloao was twice married : first to Henrietta, eldest daughter of Mr. ttenry 
G-askell, solicitor, of Wigau, by whom bo bnd one cbDd, Henry Osskoll Close, 
esq., barrister, of the Middle Temple, who mnrried a daughter of sir Harry Main- 
waring, bart. ; and secondly to Anne, doughlor of Mr. Samuel Brooks, banker, 
of Manchester, by whom lie had eight children- 
Far a younger brother, Frederick, see RegitUr, anno iSiS. 

George, son of George Gould, fustinn manufacturer, Manchester. 

Qrorge Qoald was nominated to a school eilubition in i3i7, and graduated of 
Unirorsity eoUege, Oxford, B.A. on the 14th May i8jt, haying been placed in 
the third class of honours io £■'/. ^ffiiin.; and M.A. on the 17th Juno 1E14. Ha 
is DOW ricar of Cropwell Bishop, in Tlotts, baving preriously held tbe ticaraget of 
Apeathorpe and Efludon -cum- Upton, in the same county, both of which he rc- 
signct]. 

His name appears among the aeuior aoholari at iho public apeechos in iSij-17, 
and at some of the anniieraary mectiiiga immediately following the latter year. 
Nathaniel, son of John Leigh Philips, handkerchief maker, Man- 
cheater. 

Nathaniel George Philips, bom on the qth June 'igs, the third son of John Leigh 
Ffailips, esq., of MayGeld, lieutcnant-eotonel of the first regiment of Manchester 
and SoUbrd rolnnteere, and grandBOn of John Fhilipa, esq,, of Bank liall (see 
Regiiter, toI. i. pp. 17, 113), look part iu Uic public speech day of the years 
tSii-13, He studied medicine for somo time at Edinburgh, but nerer prietieed 
SB a phjiioian. Whilst there ho early distinguished bimaelf by his love of music 
and pointing : in the former aequiring excellence ns an amateur ; in the latter as 
a professional landscape pointer. He went to Italy in 1B14, for further oulti- 
ration of his favourite pursuits, residing at Borne for three ycsra, and becoming 
acquainted withtlie leading ecclesiastics, hy whom his society was much sought; 
and in so high reputation was he held for his paintings and drawings of Italian 
■eenery, that he had the honour of being chosen « member ofS. Luke's academy 
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on the 13rd March 1815, on the tscsdcj occaBioued bj tbe tlnsn rcMCt daBth of 
Pmeli ; B, distinction rarolj conforred on an EnelislimuD. Tbe late eir William 
Allan, prciidcnt of the R. A., ond the Ule si( Chnrlcs Eaetliike, were among hia 
iatimBtc (ricndB ; n-itli the laltur he studied and truTcUcd together in Ilalj. Like 
hia bther he vaa a great patron of tbe line artg, Bpeading, nhilst in Ilalj, ooq- 
tiderablo euma of mone; nitb that object. He died. umoBrried, sood after hia 
return to England, on Ibc ist August iSji, nged }i, and noa buried at Child- 
vail, near Lirerpool. 
He published in folio, Vinei in Lancaihire and Chfihire of old HalU and Caillei, 
intended <u niutlraiiom to Ihe County SUt oriel, from fUtvres ly S. G. Philipi. 
LlTerpool. Hi. O. Flulips, Chatham street, 1811^14. There H-ers, I belisre, onlj 
lii parta issued, coatoining in all twentj-GTe rieirs j lome of which where etched 
by himwlf &om hia own paintinga, aud are very good upeoimens of the art.

He aubsequeatlj resided for 
manj jcarn at WalloD-on-the-Hill, near Lirerpool, a good and amiable mao, and 
died there nt Hetheriow cottage, on the I7t!i Maj iSjj, ^ed 59, and was buried 
at tbc pariah church, where there a a manumcnt to him.

the old church. Tho following is a oopy of the eulogistic Lnscription : 

"This Tablet, the tribute of affection, Tcneratioa, and respect is sacred to tho 
memotyof the Rct. Edward Smyth, the Founder of this Chapel, and of S. Clement'* 
Church, Manchester. A noble integrity, a Tigorous, hitcbly gided mind, warm 
and generous nFeotions, were the soil in which the seed of Diiine Grace produced 
in bim the fruits of righteousness. Led in early manhood to the knowledge of 
his OOD and Saviour he rejected worldly honour and adiantage for the Cross 
of Christ, in whom bIodo he trusted for salvation, and by whom, in the duties of 
hia sacred function, he was made eminently successful as an instrument to the 
Glory of GOD, aud of good to man. After devoting nearly half a century to the 
lealous and combined discharge of his pastoral, sacred, and domeslic duties, bis 
Bpirit entered into its rest, on the 6^ day of Febniary, iSij, and in the 7C''' year

Aooo'e Sqoam, but ia belter known as baling taken 
an notiie purt in tba cducatioiml and mueical muTementi oaaiiccled with 
the town. The Mmnclieater glee club waa in ■ great meosuro realored by bis 
efforts lome forty years ago, and under hii auspices a memorial performance 
wus giren in bouonr of «ir Henry Bishop, wboae tonga eoustituled the whole 
of the proerammo. About the aame pariod he waa maiuly inatrunieiital in 
ealablithing the Salford Lyacam, an inatitution formed on the plan of providing 
inatmctiou for familiea, and oewapapera for tbe working clas«ca, togetlicr with 
conerrti and other recreative meetings ; a higher range of subjects thnn marked 
what were called Mcchaniea' Inatitutea. About the year ■S40-41, ho aided in 
bringing out the JVorti uf Engtaitd Magaaae, to which he contributefi intereat- 
ing articles on Mnochester society. Tbe Magaziae had Mvond able contributors, 
but, after about two jmrs' ciiitcncc, expired. The Saturday evening coueerts 
in the great room of the Free Trade hall owed their origin to bis booovolent 
object of providing for the humbler ranks cheap and varied and bealthj amnae- 
ment, and for many yean he took an active part in their anperintendenee. With 
a aimilar praiseworthy object, someof Sbakeapeare'e beat drama? were performed 
at the PHnne's theatre, by a company of gentlcmeD ; an effort in which Mr. 
Peacock took much Interctt, having a high idea of what a theatre might be under 
proper management. 
For some years, Mr. Peacock oontribntcd literary and art criticisnu to the 
Manckefler Examimrr aiul Timet newspaper. Ho also wrote occasional versea of 
merit, some of whicli have been set to music. One of hia bappie^t effusJODS waa 
a poem entitled " A Can of Cream from Devon," which oame under the notice 
of Ur. Leigh Hunt, the Tctenui litterateur, poet and critic, who waa >o plenaed 
with it, that he wrote an nrticlo in tbe Muticat Tima of February iSj4. entitled 
VOL.

Same yean ago ho printed, 
for prirnto eircuUtioii, TAe EarU of Dtrly, and the Ferie WfHiri and Poeti of 
Ihe SUtemih and Sermleenlh CnforiM, whiehwus afterwardi (iSj3) iH-prioted, 
witb alteration! and additious, for the Chotham societj, as the first Tolume of 
TSf SlaHlrji Papen. Ua alio printed (1S19), for priTiil4> oirculatioa. The Hotl 
PUaianl Song of Laig Seiug, Ihe Eldtit daaykler of King Edicard the fbarlh, 
with notes, and a dedication to his frieud, the late rer. Joseph Hunter. Thia 
baa since been twice re-printed b; Mr. J. O. Hnlliwell, in the Perej sooietj'* 
seriei and in (he Palaiiae Atthology. He took great interest in the Chethun 
■opielj, alteiidrd its lint meeting, filled an efficient phicii on its council till Ilia 
death, and oontribulod eitenaivelj to its publioations. Bcjides the work ulroady 
noticed, he edited for the societ; The Ifarra Paperi,To\Ai.; The iloore Senlal, 
Tol. iii.[ TAe Diary 0/ the .Km. Eenry yeiKome, vol. iriii.; Cardinal AUeti't 
Def earn of Sir William SInHleg't Surrender of I)fTnler,to\. xxr.; and an able 
paper, extending to B4 pngos, in The Chelham Mieeellaaie; Tol, lii. (toI. Ini.) 
He carried on all his liturar; piirsaits to the lost. He was intimalel; rersed in 
gpncral, lamilj, and local hterstiirc in its various branches ; had paid great M- 
lention to the historj and progress of language, and to dialectical peculiarities ; 
Bnd woe, in short, a man of elegant mind and of Tct^ oitCDiire acquire mcnts." 
[In the report of tbe council of the Cbetham society, presented at the annual 
ojerting on the iSIb March ti6-j, the \ow of their much respected colleague 
was referred to in the following terniB! "The eouucil linro great regret in 
adrerting t^ the loss wbioh tbeir bodj and the societj bate sustained b; the 
deatb of Sir. Thomas Hejnood, of Hope End, during the last jear. From tbo 
commenceuient of the Chetham society he bad takcu a warm interest in its pro- 
ceedings and success, la the latter be contributed in no slight degree bj the 
various works in the Chetham scries in which lie so elBciently performed tbe 
duties of editor. For this office he was indeed eminent^; adapted. The mnge 
of his infonnalioD was so eitensiTC, and bo bad the power of proeuling the 
results of his reading and obserratlon in bo lucid, condensed and attractive a 
form that the introductions to tbe works edited by him will always be referred 
to with undiminished pleasure. To be able to infuse life and spirit into mnlerials 
which are tlie acquisition of oHginal research is one o( the highest merits of ths 
historical antiquary, and to this merit Mr. Thomaa Ueywood could undoubtedly 
lay claim. It is therefore greatly to be lamented that he did not defoto a portion 
of hii leburo to the production of a work of larger oitent on some one of the 
many subjects which engaged his attention, and which migbt have allbrded in a 
greater degree than acattared specimens, bowerer elegant, learned, or satisTaetoij, 
can do, a just idea of the acquirements and capacity of a very able and acoom-

William succeeded to an Hulmian exhibition in 18 17, and graduated B.A. on the 
22nd January 18 18, gaining a place in the first class in lAt. Hum. at the Michael- 
mas preceding. He was afterwards elected a fellow of Balliol college, and gra- 
duated M.A. on the 27th April 1820. He was never engaged in the tuition of 
the college, but succeeded to the rectory of Kilve, near Bridgewater, in 1837, 
where he is now living, having previously been curate of Disley, in Cheshire. He 
married in 1838, Mary Ann, daughter of Mr. Henry Harrison of Cheadle, 
Cheshire, by his wife Mary Ann, eldest daughter of Mr. Robert Buckley of 
Manchester, and sister to Robert and Joseph Buckley, for whom see antef 
pp. 57-58.

It will 
W obserifed tbat both brothom carried off Ibe higUeat honours at the public ci- 
amiiiations brfoit the; had lesided long enough at (he unirenitj to take ihe 
degree of B.A. Edward Greawell took the degree of B.A. on Ihe md DK'Cniber 
1S19, M.A. on the lotb October iSii, B,D, t7th Mareh iSj6. On the ijlh 
March 181], ha waa admitted probutioniuy fellow of the coUr^, wa* ordaioed 
deacon io iSi.t, and priest in iS)6, hy Dr. Edward Legge, bisliop of Oifordi 
and held the aHlce of college lutor for about twelre jears, from the year lilii to 
the year |3]4. In Booker'a Hislorg of the A»-ie»l Chaprl of DenluH, it 1* 
staled, that, on the death of Dr. Thomas Edward Bridges in 1 S43. he was elected 
to the hcadsbip of the college, but declined Io accept it, fearing lot the duties 
of the office should interfere with the peculiar studies to which he had giTon long 
and cIoK Bltention. But this ia not eorrcot. Mr. Edward Oreiirell was not io 
elected ; though liis studious habits of life would probably hare prevented his 
aeoeptuDce of such an office had be been eleoled. He was Tice-preiideiit for th« 
last twelre years of his lifei and died in his rooms in callage on the 19th Juna 
iSfiq, in big 73rd year, and was buried in the college cloitters. 

With the eict'ption of the olosing years of bis father's life, when ho felt it bis duty 
to reside very frequently at Denton, in order that be might be able to attend 
upon bim, Mr. E. Greswcll'a residence Bt the university was one of uniotemipted 
■ud sjsti^matio study. Uii life, in other poiota of view uneientful, is, in m cer- 
tain sense, repn'aetited in bii writings! "od the subjoined cnumcralico of his 
published works proves at once how great liii industry, and bow eitenaive bis 
field of study, even to the end of bis life. It ii simply sulGeient to add thut 
bis very numerous uid very learned publicBtions nre held in the highest repute 
bj scholars and theologians, as wet! on the conlineot as at home.

[}5.T. Edirard OresiTpll'a great chronological work, which occupied the latter jcan 
of Lis life, ia andoubtcdlj a monumeot of patient industrj, sjatematic rescaroh, 
and eitensire erudition. Whether it nil! hereafWr be ailawed bj tbe gcuaritl 
eonaent of scholars to take the place of a oonclusiie autborit; in tbe Hialorj of 
Chronology, raa; be atill a question, but it may be aafel; useerted that it will al- 
ways be referred to with respect bj those who follow the indefatigable author in 
trarersing the wide-spread waates of sncieat times. Of his earlier publicatjona, 
hia Sarmoniee amd Sxpoiilion of the Parablet, the aiefultiesa andralue ha(e been 
unircnally admitted. Whj are wo thea without a fitting biography of one who 
so closely resembled in their higher and better eliuraetoriitio, their " laborious 
days," tbeir single-minded derotion to learning, their power and capacity of 
forming great plans and worthily carrying them into eieculion, the older race of 
achohuiF Miteriuls there must be lo a suBieient extent, where the indiiidusl, 
liTing beyond the Psalmiat's period, not entirely a recluse atudont and having 
many friends and comwpondeuta, was engaged in so many leamod works which 
would nnturally throw him into oommunication with othcra who were occupied 
in kiudrad pursuits. It aeems almoat the duty of those who were most nearly 
oonaectcd with him, and eren of the noble nnirersity of which he was n dittin- 
guithed orDament, that tbe republic of letters ahall not >u3cr detriment by iba 
want of a due biographical record of one wlio was a rare example, not to be turned 
aside by any bails or allurements which the world could present, of severe uncom- 
proiiiiaing study and dedication of its results to the iuleresls of leariijog. Such 
Examples eaimot be too prominently brought forward, as they scrre to kiudle the 
flame of emulation in tbe generatioDS that succeed.

The father of this scholar was horn iu Westmorolnnd, and descended frora oneof Iha 
middle-class famitica of that county, and waa married at Bakewell, in Dcrbjabiro, 
on the joth NOTombcr 1797. Hia oldest aon, the acholurhere recorded, was bam 
in Manoboater on tho md Januarj 1799, iu tbe street now called Todd street, but 
then called, and for man; years after, Taad lune. Tho father was at that time ■ 
corn and flour merchnnt, but shortly afterwards gave up that trade to hia partner 
Ur, Jamoa Barratt, (far whoae bod, Jamas, see Sfgitler, anno 1813) and beouns 
a partner in the 0rm of Fray, Hole and Potter, brewery, Straogewajs. In thi» 
businesa he realiaed oonsiderabls property, which was subsequently lost ; bat 
during hia days of prosperity ho had throe sons graduatoa of the Umtersity of 
Cambridge, two of whom obtained foundation fellowships in their coUegeg. 
These three, with others of hia ten aons, recelTod the principal part of their 
olaaaical education at Manchester school, and tiieir names will be found at later 
intervals in the ErgitlT, when their father resided at Smedle; hall, Ctieetham 
Hill, to whioh he removed in 1 8 1 3, 

His son Richard was romored from the school before be entered the higher depart- 
ment, at about 16 years of age, in order to enter into the Manchester trade. 
He was for some years engaged in various branchea of mercantde life, but not 
with saocess ,- anil during thia interval all his spare time was devoted to soientiSo 
study, more especially to that of optics, and to chemistry, under the late Dr. 
Dattou. so far as conneoted with optics. Ho waa thus enabled, by biuuelf, to 
oond.ruot in early life a powerful reflecting telescope of the Nawtonian form. 
Unproaperooi In mercantile life, bis thoughts were turned to Cambridge, sa 
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pUee irbete he could pariua bia &Toitrite atudiei nitb hopes of futuro sDooeu ; 
mud e&rlj in 1S34 ho commcaced, uudor a priTSM tutor, to oairj on bia 
olaaaical edacstiou, snd prepared binuclf to ector Queen's colli^ge, Cambridge, 
towards tbe cloae of tbat year. lie obtained a acbolarahip at tbut college at hii 
ftrat elimination, and at the final eiamlitatioa Tor the A.B. degree in itljS. was 
placed aiitb among the wrauglen. Id Jinuarj of tbe followiag year he wiu 
elnoted a foundation follow of the ooUege, aucccodiag to Ibo medical fellowship 
then Taoaul, bia intention being to stud; medicine. He vacated hia fellowahip 
b; marriage earlj in 184J, bariag graduated JL,M. in 1S41, being then Uc«ntial« 
of tbe Bojal college of phjsieiana. This profession, boweror, be has not followed 
in practice, but hsis detoted himself to profeeaional teaching of natural pbiloio- 
phy, matbomatioal and experimental, for which bis prerioua studies and earl; 
inclination qnalifj him. 
Mr. Pottar lectured, as professor of natural philosophy and astronomj, in IJniror- 
■ity oollcge, London, from October 1S41 to April 184] j at the opening of tbo 
tTnirenity of King's college, Toronto, Canada west, from June 184J to Augiut 
1S44; and, being induced by an endowment of the profcisorBbip to return 
to London, iu Univeraity college, London, from October 1S44 to July 1865. 
At this latter dato be retired, with a pension, and recalled from the senata 
the title of £meHtiiB professor of tbe collie, and has since resided at Gun-

At the first meeting of tbe British association for the promotion of science, held 
at Torlc in iSji, when sir Darid Brewster was president, Mr, Poller rend tbrcs 
papers, which are publiabed in the reports of that year. At tbe neit meeting st 
Oxford, in iRji, when Dr. Dalton receiied hia honorary degree of D.CL. in 
the tbealre, he rend two papers, of which ubtracts are gircn in the printed 
reports; and at Cambridge, in iSjl, be read three papers, which are published 
in tbe aociety's Proceedingi of that year. It was through tbe attention giren to 
these papers that the author was indoced to prepare bimselT for admiseinn la the 
UniTcraity. Other papera by this scholar on various scientific subjetts may bo 
found in tbe Froctedingt of the Cambridge Philosophical society, from 1II36 to 
1870; and in tbe Cambridge MalKematical Journal.

He was ordaiued bj the bishop of LichBcld in the aame year to ifae 
curnc; of Chesterfield, and in 1S31 was appotnted curate in tho populous pariah 
of S. Peter, Derby, where he remained for iS years. In 184(1 he was presented 
bf WilliaiD GTans, esq., of Alleatree, to the vicarage of Parwiok, and perpetual 
curacy of Alsop-le-Date, both ne:ir to Ashbourne in Derbyahicc, irbich he held 
until bis death on the 38th September 1S63, aged 67. 

ilr. Fisher woa macb respected as a consoientious clergyman, and ns a msa of 
great energy and peneveraucp, whose heart was in hie work. He wai inttru- 
menial in proTiding largo daily scliools for the pariah of 8. Peter in Derby, 
and afVorwards suitable schools for the small bencGce which he held. He oon- 
titiued his minislcrial duties lo within a fortnight of his death, dying of no 
partionlar disease, bnt of sudden fuiliire of both mind and body, the result of mauy 
yeara unceasing labours. There is an inscription on the tombstone o>er his 
grave in Forwick churchy a rd. 
Robert, son of the rev. Robert Bullock, Bolton. 

The father waa the incumbent of All Saints' church, Bol t on -le- Moors, and was 
buried in the churchyard on the 17th Augiut 1S24, aged 60.

The eldest son of the re». Cecil Daniel Wray, M.At for many years ohaplain and 
afterwards fellow of tbe Collcgiale oburch, Manchester, who died on tbe 17th 
April 1S66, at tbe age of 88, of whom an excellent notice appeared at tbo time 
of his death in the Huncieiter Ctrnrier, and a Tery interesting memoir was pub- 
lished in 1867 by bis youngest son, Henry, (for whom see Bi^inler, anno 1831) 
now precentor of Wiiicbestcr eathcdrol. For incidental mention of Mr. Wray 
see Eegiitrr, tdI. i. pp. j7, 99. and lol. ii. p. 109. 

Cecil Wray, bom on tho 4th Januaiy 1805, after 11 years spent in tlie school, 
taking part in the public speeches for 1S10-3, was admitted a commoner of 
Braseuoso college, Oxford, and graduated B.A. on the 14th Jnne 1817, and 
M.A. on the 3rd December 1819. In 1816 he wsa nominated to one of Hnlme's 
eibibitiotai, and ordained deacon and priest by Dr. J. B. Sumner, bishop of 
Chester in iSjo and 1831 as curate of Walton -on-tbe-h ill, near Lircrpool. 
In 1833 be was nominated one of tbe curates of LJTerpool, and in 1S35 
promoted to the incumbcacy ofS. Murtin's-in-tbe-Fields, in that town, which 
he has now hold for tho long space of j6 years. 

Mr. Cecil Wray, who holds a leading position among the bigb churchmen of 
LiTerpool, originated tbo proposal to build a church in a central poeitioo in 
Ibat town, for tbe more frequent celebration of tbe holy communion, daily 
prayers, and all the offices of (he Church of England. But thia scheme being 
discouraged by tbe late bi>hop of Chester, Dr. John Oiaham, (he monoy raised 
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«M applied to the (vcttion ofa Uunon ch>p«l in S. Uarlio'i ctUtrict. deditatad 
to S. lnoBt-tb»-Lem, with tbe intention of csrrring out s prini^ple >Dd pracijee 
tboii DBir in Limpoo], freedoid of wonhip lo all people. Thii ebapel, ttter 
maoj dilBraillin a« to iU conaecratioD. vsi at length endowed by priTste munifi- 
oence and the Eectedaaticsl oommiisioDen, and being enlarged so as to accommo- 
dat« 7 JO wonliippere, i> made the centre of a teparate district. Mr. Wraj iraa 
the drat in Lircrpool to re«tore the qm of the ancieot eccletiastiod TeitineDls, 
which are now uaed abo at the churchM of S. Jamea-t he-Leas and 5. Uai^atel, 
aa well a> aC S. Martin's. He also ntabUdhed a sisterhood of holj women, who 
dedicated themsclTes by a life tow to worka of charitj.

Cheater, and at Ruthio, being removed from 
the latter in iStt, and aent to Msncheiter with his achaolfellow, William 
Uarrison, whoae aamo oceun aeit in the Sfguitr. Ue took part in the publia

March iSio, U.A. on the 4th Juno iSij, and haring taken holj orders, held in

Cheater, 
and baptiicd at Cheater oaUiedral on the 18th October 179^' He wis eariy 
placed in the King's achool of that city, which was (hen iindcr the bead n: 
■hip of the re*. Q. H. Larden, who had for hia aei»ud master the rer. ThomM 
Cnoe, a olauical ichaUr and local antiquary of high standing. Tlianco he was 
shortly afler remoTcd to the Qrammar achool of Ruthin, under the rer. Edward 
Jones, hia achool aaaouiate there and also at Cheater being Willism Armitatead, 
ion of the rector of Backford. The two boys romoieed together to Manoheater 
in iSii, and the friendship formed during aii years of school life continued 
unimpsired to the death of Armitatead in 1 S6]. On learing Manoheater school 
WiUiara Harrison entered the buaineja ealabliahment of the family at Chester, 
in due time auocoeded to hia father's poaition there, and finally retired into 
prirate life in 1I4J- He was a good chuiic, a pvtA reader, and a man of 
superior attainments. Ho wag particularly fond of drnwiog, the rudiments of 
which he had acquired at Ruthin from the celcbratnl Pugh, author and artiat of 
Cambria Dfpiela, who waa at tljat time drawing maater of Buthin achooL

1 remember riaiting Mr. Berry at Bolton lodge iu tbe summer ot iSjj, when on a 
Tisit to the English lakes with my father, and knew something of bis Dot un- 
romaatic history, the details of which bare been kindly rnmiahed 1^ me by one 
well acquainted with all tbo particulars. Id the parish church of Bolton-ls-Sands 
if a mural tablet to his memory, benring tbis inscription : 

"Unsuiled by oonstitution to public pursails, for which by his talenlj and 
attainments be was eminently qualiQed, bis limited period of life was engaged 
in objects conge uial to classic Eaate, in acts of public good, and ofutensiTe priTate 
banaTolence. 

His efforta were erer anxiously directed to 

the promotion of order, Piety and Virtue, 

no less by his influence than example.

Wbo pUced to his memoi; this n 
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Et< chsracter, ns pourtrajed fa tho monunientnl InBcriptioa. tna; be aomenhat 
too highly coloiirad, but ho bod mnny good qualities. Up was a pBlroii of ths 
flns arts, and, had hia life been epnrod, bii might hare done much good in bis 
genentiDn. The terms of tha itucription remind one of what Goldsmith's 
OiliMen of the Wurld aaja, letter xii: " Wbea a person is buried, the n^it care is 
to inako hii epitaph : tbej are gauerull; reckoned best which flatter most. Snoh 
relations, therefore, as have received most bencSt from the defunct, discharge 
their friendly oflica, and generally flatter in proportion to their joy." 
Mr. Waliuslej nas hia heir-at-iair, but Mr. Berry did not intend to make him his 
boir. By bis will, dated on the jtb October 1837, he bequpotlicd b11 hia rents, 
interest of money, &,o, to a lady trhoci hu hud seen at Oxford and admired, 
thonghhehad neier spoken to her, for lifei and, after her death to go to Charlea, 
the second son of William ^parting, oaq., of Petton park, Salop. Mr. Berry liad 
not succeeded in obtaiuing an introduction to this lady when, some yeam after 
he had left OiTord, he aaw in a nenspaper a notice of her marriage lo a clergy- 
man in Norfolk. A friend vrho eluincod to call upon him at the time, finding 
him with tliB paper in bis iiand, and aulTering uador much distrcBB, inTited him to 
take a walk and endearoured to cheer him up, Haring reached the lop of a hill 
in bis grounds, he eipreBsed himself an outcast of society, and said "I'll be buried 
here." According to this strango determination, he caused a sarcophogua to 
be prepared and placed upon this spot ; and hia will, made shortly after, com- 
menced with thiA clause : " I etpccially desire that my remains may be interred 
upon the hill called the Uawksheail, and in the precise locality now occupied 
by the (ombfltouo prepared by me for my graro. And if the inviolability of this 
grave cannot otherwise be secured, I hereby authorise my cieoulors to convey 
the Hawkshead lo tha parish of Bolton-le-Sands as a cemetery for ever." Mr. 
Berry was well acquainted with the law, baring kept terma in London, but, 
strange as it may aeem, he bod not signed his will before three witnesseB, then 
required to paaa the real estate 1 but be hivd prepared a fair copy in his own 
handwriting, and aigned tt thus : " Id caae of accident I sign this my will. 
B. Spabliho Bibbt." It pleased God to call him away suddenly. On the 
19th January i8jg ho broke a blood veaeol, and died a few minutes after. The 
executors, on account of the difficulties aurrounding the oase, threw the admiui. 
strationiato chancery; and it was decreed that by the will, which was made previous 
to the alteration of Iho law of wills, the real estate amounting to loool. per 
annum, should pass to tha heir-at-law; directly contrary to tho wishes of the 
testator, who had always declared that he should not inherit tbem. The personalty, 
considerably reduced by the cojla of administration In chancery, but still 
amounting to aboat 6oof, per annum, was decreed to pass to the lady on whom, 
as before mentioned, Mr. Barry bad filed his afi'eotions ; and whom, oren after 
ber marriage, ha had determined to moke the objeet of his bounty. She has 
been some time dead ; and captain Charles Sparling now enjoys the bequest. 
The will contained also ohorilabls legacies of joaZ. each to four townahips in 
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which Mf, Beny bad properly, tIi, Bolton -le-Sand a, nnlton, Wliittington aad 
CutoD ; iba iDtarest ta be nnnuall; dislributud, in rcnsrdt to sucb pour penoni 
as sboutd meTitoriOLtgl; edncaM Iheir children and train thim up in tUo paths at 
pipty and honiuty. Unfortunately Tor the objects of thig bequrat, a great portiou 
of Mr, Berry's pcraoaal estate wai imeited upon mortgages of real property, not 
applioable to the payment of churitable li'gocies. Another^portioa of his estate 
consisted of shares m tarious dock, milway and gaslight Dompnnica ; and npon 
tlieao arose a question decided by lard Lnngdale in faTour of the legacies ; 'nnd 
> third portion of debts on bond and simplo eontract. These two lost -mentioned 
portioQS of the estate, or their ralue, itere, under the decree, appUi^ble'to the 
payment of the logacieg in question, but Only in the proportion which such Talue 
bore to that of the mortgagee. Accordingly, the amonot decreed to each tovnihip 
was only 3 jo/. instead of jool. Thus for the sadden death of the testator, and tbs 
circumstances attending his trill, frustrated liis intention with respect to these 
legacies, which were to bo called bis bounty. It is a remarkable fact that the 
family of the heir-at-law liava not been benefited by hia inherilance, no part of 
tho real property haring remained in their posiession. The executors determined 
that the direcliou of Mr. Scrry respecting his interment would be more honoured 
in the breach than theobserTancc, Hii remains lie in u vault beneath the north 
transept o[ Bo1l«n chtircb. the spot ntected by himself on ITawkshend not being 
at all snitahle for a cometcry. Tho sarcophagus, baring intxinTeniently become 
an object of public curiosity, was buried empty on the hill top. The estate at 
Bolton- ic-Bands now belongs to the representntiTcs of the late John Coalstoa, 
esq,, of Lancaster, who purobased it, and built upon it a bandsome nansion 

The aboTe narratiTO holds oat a atrikiog illustration of DsTid's words in the 
thirty-ninth psalm: "Uo ifeapetb up ridbee and cannot (all who shall gather 
tbem." And it is a warning to all to settle their aSairs, both spiritual and tem- 
poral, before Ood lakes away from them the power, which he may do suddenly,

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Blaetaooil^t Magoiine far Apri] iSjj, oa haritig giTGD Tnlunble eTJdenoe bafom 
a committoe oflbe boiue of lards in i3iS, on eir Robert Pecl'g fnctorj bill), Oa 
IcaTing Hchaul beoamQ a pupit of Mr. Joseph Jordan, surgeon, and was admitted 
a member of the Bojnl college of Eurgeona, England, in iSiS. He was tlirough 
life employed in actire fterrico, and witii much distinction, as ■ surgoon in Iho 
royal Davy. 

In tin he was appointed usiataut Burgeon to H. M. sloop Harrier, and gBllantty 
took part in sereral boat attacks upon pirates in tlie atraits of Malacca, Wben 
thia ship waa paid oS* in iBj5, he paaaed the Royal college of aiirgeons a aeoond 
time, for promotion to (he rank of full aargnoa in the royal nuTj ; and in Octob«r 
of that year waa appointed to H. M, brig LeTeret, and aerved in it on the coMt of 
Africa, in the prereutiou of the alare trade, nntil September iSjj. Bcsidei 
taking eieellent medical c«re of the crew, so a» to bring back to England tho 
nholo of the European portion, he saaiated in the capture, by boarding, of tbs 
piratical slave brig Diogpnea, carrying a Crow of flftj men, and had charge of Iho 
wonnded priaonera until tronafGired to the hospital at Mozambique. In NoTem- 
ber folloiring he became surgoon to the war steamer FircQy, which look out 
general Maiater aa goremor of the Weat India iahinds, on which cooat he leried 
abont throe years. In April 1S43 he jomcd the Wotf, as surgeon, on the coast 
of China, aerring there two or three years. In 1S4.9 he reoeiTod the rery reapon- 
aiblo oppointment of surgeon -superintendent to H. M. eonriot ahip EaTenng 
taking out throe hundred and aiity-fire mou to Sydney. The duties of thia oSca 
were auoh aa required great judgtnsut and Qrinnass, giving him entire (lommand 
of the ship, with secret orders and power (o Qog any man ; or, in eitreme neoes- 
aity, to order the guard to shoot any man. But thia power was not called into 
BOtiou, nor did be loae more than two men by aiokness on tho voyage. In No- 
Tomber 1S54 ho joined U. M. flog ship Britannia, Tice'adminil Dundos com- 
nnndiag the fleet in tho Black sea, and waa scut by the admiral to take charge 
of the aick at the naval hoepital of Tberapia on tho Boaphorui, as one of the 
chief hospital surgeons, and left for England in March i Kjs, in charge of invalids. 

Whilst serving in (he West Indies be had two attacks of yellow fever, and might 
have retired from rurtber aervice, but ho preferred returning to duly. Ke 
received high testimoniuls from hia commundiug oIGeera in bis various poal* of 
duty; aad died in June 1857, and was buried in the churchyard of Fojnton, 
Cheshire. 

Thomas Bellot devoted much of hia leisure lime to the prosecution of the clnaaieal 
atudiea begun at Mancheater aohool ; and, la addition \fi Latin and Oreek, had 
some acquaintance with the Uebrew and Oriental languagea. He publiahed a 
translation of the Aphoritnu of Mlppoeralei, and of Oalea nn the Sand; and 
alio a work entitled Bellat's Santerit Dtrieatiou of Snglith Wardt. He waa an 
honorary member of the Oeological and Natural History societies, and correS' 
ponding member of the Botauical society of Manchester ; honorary member of 
the Fltiloaophic socieLy of Bydney; and was elected an honorary fellow of the 
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Bo^ftl aollpge of surgFoni, London, wliilBt aerring in Cluaa. Ho omngod accord- 
ing to eacb djnoitj Ivo coUecliona of Cliiarae coins, one of which ho presented 
to the Kntunl Hislor; aoaiet; of Manobester ; and oolloct^d also Diin; aticicDt 
Obineae brutuies, eora« from the island of Footo, aud a Ubrar; of Cbinese worka. 
For tiia brother, Williani Heory Bellot, wo JUgister, anno 1810. 
A siitcr of this aohoLu; nnuricd Eha reT. N. QcrmoD, M.A., for many jeata asiiatant 
and aflerwaids kigb muter of tbo aebool, for a notice of wbom aee anno iSi>.

William Harrison Ainsworth was born in King street, Maneheater, at the house of 

bis father, who wns a solicitor of high standing and eiteusire practice, on the 

4th February tSoj. Hie paternal gmndfather. Jeremiah Ainsworth, one of the 

fotinders of the Lancashire school of Geometry, has already been notioed. (Tol. 

ii. p. 4S.) By tho side of his mother, Ann the daughter of tbe rer. Ralph Uar- 

eendcd from a lino of NoiicoDformiBts, sonic of whom Calamy has 
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u Harrison, who was gifted by nature with a Gne 
a, high spirits, and a most joyous temperament, after receiring elemen- 
tary tuition from bis undo, the rev. William HiirrisDn, who held a highly respect- 
able rank aaateueher, bceama on the ]oth &larch 1 8 1 7 , a scholar of the Manchester 
free grammar school, where he remained for some years. The Tiiid sketch, in 
whioh be has brought the school and its masters with sueh life and spirit befora 
us, has already been quoted (sec p. ro, te.) from Slerei/a Clllhero, At the 
annual recitations be appeared to great adrantage, and bis remarkably hand- 
some liwJQ, eieellent delircry and perfect aolf posaesaioa are atill recollected 
by the surriTing attendera of those interesting occasions, and never failed to 
bring down plaudits from tho audiouco. Of Dr. Smith he was always a great 
favourite, and that sagacious master well understood that he was no common 
boj.

In 
tU* imolrs howa* oonSrmed bj marrjiog (October r8]£) Av Fnnc«^ the 
beautiful dangbMr of Hr. John Ebers of Old Bood ttrect, the leasee of the Opera 
hoiue, who» London oonoectioiu were Iiirge and eileiuiTS ; and he accordingly 
beoame tettlcd in the midit of the world of letters and fiuhion. For tome time 
bo carried on the buiineis of a publishpr, and i^veral works of iatereil and ralua 
ma; be found with bii name attached ; but this, after giriag it a fair and full 
trial, bo thought fit for wise rcasoni to diseontinus ; bsTing, howcTtfr. acquired an 
•Iparieuce from bis publishing operations whicli was afterwards undoubtedly 
benefloial to him. During all this period, — st school — while going through his 
profciBional education in Msncbester and London, and the jears wbich imme- 
diatelj foUowed, — ho dcToted the greater part of his leisure to contributing, some- 
times solely, sometimes with a fridndly coIUboratcur. to tsHoos periodicals; com- 

rliss's little but elegantly -illustrated maguine, and proceeding 
onward to those of larger size and greater pretensions. But, leariog these pro- 
loiione, as welt as tbe separate works in poetry and prose, of wliat we may style 
the prB-Bookwooduin Era, to be indicated and eoamerated by bis future biog- 
rapher, and biography bos nothing more interesting than (he eiamination of the 
early works of iut-ceisful writers, we must come to the production which first 
gore Mr, Ainswortli a solid footing as an autiior. This was the striking, and in 
many respects uneijual, story of Sooticood, but in nhicli was tontAincd what 

owledgcd to bn a masterpiece of dcjcriptiTC power i we need not 
Olid that wo refer to Turpin't celebrated rido to York, uliich at once delighting 
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tlie jomig and tlie old, eatablisbed the vriter as a faTouritc of Ihe reading public. 
Soai-wood was fallowed bj Criehton wbich sustutQed, if i( did not increase, the 
repuUtioTi Mr. Aiiuwortli Iiiul noquircd. Most of tbii works whiab loccaeded 
appeared Driginall; in a nerial form either in Bentleg't Miierltang, AintiBorti'i 
Magaiiae, the Sundag Timet, or in monthly numbers, and were nfterwardi cot- 
lecUd into Tolumea. The ttrst of tbext was the wondnrfully popular and much 
columniatod Jack Skrppard, which, admirabl; illuitrated bj' George CruikshaQk, 
was uniTerMllj read ; and, bj it« extraordinary succesi, called forth attaelu 
on all aides, and a spirit whieh, to lorers of fair play, looked rery mueh like 
persecution. On this subject, we cannot do better than refer-tfl Leman Blan- 
ohard's Tcry sensible rciuarka in hb J^emoir. Ibo storm whioh Jacic Skeppard 
bad evoked was iu a great measure appeased by the Toteer of London, which 
deals with a higher class of criminals, and must always be placed amongst the 
best, if it be not indeed the be»t, of tbe author's historical novels. During the 
last tliirtj ye«ri it has cerlninly lost none of it« original popularity. Its great 
aucceas gave occaiioo to a targe dinner, which wo well remember, in which were 
present, by Ur. Ainsworth's inTitation, the leadingauthors, critics, artists and pub- 
lishers of London, and at whieh Serjeant (afterwards) judge Talfourd presided. 
We doubt much whether, amongst the many similar celebrations which have 
since oocurred in London, there has been any which wont off more brilliaBtly, or 
with wbich the author, in compliment of whom the gathering took place, had 
better reason to be satisGcd. The narrow limits of this notice necessarily pre- 
vent more than a smiple enumeration of the titles of the novels which Mr. Aim- 
worth's creative power and eitraordiniiry fertility have produced, from the dale 
of the Tomer of hondo* (1S40} to tbe present time. One of them we must not, 
however, omit to single out from the rest — Men^n Cllthero — as it gives many 
grapbie iketchea of the friends and scenes irith which he wai familiar in boyhood. 
Another, The LaneaeMrs ffllehei, dedicaled to bis old friend, the president of 
the Chutham society, in which, with great artistic skQl, he has worked up 
the materials contained in two works in the Cbetham series of very dlETerent 
character. Pott's Diieovery and Sicolaa AjihetoiCa Journal, will always have a 
peenliar intereat as a powerful and striking delineation of the grand superstition 
ofhis native county. Nor should it be omitted that to the very pleasing story, 
the Flilek of Bacon, wo owe, under the auspices of Mr. Atuswortb, the tem- 
ponry revival of one of the most corions and interesting of the old sustoms of 
England, the giving oi the Qitch at Qreat Dunniow, We proceed to the list 1

both here, on the continent, iu America and our colonial depeodenties, and the 
transktiona of them into most of tho languages of Europe, is an atiiple proof 
that he insteSHis those sterling qualities, as a writer of fiction, which will oosure 
pBrmanenco to his iinme as an Biitlior. To continuo to pleoso tho public bj 
euecessire productions during a period of neirlj fort; years is a distinction ac- 
corded to few. 

Wo must not forget to notioi the collection of Ur. Ainaworth's ballads, published 
in i8jj, which makes ua regret that he bos aot continued to cultivato a species 
of OOmpositioo for which he aeem» to hare a peculiar talent. Nor can we pass 
bj The Coinlat ofllie T&irlsfiom an ot4 Breloa lay of tie i^h Centiirg, 1S59, 
Bto, a most spirited and excellent Tersion which we should be glad to see iu au 
illuatralod form, which is all that is needed to gitc it an eiti^nsivo popularity. 

Mr. John Forsl^r, in the first lolume of his Life bf Charlei Dieke«i, has referred 
with erideut ploaanre to the kindly intercourse which ciisted between the fsr- 
famed Boz, bim self, and Mr. Ainsworth in the days gone by. We bclicTC there is no 
one connected with literatare, who has been brought within the range of the genial 
^mputhj, the considerate feeling, and heart; siid liberal hospitahty of tho sub- 
ject of tbis notice, who will not hare equal pleasure in looking baek to tho 
occasions when they met. We are sure there are no reminiacencea that dwell 
more agreeably on our minds than of the days when Eensal manor bouse, on tho 
Harrow road, where Mr. Ainsworth resided for many years, waa a central point 
for literor; men ; and when, alter ailting under an adiiiirable host and enjoying 
the conTcrsation of men whom it was always a delight to meet, the guests were 
serenaded on those fine summer evenings as they went homewards hy the nightin- 
gales which had Dot then deserted that part of tho suburbs of Loudon. From 
Kensal manor house Mr. Ainsworth removed to Brighton, and thence to Tun- 
bridge Wells, but now resides with lus eldest daughter at Uurat-pierpoint. He 
has likewise a residence at Bcigate. 

Mr. Atoaworth ia a widower, his wife Anno Frances having died on the 6th March 
1S38, leaving three daughters now Uving ; 1 Fann; ; j Emily Mnry ; 3 Blanche, 
mnrried to captain awanson, Royal artillery.

Aft«T completing hia education, the aon took hia plaeo, but an a Bleeping partner, in 
the btuiness vith Mr, alderman Watkina, and continued to reside with hia mother 
at BrooiDo bouae, hia father'a reaidence ; but, on her changing her abode to Cliff 
hall in Warwickshire, he left Uanchmljir, Tisiting it aftcrwarda only oocaaionallj. 
Haring no filial D.M:upation, a Loudon tifo had atwaja great eharmi for him. and 
Cot mora (ban twenlj-five jeara he mode the metropolia hia principal reaideno;. 
He was eimultancoiulj a member of the Conaerrative, the Union and the Cnrlton 
clubs, at one at wbicb, his friends who knew his hsbita and hia times of risi- 
ting them, might olwaja find him during tbe London aeoson (and when not 
Tisiting Brighton, Rjde, in th(> jachting aeaaon, and other favourito reaorta), 
attired in tbe latett fiubion, and with all the care and attention of himself and 
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hia Ttlet to bi'iog bim up to his oirti etandard of a vell-tlrp9sed man. His 
diipOsitioQ and babita wpra Gssontiall; social, and bis eicellent cooatitiitiou 
enabled him for years io ecjov all the amenities and bospitalities aa wolt of 
hU clubs aa of hie omi friouds botb in Loadoa and eliewbure. Conttauall)' teen 
■t the opera, the botanical and otber eihibitioua and public pUocs of faihiaQablo 
rBflort, he waa the embodiment of tbe better grade of a " man about towo " with 
no hindrani» to hia eiijojing tba round of pleasurable eiciteinenta aad the 
peculiar life whioh London, under soch oonditionB, abundantly affords. Tbo 
BCquiaitioo of knowledge aud eiperieuce fi-om meti and mauoers were more 
congenial to bis habits and feelinga than a rrfcrenco to books, and for tbis bis 
Taj'ied club life and continnal mixing nith Ibe norld and society afforded biin 
ample opportunities. Ha vaa acquainted vitb all Ebe noted characters and men 
of mark moving in tbe west-end of London and tbe parks ; and bis well-known 
abort but well-formed figure, of an herculean mould on a small scale, his florid 
oompleiion, and his attire bordering upon tbo extreme of fashion, rendered bii 
own appcanmee remarkable, and might be said to place him among the celebrities 
who are found, in tbe season, in the west-end of London. An habitu^ of his 
three clubs ho bccOimD ooniersaQt with all that was KCnerall; reported and talked 
about there, and in the woat-cnd at well, relating to politics, tbe leaders of parties 
and their movements and ebaugee, as also tbo star) of the opera and the theatres, 
the estimation in wbich the; were held b; tbo critics, and all the lighter gossip 
of Iho west-end. These qualities made Jock Walker, a name by wbiob he was 
familiarly known, an agreeable and entertaining companion to bis many friends 
in Manchester, with whom be kept up a close, social and friendly tntfrconrse 
both in Uanehcstor and in Loudon, and to whom, on their Tisits there, he was 
always ready to dcrole bimiolf, to exchange boepitalilies, and to giro them the 
latest news of Che clubs and the town. 

Tbe club and town life which be bad led for so many years ceased (except to a 
very limited extent) on hia marriage, about the year 1850, to a Miss Cuming 
Benson, the daughter of a gentleman residing near Bristol, and the niece of Mr. 
Cuming, a gentleman of fortune, distinguished for bii rare collections in natural 
history, obtained in a f oyagc almost round the world id bis own yacht. 

He had from his youth a strong natural tendency to he stout, which he was very 
desirous of counteracting, and for tbis purpose, with great determination and 
perieveranee, walked, for several weeks together, in tbe parks from twelve to 
fifteen miles par day, and this, with care as to diet, kept him witliin moderate 
bOQiids. As yeara advanoed, however, bis inclination tor fatiguing eieroiso 
diminished, and ha adopted the Uantiug system, and carried it to an excess which 
the professor himself would scarcely have countenanced 1 having, by a rigid 
•dherenoe to the system prescribed in reference lo diet and exercise, diminished 
in weight over sixly pounds In four months. Tbis produced bo much debility 
that be was obliged to abandon tbo regimen, and tbe couaequence was that his 
con«tituLiouaL tendency returned to au extent that, notwitllatondiug Uu modera- 
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tiOD in diet, mtteriiillj increaacd hie aorpulonoe ; and, Ml &iBnds iron diapOMd 
to belieTC, ftoceleraled his doat.h. 

He posHBird aerersl biisioc«a-!ikc qualities, not tho losit of wbioh were method, 
order and punctaality, all of wLich be rigidly enforced in liii doraeelio arrange- 
menu, OB ntell oi in hia own sppointmeDts and EDgngemeDts. Altbongb time 
might be laid to be to bim of Lttlo importance, jet do man regarded it 
eloielj or kept it with greater eiactitude ; and to so great an extent ira 
feeling with bim that to be acaidenlallj > few minutei late to aa appointmeat, 01 
ft dinner engagement, would diaturb hia equanimity for the reit of the evaniog. 

It may be added that, fond aa ho waa of the turf, and for yean a constant attei 
dant at EpKim, Aiuot, Qoodirood and all [be fashionable race ineetinga near 
London, and lurronndcd by, and acquainted with, diatlnguiahed sporting i 
he DCTer yielded lo the templallon to bet or gamble, but uaed these exciting 
fashionable meetings as a mode of passing hia time in the life which wns 1

Afler learing school he acquired a school exhibi- 
tion and matriculated at 9. John's college, Cambridge, but never graduated. 
Attacked by brain fcTer, while reading hard, ho nee compelled for some time 
to abstain from all mental labour, and did not return to tho univereity. In early 
youth he had met with a serere fait, causing fracture of the skull ; and, though 
ba apparently recorercd from tho eU'ects of this direful accident, irreparable mii- 
ohief was done. At a subscqaent date, when prosecuting bis studies with the 
lamo ardour as heretofore, he had a recurrence of the attack with aggtavntod 
symptoms, A Tery promising career was thus cut short. 

Thomas Gilbert Ainsworth was originally designed for holj orders, but on quitting 
Cambridge, as aboi-e mentioned, he attended Mr. Turner's lectures iu Manches- 
ter, with the intention of ndoptbg the medical profession ; but it may be doubled 
whether he voukl ever have practised. His habits were studious and retired, and 
it is probable be would have devoted himself to Utters had hie health permitted. 
His personal appearance was eminently prepossessing, and a peculiar interest 
was imparted to hie features by the melancholy cipression of his flue dark eyes. 
His manner was reserved and somewhat haughty, but he was easy enough with 
those he tiked. Possessing considerable converfational powers, he was toad 
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of wgnment. Tliat he muit Iirtc didingtiUhcit himielf. bad not Ilia n 
booooM nnhappilj oloudftd, it the conTicliati of Ibote who knew bin ii 
•ad lofsd him. One, among his mon cheriahed friend*, and who 1 
opidtj', Iha prMidont of the Ohctham locie^, alwaj* eulcrtuned tbia a 
ThoiRM Qilbert Ainivorth hu left nolhiog — at leut, nothing can be difconred 
among liii pnport — by which liia nnqUMtionahle abilities can be properly «ti.

Philip's ebureh in 
that l-owa. Bad held the uma for the long period of 39 jean, djing on the nth 
August i!70.

John Tenablea Vernon, an learing achool, waa deatined for the medical profession, 
knd attended the anatomical Iceturca giren bj Mr. Jordan in Mount itreet luedi- 
cml ichool ; but subaequantly turned hia attantion to ongraTing for coiioo printers, 
and beeatne the acnior partner in the llrm of Vernon, Marcbanton and Edge, 
and carried Ou the businosa, for npirarda of thirty years, nntil his death on the 
7th Januarf 1S63. He studied chemistry under Dr. Dalton, and throughout 
his life carried on that study in connection with calico priQling ; and being fond 
cf acientiflc pursuita, was instrumental in establialiing the Victoria gallery for 
the proixiation of science, under the late WiUiatn Sturgeon, the eloctriciau ; but 
owing to the little taste for science at that time, the sclieme prored a failure and 
wai abandoned.

Tlie world is too apt to pay ita tribute to these who 
have been conspicuoua for their wealth, or who hare kept theuiaeNca before the 
public by noisy debate ; or who, if their object has been good, haie determined 
tliat the good which they hare done shall be fidly knowu, if not exaggerated. 
We claim a tribute of respect from those whose approTal is worth haling, in 
behalf of the few who do good from the highest moliTea, who arc nnoateu tat ions 
in their acta, and who work on through life, under a religious impression that 
man ia bom to work. Among these we believe we may fairly reckon the lata 
second master of the Manchester grammar achool, Mr. Tliompaoo. In this 
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•aaent iaditntioD b« receiTod hij education from hii esrliett da;*, ci 
Id thcloKCft depart medt of all, and graduallj moling upwards, anlil he beesma 
OBptain of the tchool. About the fear iSjo be catered at Bruencise college, 
*nd in the Eaater term of iS}4 he irsa placed in the first class in ctmnies, an 
hoooar which Braienote had not receired from anj other stodent for eight or 
nioa prerioui exaniinatians, the laat hnring beca oblained in the jear 1S19. 
Bj what ire ma; reDture to term BOmething more than an act of indifcreliiin in 
thaae hi* jouthrul daji, be fnUed la secure the fellowsbip which aeenied M 
Datunllj to be hi* due, and he came back to hia natiie town vith the calm 
detertninatioD to earn hii lirelihood b; hard work. He waa appointed ere long 
to an aaiialUDt maaterabip in hia old achoot, and, Bubaequeatlj, whea the office of 
•econd maatcr becsnie racant, he waa promoted to it hj the pnlroD, tile presi- 
dent of Corpas ChHiti college, Oiford. In thew ofileeg he laboured for a quarter 
of a ceuturj or more, aeldom abaent from Ui> post, earning the reipect of hia 
OolleagUM, the lore of bit pnpili, and the gratitude of their parunls. Wbat to 
olhera would bo leiauro boura were still to bim hours of worL He was much 
•ought after ai a private tutor, and this circumstance gave him Utile lime for the 
ordinary pleaaurei of social life. He did not seek to make man; Oieada, hut hii 
good qualities of bead and heart were well-known to a few. There are scores and 
hundreda of men in this bus; cit;, in the uDiTeraitiea, and scattered tbrough the 
parishes of the country, who will regret their former muster's deeeaac. and who 
will at once call up the romembreDco of mauy kindaasseii done bj bim to them, 
and of many blessings derired from hia teaching. The old school will wait long 
before it produces a better scholar and a more efficient muster." 
Bichard Tliompsou look part id the public speeches from 1817-19, and, hsTing 
been appointed to a school eibibition, was elected to ■ Somerset scholarship at 
Bruenosa calloge, suceceding to one of Uulmc's eihibitions iu lEjj. nis uame 
is found at ail the anniTersarj meetings of the old scholars from iBjK to 1861. 
He died on the i8tli Jaounrj 1861, aged ji, and was buried at IleysbiHn church, 
Moracambe ba;, Laneuhire.

Having been ordained dean and print in 1830 and 1I31, 
bf Dr. Coroj, bithop of B. Aiiapb, to the cura«T of S. Martin> near Chirk, 
Balop, and after holding othur miraciee in that diocete, Mr. Bobettaoa 
bveanie curate to hi* &th(ir, and for some jean oOioiated tito ■( Eaton 
hall, an cliaplaiii to the flrit marquia of WestmiDitor, until tbe death of 
bii father in 1)143. He thoa undertook the lole cburgs of bctct^I pariibm. 
Inoluding that of Brandtby, near York, from 1846 to 1S51. and «ru presented

William llsnry Bvllot was born on the i oth March iSi i, andbaptizedat S. Fetei'a 
oliurch, Mancheater, on the ijth April folloning. In 1817 ha took part in the 
pubtig apeecli do}', and on loaving achool became a medical pupil of hia uncle, 
Mr. Joseph Ballot, of Stockport, conaiilting surgeon to the infirmary of that 
town, who ia» in enrly lifi^ n surgeon of the royal naTj. Mr. W, H. BtUot sab- 
sequonlty was a pupil of the Manchester royal iafinnary, and of Mr. Jordan's 
school of anatomy, and parsocd hia studira further at the Loudon uni*eraitj uud 
Westmintter hospital, and at the hoapitsla of Paris. In 1S33, on passing the 
eoUegu of aorgoona, be became partner with his uncle, and eTentually succeeded 
to hia practice, holding for many years llio ofQco of medical olUcer to the military 
hospital, and of honorary operating surgeon tu the Stockport infirmary, which he 
resigned in 1B59, 

In 1I51 ho was appointed by the late marquia of Wcatminttor aurgeon lo the Qrst 
regiment of royal Clicshire militia, and in the same year woa nuido an honorary 
tbllow of tho royal collogo of surgeona, England. In ilfio he passed the rayol 
eollegs of phyaiciana, Edinburgh, and also became M.D. of the unifersily of 
Srlangso, in BsTaris. his Latin thesis fur bis degree being "de Fneumonid." 
Mr, BoUot hna contributcil piipera lo ttie Mudirvl Timet ami Oatcltf, and 
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HDODgst thorn t, traiulBliou oC profeasor NetaUm's lecture delifered nt L'Ecoto 
de Mediciii*, Psria, in iSjj, on Mr. Joseph Jordaa's AulopUulie Irtalmenl of 
HHuniltil IVaclure. 
Dr. Bullot retired from praoticio in 1864, and hu since that lime bocti reaident at 
LtAmington Frjam, taking an actiTS part in the minugL'niBnt of the WamBford 
and 8oath Wartriakshire hoipitnl. Ho married, on the ijlh October 1847, at 
B. Werburgh's church, Derhj, Franws Leigh, fourth daughter of Mr. John 
Egerton Killer, mrgeon, Derby (for whom >ee RegUltr, toI. i. pp. iiJ-13), bj 
whom he baa four duugbtora and one son, Hugh Hale Leigh Bellot, baptiied at 
FojntQD, Cheshire, Deceiuber iSes.

Ho naa udmittcd a commoner of 
Bnuenuae college, Olford, and elected to one of (he Someracb schalarBhipa in 
lEij. At the Enster eiamiDation of iSiS, bo wai placed in the third class in 
Lit, Shm., having suDCcoded to an Hnlmion eihibition in iSa?. He woa or- 
dained dean and prieat by tbe biahop of Oxford in iSjo-ji, and vb» pnwiDted 
in 1840 bj Hulme'e tmstooi to the perpetual curoo; of Chuicb Eirk, noir called 
the rectory of Church, in the old parish of Wlialley, where he is still reaident. 
Ur, BirchoIJ, irbo ia mral dean of Whallej and procter in conToeation for the 
clergy of tbe archdeaconry of Manchester, is the author of OceaiiuHol Bermom, 
from [830 to i860; Fuitaiiua Semifit, preached at Blaokhum, 1841 j Stclai- 
atlieal Synodi, 1868.

Cleroent Oresnell was the ancoesiful competitor), and vna placed second in 
tbe aumtuation, vaa elected to a acbolarahip id tbe Bomerac^t foundation at 
Bnacnose college in iSij, hating been prarioualy nominated to one of the school 
dhibitioni) and, succeeding Bftemarda to an Uuimian exhibition, graduated 
B.A. on the i8th January i8ig, and M.A. on the 6th December iS}i, baiing 
been placed in the third cloaa In LH. Sum. at the preceding Michaelmas eismi. 
nation. He nae ordained in 1830-31 deacon and priest by the bishop of Lin- 
coln, and, after holding curacies in Bucks and Tockshire, vas presented in 1 83S 
to the perpetual ouraoy of Laea, 01 Hey, in the panah of Aabtoa-imder-Lyne, 
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Tbomaa, lou of loKph Radrord, Manchester (12).

He 
wa* at ail earl; ago auociated with his father in baaineas, aad, when arrired at 
SI jear* of age, becamB a partner ia the firm, which has token for jean past s 
leading poiition among the roanj' loiportant and opulent mercantile bouses of 
MancbHier, Ili* name will be long remembered for tho ver; sctire part whioh 
lie look iu promoling the earUer rattwaji. Shortly after the Dpening of the 
Manehriter and T.irerpool line, and when the luceesa of that undertaking had 
becomo a reeognixvd fact, be, in oonjunotion witb others, promoted the hue from 
MaaeliHtor to Birmiogham direct, and wm elected ahairmsn of llie board of 
direotora] and in 1847, goon after the amalgamation of tbe London and Birio- 
injjhBm, the Trent Valloy, tbe Qrond Junction and tbe Manchester and Birm- 
ingham, tbeneeforth entitled the London and Xortb Western Railwaf Oo,, ho 
wa> prtiented with a testimonial, eonaiitiug; of a seriice of plate of the toJuc of 
1,4002., bj tliB nbarebolders of the Manchester and Birmingham railway, in 
reeugrillioTi of lli« lOrTiaes. The presonlntion was maile at a public banquet, 
mt whiob Mr. Qtorge Sterenion, tbe father of railwaja, was present, and ao- 
knowledled the debt of gratitude which he owed to audi men na the recipient of 
tlial teatiiiionial in bringing to the front hia (Mr. Stoiemon's) original ideas of 
tlio idiaiLlRgoB and importance of looomotiTO oommuuiuution to this oountrj 
and to the whole ciiiliicd world.' 
In 1I4S Mr. Wosthead removed from Manchester to Lea oastlo, near Wolver- 
loj, Woroeatenliire, and in 1S4T wis ibriled to represent the borough of 
KuanMborough in parliament, and wns elected a* a liberal. In tbe conleatrd 
election for iSjt be was again ehoaen, but all three candidates, at the close of 
the poll, had roooiiod an equal number of Totes, and Mr. Wcsthead retired in 
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farour of Mr. J. D. T>eal. In the cart; part of iSjo La uesuaied, bj royal 
license, ths niaio nod arms of his mati-'ninl undo, Mr. John Brown (rrom whom 
lie iolieritod the Lea castle estate), to ba used before that of \yeslheiid. 

Hia timp aad stleutton vera ftill dcrotod to the intmnts of tbu London and North 
Weatem railirii;, and in 1S5}, wh^n the ohairmanahip wai Tacatedhj the retiro- 
ment of Mr. G. Oarr Qljn, now lord WolTorton, Mc. Weathead vrai intited to 
succeed him, bia oolleaguee in tbe direction recogniziag hia peculiar qualifications 
for an office which required much caliu judgment, the power of reconciling 
conQictia;; inlereats, and the tact and courteaj needed to secure barmen;, and to 
diaarm antagonialic influences. Ue felt himaelf unable to accept the offer, but 
in 1861 ho accepted the Tico-chairmanship, then raoatod bj tho morquia of 
Chandoa, and held that office to the catlj part of 1870. 

In i8j7. at the general election caused by lord Palmeraton'i aoceptaiice of offloo, 
Mr. Brown Weatbead waa elected, aa a liberal, to repreacut the cit; of Yorli, and 
in iSj9 waa re-elected. At the general election of iS6j ho was unsuccessful in 
the conlcat which took place, but reccirod from his former oonitituenta a ts3ii- 
able teitimonialof plute, in appreciation of bis past ferrices, to which man; of hia 
political opponents contributed, it the eloctioD of ittiS he waa invited to come 
forward again for York, Lbough he had already isaaed an address aa a candidate 
for Eaat Wurcealerabire, and aecepting the inTitatiou was elected. Through 
railing health he kbs compelled in tho early part of 1S70 to resign both hia leat 
in parliament and his office aa TJoe-ohairnian of the London and North Western 
Railway Co. He ii still the senior partner in the Srui of J. P. Weathead and Co. 

Ur. Brown Westbead, who is a staunch member of the Wcsleyan body, married, 
in iKiS, Betay, third daughter of Mr. O. R. Chappell, aflerwarda an alderman 
of Uauolieater and J. P., and has Issue threo aoo* and two daughtera. Eii 
eldest son, lieutenant -folonol O. E. Browu Westheod, of the 31st regiment, 
who died at Malvern Wells, aged 41, on the Sth Febroary [S71, distinguished 
himaelf in the Crimea, and his other eons, Marcus and Thomas C, hare 

married, in 1 8js, the present lord Kingsole, the premier baron of Ireland.

The father of this icbolar tired nt Ordsall cottage, Kegent road, and tru brother 
to Mr. Joaeph Smith, of Strongowaje hall, for whoae aoni, Augaalua and Juniua, 
Bee »«^rn, p, 144. 

Charles, son of Charles Eickards, merchant, Manchester (8). 

Chaftea Rickarda, the futbarof this scholar, came to KTaucheater at the cloB«of the 
last oentuTj, from Upton -upon -SeTpru, WorcesterEbirs, and establiahed himaelf 
■1 a cotton apinner ia Salford. He took on active part in its local maaagement, 
and discharged llie duCiu of almost eierj honorary public olUce there. When 
a young moo be wna attacked with paraly sia, and thus became unable to attend 
to his buaineap, which consequently did not prosper in the cod. He died on the 
6th March 1831, aged 47, and was buried at 8. Steplien'a, Salford. His wife, 
whom lie married 1st December 180S, won Frances, daughter of Thomas Brooma 
of Sandbacb. gentleman, one of an old fauiily in that pariah. Their son, Charlea 
H., is DOW the owner of 0. freehold estate there, which has been in the poueuion 
of hia maternal ancestors for nearly 300 years. Of tbia family was Dr. Broome, 
who assisted Fope in the transUtioo of tlic Odg»seg, and who likewise conlributxd 
■ercra'. papers to the Speelator, She died on Ihc jth August tS£o, in her 77th 
year, and was buried at Sandboch, the place of her tasband's interroaat being 
then closed. 

Charles Hilditch Biekarda was bom on the 5th February iSii. Before atUuning 
his majority ha had established himaelf in the paper trade. From about 1S41 
to the present time, 1 87 1, the larger portion of his time has been deroled to the 
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admiiiietTatLon of local publip busineBB, He hiui heati an BctiTe mBgistrnta for 
the oitj and count;, in the former capacitj for twenty, niid in the latter for tweUo 
jcan. A> a feoHee of ths UmcheBter grammar Bchool, and a ti'usteo of Hoa- 
■baw'e oliBritira at OldhHm and MauoheBter, Ur. Biokarda' eeirires have alwajs 
been highlj appreciated bj hie coltcaguca. It tbj, howorer, in his capacit; >i 
s member for twentj-BoreD jeais, and for tbirteen as chairman, of the Board of 
guardians of the poor Tor tbe toinubip of Mincbratcr, that he wu enabled cnost 
elScieDtlj to eerro his felloD'citueD*, and to earn their eiteem. On his retire- 
ment from this offioe in 1S69, he H-ae preaentt^d with a haodBomc teatimouial. 
The meeting for Ihia purpose was hold iu the Towii ball, under the prwideiioy 
of the major, who, aroong other appropriate remarka, aaid, " In Mancbeeter, 
men who understood the ralue of moncj did not less understand tbe lalue of 
time, A man migbt be a public benefactor with bis time as well aa irith hli 
noncj. Tbe time dsvotcd U> his duties as member of the Board of gunrdiina, 
and aa chairman of that body, by bia friend Mr. Biokards, for tweotj-geTen years, 
poaewied as a more commerciut cqiiiTalvnt, a very groat, if not an incalculablo, 
ralue. Those twenty-eoTou years' BOnices lo the public were worth more than 
money. Biory gentleman preecnt knew that there were senices which could 
not be bought with money. Thcj could not buy palriotiam, or public spirit, or 
patient, luboriaus, conacientious derotion to u cause or a duty, by merely offer- 
ing money for it- It was to mart their apprpcLatioD of what he might call the 
priceless value of such work aa waa iteadily and cheerfully performed for mora 
than a quurl^r of a century by Mr. Ri<^kaniB that they had asecmblcd to offer 
him a token of tbeir earnest respect. The central fact of Mr. Bickardg' life was 
bia noble derotion to an oneroua duty ; and as the chief msgiatrale of the com- 
munity that had profited by Mr. Bickarda' devotion to it in times of great public 
trial, he received more honour than ho conferred in participating in that pnblio 
reoognilion of what Mr. Rjckards had done." Tbe subscription to the teslimo- 
Dial amounted to nearly 1.400^, a lufQcient portion of which was act aside for a 
present of ailvcr plate, bearing a Builablo inaeription, nod the remainder handed 
over in money to Mr. Rickards. This, inoreaaed by a comparatively amall addi- 
tion from bis own purse, be generously devoted to the purposes of tbe old tohool 
where be received bis education, to which be has over been deeply attached, and 
which it ie a pleasitfB to him still to sorte in the honourable oapacily of feoffee. 
The money was invested in > permanent annuity of 50!. with the corporation of 
Manchester, "for the eneooragenicnt of classical learning" at the sehoci, the 
holder of the eihibition to go either to Oxford or Cambridge. To ahow, in con- 
nesion with tbe preceding, that Mr. Rickards' adiQiniatrntivo talents were of no 
common order, it may bo mentioned tbat it waa no unusual thing for the boards 
of other uniona to aeek instruction from him ; and that, with a view lo logiala- 
tion, a eucceiaion of prcsidenta of the poor-law board in London wore not un- 
willing to listen to bis advice. 
There are many instance* of alomni, who liave not been privileged to oomptet«

two or three mjetic letters of the alphnbct. Amoug these may fairly be reckoned 
the subject of this notice. 

Ur. Bickardii seircd the ofEce of stftvard [u 1S49, and waa a freiiueDt attendant St 
tba school annireraarj dinners. He bna never married. 

In the Art Journal of NoTembcr 1S71, under the head of "Tiaits to PriyBte Gal- 
leries," there is an intereetiog description of Mr, Rickards' ooUcction of paint- 
ing-, coQiisting MoliisiTolj of Iha works of one artist, G. F, Watta, H.A., and 
twenty-six in number. Probably non-hcre could be found ao many eiatnples of 
the geniua of one living painter i and in thia instance an artist of grrat merit 
has met with a worthy patron. Though a bachelor, it ia clear from the character 
of tho collection, that Ur. Bickards is not insensible to the charms of female

Thii wholBf I bcliere to be Edwards Stephens, who was elected F.R.C.8. in 1S45, 
hitring received at Lvjden the degree of M.D. in 1S17, and of D.C. at Berlin, 
in iSiS. The name oceure Tcrj freqaenll; amoDg the old ecbolara present nt 
the annirersarj meotingB between i Si 9 and 1S41, and in the Laacrl of iSth 
NoTcmbcr iE6j (he died on the i.t.th September preceding) there appeared a 
notice oF his profeasiotial career, of which the following is an abridgment : 

" On Icttiingiohool, he WM apprenticed to hie anolo, Mr. Jordan, senior largeon 
to tbe Manchestn infinnarj [1S6]] and founder of Uount street school of ana- 
tomy. Dr. Stephens was ramarkable for his Terj aocuroffl and eitensiTC know- 
ledge of anatomy, especially of the bruin and nenous sjstem. In 1815 be 
paased bis eiaminution at the society of apotbecariea, and in the following year 
the roya! college of surgeons. Ho then proceeded to Paris for further study, 
and tbenco to Leyden, where he remained a considerabtu lime, and obtained the 
degree of doctor of medicine. Ho then proceeded to Berlin, and passed the ex- 
amination of doctor in surgery, a diploma rarely obtained by Engliglimen. On 
his return to England, bo was appobted demonstrator of anatomy at the Mount 
street schools. He held this appointment until Sir. Jordan retired from his 
duties as anatomical teacher, and the school was broken up. Shortly afterwardi 
Dr. Stephens became one of the surgeons to the Manchester and Salford lying-in 
hospital, his oonnection with which he maintained for thirty- three years, holding 
for many years before bis death the positionof oneoftbe consulting surgeons to 
that chorily. In 1834 he had the office of demonstrator offered to him at the 
Fine street school, Manoheslcr, and the chair of lecturer on pathology, both of 
which he held during the long period of sixteen years."

1^ I C II O L A S Gomion, the youngest of the eleven children of 
J^ Nicholas Germon, gem., of Ijoiijn, in the parish of Moreton 
Hampstead, Devon, who married Miss Susannah Mcdland of a 
highly respectable f:\milv in the parish of Hennock, in the same 
county, was born on the 2^^i\l February 1799. His father was the 
owner of considerable landed property, which had been in the pos- 
session of the family for some svuerations, and at his decease in 18 14 
left to this son a small freehold estate in the parish of Chagford. 
His son was educated at Crediton school, under the rev. Nicholas 
Lightfoot, B.A. (father of the rev. J. P. Lightfoot, D.D., rector of 
Exeter college. Oxford, and connccteil by marriage with the Germon 
family), and at Oriel college. Oxford, where he graduated B.A. on the 
27th June 1 82 1, having been placed in the second division of the 
second class in Lit. Hum. at the examination of the preceding Easter ; 
and proceeded M.A. on the 14th January 1825. Ke was recommended 
by the provost of Oriel, Dr. Coplestone. for the post of high master's 
assistant in Manchester school, resided for some time in the house of 
the latter, and was ordained deacon by Dr. G. H. Law, bishop of Chester, 
on the curacy of S. Peter's church in 1822, and priest in the following 
year. When Dr. Smith resigned the incumbency of S. Peter*8 chureh 
m 1825, Mr. Germon was selected by the trustees as his suceessor out 
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of many candidatea, and holds this appointment at the present time. 
The congregation of 8. Peter's have, iu various ways, marked their 
attaclimeut to their pastor, and in 1834 presented hicn with a valuable 
gift of silver plate. 

&fr. Germon held the post of high master's assistaat from i8afl to 
1840, when he suceeeded to the second mastership vacated by the pro- 
motion of the rev. J. W. Richards to the high mastership, vice Dr. 
Eladale who resigned after a brief rule of three years. Mr. Eichards 
resigned in 1843, when Mr, Germon succeeded to the high master's 
chair, which ho occupied until Michaelmas 1859, and then closed a, 
connection with the school wliich had citended over the long period of 
thirty-seven years. At the anuiversary meeting of old scholars in 1859 
he was presented with an elegant service of plate by his former pupils, 
and an interesting account of the presentation appeared in the Man- 
ehetter Oourier of the 15 th October of that year. A long list might bo 
given of scholars educated under Mr. Germon, who have highly dls- 
tiuguishod themselves at the Universities, and in the varied walks of 
life, and who are now occupying posts of usefulness with great credit 
to their former master and to the old school 5' but the roU of their 
names and distinctions, so far as relates to the period of his ofGce aa 
high master, must be left to some future editor of the School Reguler. 
He who has had the pleasurable task of illustrating tho Eegitter thus 
far, would merely wish now to place on permaneat record^ — what every 
former punil of Mr. Grermon would alike claim to esprosa — his gratefiu

He was a aound cburcbman, 
as well as an intelligent hiatorian and atstisl, and was highly respected eren by 
the dissenting oommanitlot of bis neighbourhood."

Decemtier 1S49 and 141b September 1^53). Mr. Richmond had Ihe sole oharge 
of the township of Ilittmo during the risitation of cholera in 1849, and of Ihe 
Irifli ftsrec in lSji-51, when so many medical men and otlierg, whose duties 
brought them in contact with the sick, lost their lives. He was also the origi- 
nator of a moreraent of great benefit to Manohester nnd its neighbourhood, 
vbioh, nflcr twenty years continuous agitation, was crowned with success, the 
purification of tho Bridgewntcr canal.

On the 27 th March 1845 he married Sarah Stokes, daughter of Samuel Fletcher, 
esq., of Broomfield, and succeeded to the rectory of Emberton, near Newport 
Pagncll, Bucks., in 1 860, where he is now resident, baring preriously held the 
curacy of the parish.

THE first publication for tlie year 1873-4, numbered 90 in the series of 
tlie volumes of tbe Chbthah Sooibtv, is The Dr. Farmer Chethavt 
MS., beififf a Commonplace -Book in the Chelham Library, temp. Elisabeth, 
Jamet I. and Charles /., eontistiag of verte and proae, vmitly hitherto 
unpublished. Edited with Introduction and Notes by the Rev. Alexaiidbr 
B. Gbos*bt. Second and concluding part. Tbe report of the Council for 
the year 1872-3, in referring to Part I. of tliis work, baa already given a 
general description of the character and component pnrls of the collection in 
the MS. referred to; wliich is one of tbe most interesting and agreeable 
miscellanies wLich has come down to us in a manuscript form from the 
earlier part of tbe seventeenth century. It may be said to contain a little 
of everything from the "Commodities of early rising" to "Table curtesies and 
carving," from "The judicials of astrology" to " Pepper and pease," and from 
epitaphs which embalm Sir Philip Sidney in poetical spices to others which 
immortalize tbe " Bellows maker" and " The man who kept running horses." 
" Tom Lancaster" and " Susan Yorke" are satirically commemorated in close 
proximity to the memorable petition of the commons to the king's majesty 
in 16S1, and the commons arc succeeded by specimens of poetical transla- 
tions from tbe Psalms of no inferior merit. The selection was evidently 
made by transcribers who knew how to select and to combine what was 
pleasant and amuaing with what was permanently valuable. Tbe members 





are greatly indebted to Kr. Oboust. who suggested ibe poblication or the 
MSt aaii under wboae cdttoriml care and snperintMidence ibe wotk now 
acceptable and osefal additioii to tbe Chetham series. 
The secood pablicatioo for the jear 1873-t, being rol. 91. is ColUeUmca 
Anglo-Poetiea, by the Bct. Thomas Comm. M.A. Part V. This part of 
Mr. CoBSEE'a most raliiable work carries on the alphabet from D (a} to 
Drant, and contains oinetv-ODe notices of Tolumes of poets comprized in 
that limiL Of Sanrnel Daniel, who is excelled hv few, if any, of his poetical 
eontempoisries in sweetoess and poritr. there is the fallest account, bibtio- 
graphically and critdc»I]y, which has yet appeared ; and to John Daties of 
Hereford and Thomas Dekker an ample space is given. Sir John Daries, 
FrsDcis Davisoti, the two Daves (Angelt and John), Thomas Deloney, Sir Wil- 
liam Denny, Dr. John Donne Rod bis son of the same name, Gawin Doaglas 
and Thomas Drant, are the principal anthors noticed in succession. The 
extracts from the poetry of each, and which add so mach to the attraction 
of the work, are selected with the editor's asnat taste and discrimination. 
To the Tolnme he has prefiied an introduction, which deserves the attention 
of the members and which contains the gratifying annonncement that "if 
his life should be spared, he hopes to be able before long to print off the 
sixth part of the Collectanea Angio-Poeliea" It shoald be mentioned that 
the five very quaint and curious facsimile woodcuts in Part V. were con- 
tributed by Mr. CoBSEK. 

The third volume for 1873-4, 92 in the series, is Tlte BUtory of t^e 
Parith o/Eirkham, by Lihdt-Coloml Fisbwick. It will be remembered 
that LiBui-CoLomL Fishwick, whose HUtory of the chapelry of Goot' 
nargh is a valuable accession to our coonty collectanea, undertook, at the 
request of the Council, to bring together in a similiir manner, as a work for 
the Chetham Society, the materials for the History of the parish of Kirk- 
hsm, and the result has been the present volume in the series, which con- 
tains much that will interest the general reader as well as the professed an- 
tiquary. From the various record depositaries in the kingdom, the minute 
book of the bailiffs, the extracts still preserved from the annals of that 
uniqoe body the Thirty sworn men of Kirkham, and a variety of other 
printed and in manuscript, the editor has been able to collect a large 
of original matter connected with the parish of Kirkham and em- 
bodying and illustrating; its ecclesiastical and civil history, while due atten- 
tion has also been paid to the biography of individuals deserving of DOtiee 
and who are identified with that locality, as well as to resident families, It 




is to be hoped that tlie able editor's antiquarian labours will not terminate 
with his Siilory of Sir&kam, as it is only by taking similar districts in 
detail and bringing to bear upon thera the some diligent research and parti- 
cular consideration that a sntisractory county history, where sucli a palatinate 
as Lancashire is concerned, can eventually be looked for. 

Of tiie tliree voJumes enumerated the two first were issued in the early 
part of last year, and the tiiird is expected to be ready for distribution in 
the course of this month. 

The Council feel called upon to congratulate the members on llie suc- 
cessful result of the movement made by tiie Society to obtain the transfer 
of the records deposited at Lancaster Castle to the Public Record Office in 
London, in order to render them available for the purposes of historical, an- 
tiquarian and literary investigation. In consequence of what occurred at 
the last Annual Meeting, a memorial to the Chancellor of the Dutchy, pray- 
ing, on the grounds therein stated, that such transfer should be made, was 
duly prepared and signed by the President on behalf of the Council, and 
was subsequently presented to the Chancellor by HuoH Birliv, Esq., M.P., 
one of the members of the Chctham Society. Af^cr due consideration the 
prayer of the memorialists was acceded to, and a gratifying eomrauaicBtion 
was made to the President by the Chancellor's Secretary to the effect that 
instructions would be immediately given that, as soon as the requisite arrange- 
ments could be made, the records, with some nnimportant exceptions, should 
be removed from Lancaster to the General Record Office in London, where 
they would bo accessible, when duly put in order, in like manner as the

In concluding their report the CouDcil cannot but express their deep re- 
gret on the loss which antiquarian literature has sustained in the last year 
by the death of Dr. Okmbboi), the learned and accomplished historian of 
Cheshire. He was a member of the Chethom Society from its commence- 
ment, was for some years on its Council, and had enriched its series of pub- 






lioationa by ft very valuable votume : Tracts relating to ntHHary proceed- 
ings in Laneathire during Che great Cieil War (No. 2, 1843-4), anil by 
two iraportaut contributions to vol. J. of Chetham Miicellanies (No. 24, 
18J0-1). WLen no longer, from distance of residence, on the Council, be 
TCQS Still always ready to aid tlic editors of the dilTerent works of tlie Society 
by the coramunication of bis advice and opinion. On all matters connected 
with Cheshire history and antiquities he was indeed nniversallv aud justly 
considered as the great leading authority, aod from the completion of his 
History of the County to a very advanced age his industry never relaxed 
in the acquisition and collection of fresh materials to supplement that early 
and most important undertalting. It is to be hoped that these materials 
which, from tlie Doctor's thoroughly Bvstematic habits, it is certain now ex- 
ist in a perfect state of arrangement, and the value of which to Cheshire an- 
tiquaries it wotild be difficult adequately to estimate, may ultimately be 
given to the public.
